ANCR CONDEMNED, BUT AM.OWED. 

The common council met Monday eve- 
ning with President Weed in the chair 
and all tho member* present except 
Councilmau Staples. Tho records of the 
last meeting were read and approved and 
papers from the board of aldermen were 
passed in concurrence. 

CONFERENCE COMMITTEE. 

When the order desiring a coromittoe 
of conference on the ordinance relating 
to highways was presented for concur- 
rent action, Councilman Degen moved to 
comply with the request of tho aldermon 
aud his motion was adopted. President 
Weed appointed Conncilmen Tolman, 
Hatch and Degon to confer with the 
committee from the ether branch. 

The resolve adopted by the aldermen, 
relative to raising money for public 
schools was tabled at Councilman Green’s 
request. 

The action of tho aldormou in rofusing 
to concur with the council iu the $200 ap- 
propriation for conveyance of school 
children and offering a substitute order 
appropriating $27, was next taken up. 
With this was presented a communioa- 
ion from Mrs. Helen Wiswall, protest- 
ng against a transfer of Lower Falls 
jcholais to Auburudalo in behalf of her 
children a*ed 10 and 13. 

Councilman Knapp believed this 
should claim the attention of tho council. 
Lower Falls residents pay their taxes to 
the city and wero entitled to the same 
privi ew'es as other citizens and ho 
thought it decidedly wrong to put thorn 
to this inconveniouco and thoir children 
in danger by going back and forth on the 
trains. 

Tbe-substitute order then passed. 

ANOTHER PARK? YES. 

The order appropriating $0000 for the 
construction of a roadway between Cabot 
street aud Newtouville avenue, condi- 
tional upon the deeding of 14 acres of 
park laud to the city brought out some 
inquiry as to its desirability. 

Councilman Ross of the highway com- 
mittee saul a syndicate offered the city 
14 acres of land tor park purposos near 
the foot of Mt. Ida and belwoeu Newton- 
▼i lie avenue and Cabot street. The land 
was'exjelieutly adapted for aplaygrotiud 
and opens up a tract between Newton- 
ville and the Highlands which will be of 

{ Treat advantage to both places. He be- 
ieved the city should secure full control 
of Laundry brook which ran along one 
side aud part of which was now owned 
by the land owners ou the other side. 
The city eugiueer had mado a conserva- 
tive estimate of the cost of tho construc- 
tion of a road, (the condition upon which 
the land is given) at $0000 and the speak- 
er thought the estimate a fair oue. 

Councilman Tolman said the assessors 
said the increased value in two yoars 
would piy the $0000 now expended. 

Couucilm au Green said retaining walls 
would probably have to be constructed 
ou Laundry brook the cost of which 
would be about $0000. He believed now 
is the time to take the land. 

Councilman Parker said the present 
assessed value was $8000 and the syndi- 
cate mentioned had placed restrictions 
upon purchasers of land ensuring the 
erectiou of bouses costing not less tbau 
$0000 each. 

Councilman Hatch said Newtouville 
had no public playground for children 
aud believed such a place should be pro- 
vided. 

C'lUiicilman Rriston believed in parks 
and playgiounds for ibe children and tell 
it to b- a wise move to secure this land, 
at the same time, in the present state of 
the city’s finances, believing it prudent to 
travel slowly in these matters. 

IN TIIE DARK. 

Petitions were received from E. W. 
Estabrooks and others for aic lights at 
the junction of Pearl and Thornton and 
Pearl aud Wanan streets. Referred. 

Petitions for apportionment of sewer 
assessments in 10 equal parts were pre 
Moled. 

PUPIL CONVEYANCE. 

At this point President Weed relin- 
quished the gavel to Councilman Dennett 
and took the floor. He presented an 
order appropriating $172 for the convey- 
ance of pupda as requested by the New 
top school board. Au order appropriat 
ing $27, he explained, had been passed 
ami this was to complete the order as 
originally passed by the council and allow 
for the convey nice of pupils lor the 
b 1 nice of the ien\ The committee he 
believed should have the power to do as 
they pleased in this matter of conveying 
pupils. They ba l it last je.iratidoow 
the ci'y council steps iu and s>-eks to re- 
move it. I o is merely a tr.iu>i-rot this 
sum fiom t >cir general appropi ialioti for 
this special purpose. Tney had come to 
the conclusion that the part of wisdom 
required the transfer of the eighth urade 
pupils oi the Lower Falls grammar school 
to Auburndale and lie thought it a wise 
move The head master resigned last 
year aud a salary of 1 1 NX) could be saved 
to the city, 'file board's action was in 
accordance with the school government 
of fcurburban cities, believing it better to 
maintain a large school rather than a 
•mall oue; .*Uo a beueflt to the children. 
It was usual for the people living far from 
aschool Louse toohject to such a transfer 
but they carno later to think differently. 
There were only seven pupils interested 
and it was only for the present year, aud 
he favored leaving it to the wisdom of 
the school board. 

Couucilmau Diistou asked the Council 
man from Ward haven if lie though', the 
trai sf. r would ne satisfactory to the 
parents >f the childieu. 

Councilman Jordan at this point said 
the youngest child of those to be tiaus- 
feir il was 13 years of age not 10 as sug- 
gesti-d in the communication presented 
previously. Some ot those to be trans- 
ferred lived in Wellesley aud Weston. 

Councilman Knapp did not believe in 
sending children of that age on the trams 
to a distant school, changing cars at such 
a danger us place as Riverside aud with 
do one to look out for (hem lie did uot 
think it wisdom or the best policy for tiie 
city government of Newton to sanction 
this au i did not believe the council 
would wish to do so. Thu citizens of 
1 a> wer Falls were entitled, as such, to 
the same conveniences and facilities as 
ether suotions. lie wished to put him- 
self ou record as opposed to this prece- 
dent. 

' Piesident Weed stated that .Superin- 
tendent Aldrich said the children of 
those who had submitted communica- 
tions were uot those to be transferred. 

Couucilm »n Knapp had heard that 
while local children at tho Lower Falls 
hud a lunch counter at the school the 
punils from Weston aud Wellesley were 
obliged <) eat nut of doors. 

Councilman Jordan said such a state- 
ment was false. Tney enjoyed the same 
privileges as Newton children. 


Councilman Dogen believed Lowor 
FaIIs was entitled to the same privileges 
ns tho rest of the city whether there 
wore seven, 17 or 70 children concorned; 
it was the principle involved. A capable 
indy toachor could bo omployod, if * 
master was too expensive, and then the 
point of going to and fro on the trains 
was very strong. He should not care to 
have his ohildrcn in such danger. If it 
happened a single child was injured or 
lost in this transfer it seemed to him it 
would bo more than the city government 
would want to bear. A similar instance 
of transferring scholars occurred last 
year in the Oak Hill aohool and tho ob- 
jections wero so vigorous, t he school had 
to he re-opened. 

After further discussion Councilmau 
Bristol) moved to table tho ordor and se- 
cure more information on tho matter 
from the school superintendent. His 
motion was presented and lost, and tho 
older appropriating $172 was then adopt- 
ed. 

CHANGE THK CITY CHARTER? 

Councilman Green brought up tho 
matter of changing the city charter re- 
lative to the tenuro of office of oortain 
city officials. Ho believed such a re- 
vision was in tho nature of a retrograde 
movoniont. It made possible tho re- 
moval of good officers for political rea- 
sons; hotter official efficiency was gained 
by the method now in operation than 
could bo secured if an official know his 
tenure of office to bo limited or procari- 
ous. Ho therefore offered the following, 

Resolved— That it is the sense of this 
body that such a proposition will bo 
detrimental to the best interests of the 
city and antagonistic to tho principles of 
civil servico reform. Adopted. 

ARGUMENT VS. VOTE. 

The resolve relative to raising money 
for public schools was taken from tho 
tablo by request of Councilman Groon, 
who understood tho bill introduced to 
the Legislature was to givo school 
boards tbo powor to expend money for 
schools. He thought they already had 
that power by courtesy. They present- 
ed nn estimato of the mouey nee .led by 
them each year, and tho city counoil 
gives it to them. He thought the aidor- 
men wore not conversant with this fact 
when they passed upon it. He moved to 
return it to the table. 

Councilman Degen understood tho bill 
to mean the transfer to tho school 
boards of tho power to expend all moneys 
for erecting school houses, etc., a powor 
now in the bauds of the city council, 
where he believed it should remain. 

Tho arguments evidently favored 
strongly the resolve passed by the aider- 
men which was as follows; 

“Resolved, that it is tbo opinion of tho 
city council of Newton, that no legisla- 
tion should bo adopted which will take 
from the city council of cities, the power 
to appropriate money to bo raised by 
taxation for purpose of public schools, 
or to place such power iu the hands ot 
school committees, and remonstrance 
against such proposed legislation is 
hereby made,” but when it came to vote 
the council unanimously refused to en- 
dorse the resolution. 

SHELVED. 

Councilman Ross moved to reconsider 
the order passed at the last mooting 
whereby the council refused to concur in 
instructing the senators and representa- 
tives to support the bill to amoud the 
sewer ordinauce, but instead the re- 
consideration sought the table at Coun- 
cilman Knapp’s bands. 

A RESIGNATION. 

President Weed said be wished to pre- 
seuc bis resignation from the Legist itiye 
committee. He hardly felt iu a position 
to support the change in the present 
sewer ordinance as drawn. The city 
couucil had endorsed the bill and as he 
could not support it he felt it best to re- 
sign from the committee. 

Tbe couucil then adjourned.

TIIE ENGLISH RAIL. 

THE STREET RAILWAYS SHOULD I1K AS 
LITTLE A NUISANCE AS POSSIBLE. 

To tbe Editor of the Chaimuc:— 

Several letters hnvo appeared in your 
oolumns from correspondents who op- 
poso the petitions of tho electric roads to 
uso certain of tho streets of Nowton for 
car routes. 

Now, while wo all sympathize with 
that fcoling which prompts tho opposi- 
tion to tlieso projects, tho feeling that 
tho attractiveness of our highways is 
injured by tho erection of polos and tho 
running of wires, and that the use of 
tho streets tor driving is interfered with, 
wo must, to bo impartial in our judg- 
ment, also consider the mattor from tho 
point of view of public utility. 

And from this point of view It seems 
to mo there is no escape from the con- 
clusion that tho electric roads are a great 
public benefit. Tho very foot of thoir 
rapid development, not only in Newton 
but all over tho thiokly settled parts of 
the United States, shows conclusively 
that they are considered by the public as 
a material aid in travelling short dis- 
tances. While it is true that the supply 
may in timo ovortop tbo demand, it can 
hardly bo said that wo have yot in New- 
ton reached that point. I will say, liow- 
evor, that I think there is ono side of 
this question wliioh it is important that 
tho city authorities should carefully oou- 
sider, if they have not already done so, 
aud that is the form of the rails which 
tho electric car companies aro to be 
allowed to plaoo iu our streets, if their 
petition is granted. The rails generally 
used aro certainly very obstructive to 
the uso of the streets by all vohicles ex- 
cept tho street cars. la tho English 
cities the street car companies i^se a flat 
topped form of rail, which is so shaped 
and placed that it lies flush with the sur- 
face of tho street, antt therefore offers 
no appreciable obstruction to the passage 
of vehicles, although moving in a 
diagonal direction from ono side of the 
road to the other. This pattern of rail 
1 understand has also been laid by tho 
West End Company on Beacon street be- 
tween West Chester Park aud Brookliue 
avenue, and as il has been in service for 
at loast a year, and has been subjected 
to tho test of a winter of groat severity, 
it would seem to be tho part of wisdom 
that inquiry should be made as to the 
results which liavo followed its use. 
Undoubtedly such a pattern of rail 
would add somewhat to the cost of con- 
structing tho electric roads iu Newton, 
but if these are given the light of way 
through our streets without the imposi- 
tion of taxes for the privilege so granted, 
it is nothing more than fair that thoy 
should adopt such improved forms of 
construction as will tend to lesson in 
every way possible any of the objection- 
able features which have heretofore 
been recognized as duo to their presence.

It shows a 
very enoouraging stato of nffairs, and 
the managers of the bunk are corlainly 
deserving of good credit for thoir wise 
and careful management, to whiob the 
ruocohs of tho enterprfsc is due. From 
the report we take the following summa- 
ry of tho year’s work.niado by President 
Dewson : 

In prosonting this report of tho result 
ot tho operations of tho first five years 
since tho incorporation of the bank, tho 
directors feel that thoy have a right to 
congratulate you atid themselves as well 
upoo the ontirely successful result of our 
co-oporativo effort. 

Tho statutes of this Commonwealth 
which should govern the administration 
of these institutions have boon most care- 
fully framed, and from timo to timo 
amended, until thoy afford tho most 
lerfoct protection possihlo to tho sharo- 
loldor in liiR desire tohusbnnd moderate 
resources derived from present labor, and 
make provision against tho exigencies of 
sickness and tho declining powers of 
later life. 

It has been the oarnest and faithful 
eudoavor of your directors without ex- 
ception to conduct tbe business of the 
bank in full ncoord with tho spirit and 
purpose as well aR tho letter of those 
statutes. 

The total present capital of the bank 
amounting to $191,800.77 represents the 
savings of a very large number of persons 
(775 in all) of moderate means, very 
many of whom would have mado uo such 
accumulation, but for tho facility thus 
furnished iu enabling the formation of a 
fund from even so small a saving as 25 
cents each week. 

The real estate loans, amounting to 
$183,050, represent tho opportunities 
afforded to 105 different families to ob- 
tain for themselves a home, in which 
t hey have the interest of ownership aud 
tho constant incentive to a wiso economy 
which may result, with scarcely any 
sensible daily saoriflee, in its full posses- 
sion freo from debt in a comparatively 
short term of years. 

Tbo share loaus indicato the facility 
with which a deposit, tho uso of which 
for personal wants has become a tempo- 
rary necessity, can bo mado available 
without any sacrifice of previous earn- 
ings of interest, and the monthly ac- 
cumulation continued without interrup- 
tion. 

The strict principles of business which 
prevail iu these institutions enable them 
to be from beginning to end, co-operative 
aod fraternal in tbe only full seuse of 
the term; they stand in absolute contrast 
and entire opposition to the so-called 
fraternal and mutual benefit orders and 
organizations, based upon a plan which 
at its very best, ovon if in any degree 
fulfilling its promises, depends upon the 
misfortune and failure of a largo uumber 
of their members. The more tho failures, 
the greater profit to those who survive, 
is an incentive so far removed from 
Christian principle as to excite a sense 
of wonder that the legislature of a state 
which has so carefully guarded its co- 
operative bauks, could possibly have 
been misled into toleration and incorpo- 
rate establishment of specious schemes 
for gambliug upon the probabilities of 
misfortune to others. 

Now that tliCj bubble has evaporated 
ami tho good sense of the workers whoso 
savings are at stake has in some measure 
returned, is it not tho duty of every 
shareholder in a co-operito bank to 
spread the knowledge of their beneficent 
workings, and the details of each such 
successful effort as our own as widely as 
possible amongst his friends and neigh- 
bors, that the welfare of this growing 
community and of tbe Commonwealth, 
which is our common mother, may bo 
promoted aud our common brotherhood 
be established upon sound and perma- 
nent principles. 

That you may be provided with the 
means of performing this uso to tho 
community, the details of this report are 
given in as simplo and concise form as 
possible, to show the character and 
amount of the business done, its method, 
and its progress. A little careful atten- 
tion to the tables and statements and to 
the general information with which it 
closes will enable any intelligent person 
to comprehend and explain it to others. 

It may bo noticed that we have as yet 
mot with no losses of any kind, all 
securities having been carefully examined 
by a most competent committeo.

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A MODEL CITY CHARTER. 


Mbnll Newton ChnnRr It for Old Ppoila 
Ryilcmf 

BILL NOW PRNDINO IN TIIR LEGISLATURE 
(Ronton Herald.) 

The radioal changu proposed for the 
oity charter of Newton involvon a roturn 
to tho old Byfltom of tonuro of office for 
the heada of departments for fixed terme 
inRtoad of during Rood behavior, aR at 
preRent. Tho city of Newton ia pocnliar 
among all the citioR of tho state in regard 
to tho tenure of its chief officers, and it 
ia pointed to ne a model by pooplo who 
have watched the workings of the sys- 
tem. 

But it is proposed to abolish this 
feature of tho charter and return to fixed 
terms. Tho city government appears as 
a petitioner before the Legislature for 
this change, but tho order which was 
adopted had no montion of the radical 
change which is proposed. The order 
was not discussed at all in eithor branch 
of the city government when it was 
adopted, and tho people of tho city are, 
as a rule, in ignornneo that any change 
is proposed. Already there is strong 
opposition to the bill which has been 
drawn to accompany the petition, and 
there will be a powerful remonstrance 
when the matter is heard before tho 
oommittee. 

To one part of the change there will 
probably bo a general consent, that for a 
gradual change in tho membership of 
boards and commissions, and if tho men 
who are pushing tho bill will be content 
with that part of the moasure there may 
bo an easy passnge. But if it is proposed 
to make the heads of departments, as a 
rule, subject to the raids of partisan 
politics, then there will be vigorous op- 
position. 

It is the perfection of Newton’s system 
in the opinion of its friends, which 
arouses their sympathy in view of this 
attack, and they cau Bee no reason for a 
reversal of the course which has been so 
popular and signally successful in the 
administration of city affairs, especially 
as they assert that there has been no in- 
dication in any quarter of dissatisfaction 
with the present system. The provision 
of the charter which it is proposed to 
xhatige says; 

“The mayor and aldermen shall ap- 
point ward clerks, constables, a city 
marshal, with the powers and duties of a 
constable, and all other officers required 
by the laws of the commonwealth or by 
the ordinances of the city whose selection 
is not hereinbefore provided for, to hold 
office until they resign oi are removed by 
the mayor, with the consent of the aider- 
men, etc.” 

In place of this, it is proposed to strike 
•ut the words, “until they resign or are 
removed by the mayor with the consent 
of the aldermen,” and to substitute: 
“For such term or terms not exceeding 
three years as the city council may by 
ordinance or otherwise determine; pro- 
vided, however, that such officers may be 
reappointed and all members of the 
police and fire department, except the 
city marshal and chief of the fire depart- 
ment, shall hold office until they resign 
or aro removed by the mayor with the 
consent of a majority of all tho aider- 
men.” 

The practical effect of this ohange 
would be to throw the offices of the city 
into politics once more, to the great in- 
jury of the Bet vice. 

One of the men most strongly opposed 
to the change is ex-Mayor Ellison, who 
served iu 1882, when the present system 
was introduced, and expresses himself 
most positively against the change. The 
matter was taken up in 1SS1, during the 
term of Mayor Pulsifer, and a commission 
was appointed to draft a new charter, 
which draft went over to tho term of 
Mayor Ellison, and he, with Dwight 
Chester, who is now one of the Newton 
representatives in the Legislature. Alder- 
man E. II. Mason and City Solicitor 
Slocum, as a committee, went over the 
draft and suggested mauy changes. 
Their work was submitted to many of 
the leading citizens, and there was 
general approval of the plan for tenure 
of office. Mr. Ellison, speaking of this 
sentiment, says “that it was because the 
people of Newton as a whole havo been 
stroug believers in the principles of civil 
service reform, and this provision is dis- 
tinctly iu that line.” 

This charter was submitted to the peo- 
ple foi their approval by a majority vote 
at the state election in 1882. “It was 
adopted unanimously,” Mr. Ellisou says, 
“as far as I can recollect.” 

It became operative in January, 188.3, 
in Mr. Ellison’s second year, and he 
made the first appointments under it. 
Thus the heads of departments, of high- 
ways, fire, water and police, and bo on, 
were taken out of politics, and have 
been kepc out ever since. # 

An advantage of tho system is that 
the city saves a great deal of money by 
it. The iucumbeut of one of these high 
offices has an experience which no other 
man can have, and that is to the advan- 
tage of the city. When enterprises are 
to be earned on, new men do not know 
as well as tbe old officers the course of 

B ast events and where the oity can save. 

few plans are more likely to be adopted, 
at an added expense, if new men are to 
be electe i frequently. 

Tbe way iu which the order was adopt- 
ed is criticised, for it was put through 
the city government without any debate 
or any attention beiug called to it. It 
was adopted at the second meeting of 
the oity government, when the couucil 
was new to the business, and was put 
through with a nuns of other matters, 
apparently unnoticed. To show how un- 
familiar the new city government was 
with city matters, it is mentioned that 
not one of the seven aldermen ever 
served before on the bourd. Three of 
the seven never had any experience in 
eity matters, while the fourth has had 
only one term iu the common oouucil, 
and that was iu 1888. Another had two 

{ ears iu the couucil iu 1883 und 1884. 

lesident Both fold of the hoard wus iu 
the common council iu 18911)2, and 
Alderman Uoffo iu the common couucil 
ui 1889, 1890, 1891 aud 1892. 

Out ot the 14 members of the common 
oouucil, seven are entirely new men. 
Two have served two yeurs— iu 1891 and 
1892— live one year only, in 1892. 

It was the desire of tho jity of New ton, 
when the charter was revised iu 1882, to 
put all the offices under the same system 
as to tenure, hut the political instinct of 
rotution was so strong iu the Legislature 
that the people could not get all they 
wanted, hut the city treasurer, uuditor 
and clerk are exempt from the rules 
which apply to the other officers. Iu the 
departments of the city marshal, chief 
of police aud city engineer all the sub- 
ordinates uie appointed aud hold their 
places through the civil service rules, ami 
it is said that the heads of departments 
should be uudur a tenure us good as that 
oi their subordinates. 


President Bothfeld of tho board of 
aldermen triod to procure a reconsidera- 
tion of the order in tho uppor branch, 
m.d offered a substitute to rotain the 
present system aR regards heads of de- 
partments, but to ohange tho practice re- 
gaining the water hoard, tho board of 
health, the trustees of the free public 
library and all other permanent hoards 
and commissions, but tho aldermen re- 
timed to reconsider. They did amend 
the order by striking out the limitation 
to three years, but, apparently by a mis- 
take, this was not sent to tho council for 
concurrence, and so the original petition 
from the city government is all that, the 
legislative committee will have to go by, 
unless sorm tiling further is done before 
tbe bearing is given. 

One reason why thero is agreement to 
ohatigcs iu the permanent boards and 
commissions is that disappointed candi- 
dates for office have been given these 
places, and, wliilo estimable gentlemen, 
it is charged that they do not show that 
capacity or diligence in the duties of tho 
offices which the interests of tho city de- 
mand. 

An objeotiou to tho bill which has been 
submitted with tho petition of tho mayor 
is that it does not provide for a submis- 
sion of the quostion to the pooplo of 
Newton. It has been tho custom, in all 
the changes of the city government, for 
tho Legislature to put a provision in the 
bill to inako tho act valid when accepted 
by a majority of the people. This was 
done when the revised charter was pro- 
posed. It was done recently when it 
was proposed to establish a city board of 
Deallb, and the act was rejected by the 
people by a decided vote. It is felt that, 
at least, if this radical change is to bo 
seriously pressed in tho city charter, it 
ought to bo submitted to tho popular 
vote for approval, and not be forced upon 
them by tho Legislature without beiug 
giveu au opportunity to say whether or 
not they want it. 

The men who sympathize with the 
principles of civil service reform, as far 
us they have become aware of what is 
proposed, are expressing themselves 
iioely against the project, and doing 
what they can to briug before tbe Legis- 
lature evidence that tho city government 
of Newton is ibe best in tbe state in this 
respect, that the removal of the 
heads of departments is opposed by 
the people, and that the real sentiment of 
the city, in spite of the hasty aud ill con- 
sidered action of tho city council, is de- 
cidedly iu favor of the present system of 
appointment by the mayor. As long as 
he has tho power of removal, aud as 
long as incumbents can hold only during 
good behavior, it is believed that the 
interests of tuo city will not suffer, but 
that they will suffer materially if each 
officer is obliged frequently to take a 
hand iu politics, to the neglect of his 
office, if ho desires to retain nis position. 

The River Parks. 

Tho Boston Sunday Herald gave an 
illustrated description of the proposed 
parks on the banks of the Charles, in 
Newton and Weston, and says: 

Few about here who are fond of boat- 
ing do not know more or less of tbe 
beauties of the Charles river as reached 
from Riverside. Only a few years ago 
this knowledge was confined to com- 
paratively small numbers, most of whom 
lived in tbe neighborhood; but withiu 
the last decade tho number of visitors to 
tbe river lias increased very rapidly. 
The attraction has come largely from tbe 
river banks, the greater part of which is 
wooded, although here and there are 
charming stretches of green meadows. 

Following the increase in interest in 
the river itself lias come a desire to keep 
the banks beautiful and attractive. 
Within the past few mouths tho move- 
ment has takeu practical form, and much 
more will probably be dono the coming 
season. 

Alter describing the gifts of Mr. Chas. 
W. Hubbard, the Herald *aid: 

Between the pieces bought by tbe city 
of Newtou and that given by Mr. Hub- 
bard, the river flows, part of the way 
over shallows forming the lower rapids, 
and the lost sweeping around the bend 
beneath fine trees which overhang the 
stream. 

To the north of East Newton street is 
a triangular parcel of laud which it is not 
at all unlikely that the owner will give 
for a park'. 

Just to the north of the railroad bridge, 
at Riverside, on tho New ion side of tho 
river, are the flue clubhouse and grounds 
of the Newton Boat Club. It is proposed 
to extend Charles street, which leads to 
tho clubhouse, across the river and on to 
Weston, and the Boston Athletic As- 
sociation has considered the advisability 
of taking laud here for country club 
grounds, with an oval, boathouse aud 
tenuis grounds. Should this be done, 
both banks of tbe river at this point 
would be assured against defilement. 

Between the site suggested for the 
athletic association and Weston bridge 
is a tract which Mr. Frauds Blake has 
expressed a willingness to give for p<uk 
purposes. 

In the second cut is shown the land re- 
cently taken by tho city of Newton, iu 
conjunction with public spirited citizens 
of Auburudule, for a public park. This 
laud is largely covered with pine aud 
oak, aud lies along ibe river bank and 
tho shore of a deep cove. One part oi it 
is to bo laid out for a playground for 
children. 

The city of Newton has also largo 
reservations along tho oauks of the 
Charles; which it lias taken, partly iu 
conjunction with the town of Brookliue, 
as a protection against contamination of 
its water supply. These reservations are 
near aud above the pumping station, ex- 
tending from tbe station to the great 
bay, where the river wideus into a 
respectable lake. The banks on each 
side for about three miles are thus saved 
to the public, and those ou one shore for 
a mile aud a quarter more, making in all 
oyer seven miles of river front under 
municipal control. Tho territory thus 
reserved comprises some 900 acres. 

It will be seen that the work of saving 
tho hanks of tho stream in this regiou 
has already begun iu ouruest. A good 
bugiuuiug has beou made on the section 
between Newton’s northern line uud 
Newt>>u Lower Falls, und the gaps should 
be tilled in so that an unbroken drive 
could be constructed along tho bauks of 
this very beautiful stretch of stream, 
with its bills, meadows and forests.

A Protestant. on Natnlll, 

Archbishop Satolli’s most important 
errand lias boon to sottlo tlin heated con- 
troversies raging about tho school ques- 
tion. He has communicated to the Cath- 
olic archbishops an eminently wise and 
reasonable pronunciamento. It distinct- 
ly acknowledges tho educational func- 
tions of tho state and approves the Amer- 
ican public schools. In practical effect 
this letter makes it permissible f-ir Cath- 
olic parents to act upon their own judg- 
ment in selecting schools for their chil- 
dren. It merely insists that tho parents 
and priests should seo that Catholic chil- 
dren havo regular religious instruction 
outsido of school hours if they attend 
public schools. The “Faribault plan” is 
fully sanctioned ns nn alternative. In 
cases where parochial schools of as good 
quality as tho public schools can be af- 
forded, and whero local circumstances 
make it appear that tho public schools 
aro anti-Catholic in their influence and 
teaching, the separate system is advised. 

Tho archbishop has spoken with full 
authority. It is a great victory for Arch- 
bishop Ireland and the patriotic Ameri- 
can wing of tho church. Pope Leo and liis 
advisers have evidently mastered tho real 
situation in tho United States. The holy 
see has intervened in favor of American 
Catholic parents, who can no longer bo 
restrained from sending their children to 
the public pchools. Tho Catholic church 
will be stronger by far when, in the spirit 
of Archbishop Satolli’s statesmanlike ad- 
dress, it uccepts the institutions of this 
country.— W. T. Stead in Review of Re- 
views. 


Cremiition In This Country. 

It is not every day that there are five 
cases of cremation at Fresh Pond, hut 
the bodies of four men and one woman 
were reduced to ashes in the furnace 
thero on Tuesday. The revival of the 
anciont practice of cremation in our 
times is a curious thing. We havo not 
yet seen tho last year’s reports of the 
several crematories in the country, but 
we believe that over 100 dead persons 
were consumed in them during the year. 

Nearly all of these persons, with the 
exception of the victims of cholera, 
who were cremated in our bay last 
autumn, had left orders or had express- 
ed a desire that their bodies should be 
thus disposed of. The most of them had 
been agnostics or atheists, and a few of 
them Theosophists. It is not to be sup- 
posed that any of them, leaving out the 
cholera stricken, had been believers in 
the doctrine of the resurrection of the 
body at the day of judgment, though of 
course cremation could not interfere 
with any design of the Almighty. 

We know of two crematories in Eng- 
land, and there are others in several of 
the countries of continental Europe. 
Should the cholera break out in England 
this year it is probable that a number of 
the municipalities will, in accordance 
with advice given by their health au- 
thorities, follow the example set by the 
New York quarantine commission last 
autumn and cremate the victims of the 
dreaded and infectious disease. — New 
York Sun. 

President flurrison'H Plans. 

It is the present intention of President 
Harrison to leave Washington fov his 
homo in Indianapolis very shortly after 
the inauguration of President Cleveland. 
The oath of office is administered to the 
president at the capitol at noon, after 
which the new chief executive delivers 
his inaugural address from the east front 
of the capitol building. General Harri- 
son intends to leave Washington on the 
Pennsylvania limited express, which de- 
parts at 1:10 p. m., and to stopover Sun- 
day at Pittsburg, whero ho will be due 
ab«mt 9 o’clock Saturday night. He will 
arrive ut Indianapolis about noon on 
March 0. lie may change this pro- 
gramme, but he does not expect to do so 
at this time, barring accident. 

It was the original intention of Presi- 
dent Harrison upon his retirement from 
oflico to linger in Washington over Sun- 
day aud to arrive at Indianapolis during 
the early part of the succeeding week. 
But he is anxious to return to his old 
home now that he see* the beginning of 
the end, und having nothing of particu- 
lar interest to detain him here he has 
determined to take his leave of the na- 
tional capital within an hour or two after 
the inauguration of his successor. — Cor. 
Baltimore American. 

England's Vital Statietics. 

The slow machinery of the English 
government has just turned out the re- 
port of vital statistics in 1891. It ap- 
pears that the steady decline in the num- 
ber of early marriages which began in 
1874 still continues. In the latter year 
84 in 1,000 bridegrooms and 227 in 1,000 
brides were under 21. In 1891 only 09 
men and 190 women in 1,000 married un- 
der age. The odd fact also appears that 
the proportion of Jews in the population 
of Eiigluml has more than doubled iu 20 
years, without counting immigration. 
This extraordinary fecundity is quite un- 
matched by any other class in the j>op- 
ulutiou. — Charleston News and Courier. 


A Knife on Its Travel*. 

A huge knife, said to be over 100 years 
old and resembling au undent hay cut- 
ter, was presented to the postmaster at 
Bangor, Me., just after the election. It 
was lubolod “Adlai’s Ax.” Across the 
blade iu black letters were the words, 
“The melancholy days have come.”

Philip B. Watkins of a London tea firm 
Is making a business tour of the world 
and at present, is in Ibis city. His firm 
is one of the oldest n». richest tea firms 
in the world’s metropolis, the head of it 
for many years having Ixen the million- 
aire Baronet Sir Richard Peck. Mr. 
Wat kins is an old and trusted member 
of tho houBo and hns been selected for 
many years to condnct negotiations with 
the principal Chinese and Indian tea 
growers who control tho markets of Can- 
ton and Calcutta. 

“It is our rule,” explained Mr. Wat- 
kins, “to visit tho best plantations and 
arrange for the purchase of tho new Rea- 
son’s crop while it is yet growing. It 
takes considerable experience to bo able 
to judge of tho probable quality of a 
crop dnring its early stages, as the tea 
plant is subject to ro many vicissitudes 
before picking. If tho crop does not 
come up to expectations, we are often 
losers, but the usual practice is to bar- 
gain for the first offer, for which privi- 
lege of course we pay a premium. The 
China ten. however, does not rule the 
market as it did before India and Ceylon 
discovered tho fact that they could grow 
several kinds as well as their Celestial 
neighbors. 

“All the best sorts, however, are still 
grown in China. Gunpowder, Hyson 
and all tho high class green teas can be 
produced nowhere else. The very high- 
est quality of the first named seldom 
leaves the land of its growth, the Chi- 
nese connoisseurs forming a ring which 
keeps it for the home market.” — San 
Francisco Chronicle. 


Tlie Black Jack Inn. 

A few days ago the ancient “hostel- 
rie” familiar to readers of Dickens as the 
“Black Jack,” in Portsmouth street, 
Clare Market, closed its doors forever, as 
the entire block of buildings surround- 
ing it is about to be demolished. The 
“Black Jack” is the house to which Sam 
Weller escorted his master when that 
gentleman was in search of Lowton, Mr. 
Perker’s clerk, on which occasion Mr. 
Pickwick beard the story of the “Queer 
Client,” reluted by the mysterious law- 
yer’s clerk. 

The “Black Jack” has for many years 
been a veritable mecca to the medical 
students who have successfully braved 
the terrors of the examination room, for 
it was customary for them to adjourn to 
its hospitable bar and duly inscribe tbe 
tbe names of the fortunate medicos in a 
register kept in the house for that spe- 
cial purpose. Among the signatures to 
be seen are those of James Paget and 
Andrew Clarke, together with many 
others who have sincoattained celebrity. 

The death of tho “Black Jack” adds 
one more to the ghostly taverns which 
have abounded in tlie immediate vicin- 
ity. The “Spotted Dog,” the “White 
Lion” of Jack Sheppard notoriety, the 
“Bull’s Head,” where Hogarth met his 
brother artists, and the “Spiller’s Head,” 
the Savage club of those lays, all stood 
within a few yai ds. — London News. 


Dunning by Postal Card. 

There is a very general impression 
among merchants and others who are 
particularly interested in the subject 
that it is a criminal offense under United 
States laws to mail a dunning letter 
written on a postal card. A person in 
this neighborhood wrote to the first as- 
sistant postmuster general, asking for in- 
formation, and received a reply giving 
the decision of Judge Thayer, Dec. 14, 
1889, on the wording of a postal card 
that was mailable and one that was not. 
The mailable one read: “Please call aud 
settle account, which is long past due, 
and for which our collector has called 
several times, and oblige.” The un- 
muiluble one reads: “You owe me $ 1.80. 
We have cabled several times for same. 
If not paid at once, we shell place with 
our law agency for collection.” 

The last sentence, it ii stated, ruled 
out this communication. Postal cards 
are not mailable if they contain language 
of “a threatening character,” and it is a 
very serious threat to the average man 
to tell him that you are going to sue him. 
There is no law. however, to prevent you 
from putting an X on your card to let 
your debtor understand that you aro 
really cross with him. — Ithaca Journal.

THE TENURE OF OFFICE BILL. 


A good deal of opposition has been 
stirred up by the proposed chaugo in the 
tenure of office of the beads of the city 
departments, and a writer in the Boston 
Herald desctibes at some length the evils 
that would follow such a change, in 
making the offices a political prize to be 
contended for at every election. Evi- 
dently this part of the proposed change 
will meet with strong opposition, and 
the Newton Civil Service Reform Associ- 
ation, besides many citizens outside of 
that body, will enter a strong protest. 

There seems to be no opposition to 
cbangiug the tenure of office of the 
members of the various commis- 
sions, and if this was all that is aimed 
at by the resolution passed by the 
city council, there would he no opposi- 
tion. There has been a feeling for some 
time that mote frequeut changes would 
not be any injury to the commissions. 

It is argued by the friends of the 
change that the annual electiou of the 
city clerk, auditor aud treasurer works 
all right, aud that those officials are re- 
tained year after year without a thought 
of a chauge and without any of the evil 
effects which theorists say attend auuual 
elections. Those officials do not take 
part in politics, or lobby for their place 
with new members, and are practically 
as independent and as secure as*The City 
Marshal, or the Chief of the Fire Depart- 
ment. I; is also urged that the thought 
of the annual election has au inspiring 
effect, upou all officials, aud sort of spurs 
them up to their best work, and makes 
them courteous and obliging to all 
comers, and that this counterbalances all 
the line theories advanced by civil ser- 
vice reformers. 

This may he true, but the other heads 
of departments are very differently situ- 
ated, and come iuto close opposition with 
more men, and hence would be more 
liable to lose their official heads if they 
tried to do their duty conscientiously, 
and herein lies the great danger of auy 
change. 80 many men are under them 
that a concerted movement against them 
of those who were dissatistied could be 
easily and secretly made at an election, 
and our city elections would be 111 danger 
of becoming a mere struggle for spoils, 
even without the majority of the voters 
being aware of what was being done, it 
is for this reason that the chauge is op- 
posed,!))’ all who have thought the matter 
over carefully, and that such a large aud 
influential body of citizens will oppose 
the change. As the Ghaihiic said some 
weeks ago, the bill was loosely drawn, 
and probably the framers of it them 
selves were not aware of haw radical a 
change they were introducing into New- 
ton politics. 

80 far Newton has prided it>eif 011 the 
purity of its city government .m t the ab- 
sence of any suspicion of the spoils 
system in its city elections, aud this high 
character ought to b>* maintained.

Mayor Matthews has also taken a 
hand in the agitation and lias just scored 
a point against the Bay State gas ring, 
by getting a contract from the Brook- 
line gas company, to supply gas for 
public purposes for 70 cents per thou- 
sand and to private cousumors for $1. 
Tho city of Boston is also to share equal- 
ly in tho not profits of the compauy after 
eight per cent, is paid on the actual in- 
vestment. Bostou has loug been at tho 
mercy of Addicks aud his waterod com- 
binations, and if Addicks is not able to 
control the Boston board of aldermen, it 
looks as though the days of his monopo- 
ly were numbered. The recent history 
of the gas companies of Bostou is one of 
plunder, gigautic stock watering, and 
deals, and the city has been helpless in 
the hands of a Now Jersey corporation. 
Honest men will rejoice to see such a 
monopoly fail, aud all those who have 
helped to defeat its extortion deserve 
honor from the people. The state ought 
*4) have a law to protect its eitizens from 
tho extortions of foreign corporations, 
whose capi tal is largply fictiHo us. 

In anotherjcolumu will be found au 
extract from the auuual report of tho 
Newton Co-operative Bank, iu which tho 
President, Mr. Francis Dawson, calls at- 
tention to some of tho beueflts which 
have followed from this enterprise, and 
the large uutnber who have availed 
themselves of it. The report itself will 
be of interest to all the shaieholders, in 
particular, aud to people in general who 
wish to make provision for the future. 
The co-operative bauks are so safely 
managed and so protected by the laws of 
the commonwealth that they furnish au 
incentive to saving, aud they also fur- 
uish a means of securing a homo to peo- 
ple of limited incomes, which is oue of 
their best features. The Newton bank 
deserves even a wider popularity than it 
uow enjoys. 

Thf, past week ought to have con- 
vinced the most sceptical as to the neces- 
sity of au ordinance for the cleaning of 
sidewalks. Wading through slush aukle 
deep, witu hero and there a dry stretch 
of concrete belonging to some humane 
and patriotic citizen, has boeu the 
general experience. A little labor in the 
middle of the day would have mado all 
the sidewalks passable, and safe, but 
abuttors generally seem to have resolved 
to show the necessity of an ordinance by 
leaviug their walks iu as bad a condition 
as possible. If the opponents of the 
ordinance could in auy way he com- 
pelled to patrol the sidewalks for au 
hour or two eyery day, their opposition 
would vanish. 

It is interesuug to uoto the activity 
that now prevails iu the Episcopal 
parishes iu this city. Only a short time 
ago 8t. Paul’s, Newton Highlands, en- 
larged aud improved the chapel. Trinity, 
Newtou Centre, has just opened its uow 
huildiug. Next week the beautiful 
Church of the Messiah, Auburndale, 
will be opeued. The folio wiug week the 
greatly improved 8t. Mary’s, Newton 
Lower Falls, will he re-dedicated. After 
awhile the Redeemer, Chestnut Hill, will 
begiu its rectory aud Grice church New- 
tou will build the Choir Guild Hall in 
memory of B'kIhmi Hr oks in the spring. 

At, iieuman Thompson’ s resolution for 
a change iu the teuure of office bill is 
being criticized on all sides, but there is

derman, lie believes in taking care of bis 
Upper Falls’ constituents, and if auy 
patronage escapes them he wants to | 
know the reason why. With the wat fit- 
ful help of oue of the city officials, how- j 
ever, there is veryllitrie that escapes. 


It is startling w hen oue considers what 
in to to the outcome of all the projected 
improvements of which we hear. New 
electric railways will connect Newtou 
with Boston, others extending westward 
will link it with Wellesley aud Natick 
and Framingham. 

Elevated, nr depressed tracks for the 
steam railway, or tracks moved to a 
now neighborhood will do away with 
grade crossing*. New* parks here and 
there, such as tho Mt. Ida grain, the 
Charles River purchase, and others that 
may yet come, such as the driveway all 
around Crystal Ltki , will forev r prevent 
Newton’s having the congested look 
of many other thriving cities. 

Then the good work of the Improve- 
ment Societies already organized and 
new ones to be started will give as 
beautiful sidewalks, well kepi aud shady, 
aud play grounds here aud there. 

The new Huunewell Hill Society will 
look closely after the Charles River im- 
provements, some of the members beiug 
fully convinced that the dayisuear when 
/he river, instead of beiug a nuisance, 
•can he made a picturesque part of the 
city aud idd to its healthfuluess. 

To say nothing of the many new build- 
ings which are likely to he put up soou 
in all parts of the city, there will he a 
fine rail* ay station at Newtou when the 
•question of the tracks is settled, and j 
possibly a new station for Huunewell , 
Hill. 

Whoever lives here live or teu years 
will see great chuuges. The growth is 
likely to he very rapid, but happily 
under wise direction the increase iu 
population will add to, rather thau de- 
tract from the beauty of the city.

kirn, his distress signals unnoticed, with 
that vast field of ice or. panding its mighty 
power against the piles and gathering 
additional strength every moment ns it 
overlapped and piled up against the 
doomed structure. 

To pray in such a crisis was a most 
natural thing to do, and pray ho did, 
long and fervently, and he feels assured 
that his prayers were answered, for it 
was not very long before ho descried in 
the distance the smoke of a steamer bat- 
tling with tho ice. Slowly slio proceeded 
along until, getting abreast of the sta- 
tion, she was stopped by the thick ice. 
Although the steamer was somo half mile 
out toward the ship channel, the nervy 
keeper determined to abandon tho station 
to its impending fate and make the effort 
to reach her. Getting upon the untried 
ice he proceeded toward her, waving his 
hat to attract the attention of those on 
board. When within hailing distance, 
ho cried out lustily to the officer in com- 
mand. and was told to come aboard, 
which he uid in safety.

A Salt Luke In Afrlon. 

The French government has just sold 
to Mr. Cheliieux the right to refiue and 
export salt from Lake Assal, one of tho 
most remarkable sheets of water in the 
world. The lake is in the district of 
Obock, East Africa, only a few miles 
from tiie head of the bay of Tadjoorali 
The gentleman- who has purchased the 
concession agrees to pay into tho colonial 
offico the sum of $10,000 a year, and if, 
during tho 50 years that he is to have 
the exclusive right to export salt from 
Lake Assal, tho annual product exceedp 
50,000 tons he is to pay a tax of 20 cents 
for every ton in excess. The government 
will designate a part of the lako where 
the natives may secure all the salt they 
want without tax or hindrance. All 
along the edge of this little lake, which 
comprises only 10 square miles, is a bed 
of nearly pure salt about a foot in thick- 
ness. 

The water of the lake is so surcharged 
with salt that it is impossible to sink in 
it. The bottom is apparently a bed of 
solid salt. Tho heavy waters lave the 
bases of jagged and precipitous moun- 
tains which descend to tho edge of the 
lake, making it almost impossible to 
travel around it. Mr. Chefneux will 
probably carry on his work by floating 
machinery on the lake and dredging in 
the salt bed at its bottom, though on the 
west side of tho lake au enormous quan- 
tity of salt is in sight when tho lake is at 
its lowest level. — New York Sun. 


An English Note on Phillips Brook*. 

Those in England who were accus- 
tomed to look forward to Phillips Brooks’ 
too rare uppearanee in London pulpits 
as to a sort of golden opportunity for 
new thought and fresh inspiration will 
sympathize deeply with American Chris- 
tians who have suffered this great be- 
reavement.

Newspaper Worker* In Chicago. 

8oino time ago we took occasion to 
warn newspaper writers against, the 
folly of coming to Chicago in the hope 
pf finding employment hero. Wo regret 
that, the warning has boon neglected by 
very many. This city has been overrun 
for several months by reporters (both 
men and women) vainly seeking work. 
The Chicago newspapers have for two 
years been getting ready for tho World’s 
fair season, and their several depart- 
ments are filled with competent men. 
Therefore others who come to Chicago 
now in tho expectation of securing em- 
ployment are bound to be disappointed; 
there nro no places to l>e had; in every 
newspajHir office at the present time ap- 
plicants nro standing about 12 deep in 
the outer chamber, with never so much 
as tho prospect of a possibility to encour- 
age them. 

Many of these peoplo are suffering 
from want of money. They left employ- 
ment elsewhere to rush to this city of 
the World's fair, where they fancied 
their services would bo snapped at. Most 
of theso unfortunates will have to walk 
out of town or take to driving street cars 
for a means of subsistence. 

With a view to averting further trouble 
we ask our newspaper friends elsowhero 
to disseminate assiduously the informa- 
tion that newspaper work is not to be 
had in Chicago: that every place is filled 
hero; that already wo have with us an 
army of unemployed reporters, and that 
every newspaper writer who comes to 
Chicago With a view to getting work is 
pretty sure to have nothing but his trou- 
ble for his pains. — Chicago News-Record. 


Mountainous Waive*.

tom is to liavo tho crow’s nest in the 
foretop or a trifle above, tho White Star 
sliips have it at an altitude of 25 feet 
above tho main deck on tho foremast, 
reached by a little iron ladder from tho 
forward hurricane dock. In such u sliip 
as the Majestic or Teutonic the height 
of tho main deck at the forerigging is 
about 40 feet above the level of tho sea, 
which would make tho height of the 
wave thut carried away the crow’s nest 
in this instance about 70 feet. This is a 
pretty big roller for the north Atlantic, 
but in othi r parts of the ocean such 
waves are often encountered iu a storm. 

Supposing the ship to have been in a 
trough of the sea at the time this wave 
■wept her, jtlie mean height of tho wave 
might bo calculated us not greater than 
40 feet, but it was certainly a body of 
water nearly 70 feet high i ; <>:u where the 
Bhip floated*. — Marine J «, . . r * .

from the Incandescent electric street lights, 
and although complaint after complaint 
hns been made tlie lamps remain just ns 
useless ns ever. On Melrose street it Is a 
rarity to see the incandescents lit, On R-.we 
street the oilier night one resident re- 
marked the unusual brilliancy ol the lights 
which are so seldom lighted thnt tlie whole 
n.spect of the surroundings Is changed. On 
Hawthorne street they have not been 
lighted hut three times In the past month. 
Alderman Plummer took a drive one night 
between two and three weeks ago through 
the streets in A uburndaie supposed to he 
lighted with incandescent lights, nnd 
fulled in his drive to find a single street 
lamp doing service. And tills lias been 
goin on .sometimes worse and sometimes 
better ever since ne electric was substi- 
tuted for gas. This in not an enviable 
record for the Newton & Watertown Gas 
Light Company nor for a city government 
of Newton. The Incandescents at the 
depot are alwavs in order and the houses 
wired for electricity are k pt regularly 
supplied witli the fluid, but a street 50 or 
100 feet away with a dozen or more houses 
upon it is wrapped in darkness. The Bos- 
ton <fe Albany would not stand irregularity, 
neither would the citizen whose house Is 
wired, but tlie city is easily imposed upon. 
Another complaint is thnt of business men 
here who have tried to have their stores 
lighted by electricity and were refused be- 
cause there was not sufficient power. 
Three or more of our storekeepers would 
have put in incandescents ere this of they 
oould have got them.

The eldest daughter is 
sought iu marriage hy a wealthy but 
hopelessly vulgar widower of twice her 
age, who succeeds by saviug ber family 
from destitution, aud tho story is taken 
up mainly with the description of tho 
married life of this ill-assorted pair. The 
vulgarity of the husband, his ostentatiou 
aud penuriousuess, the helplessness of 
the young wife, and the oxteut of the 
sacrifice she hud to make are forcibly 
presented. Thu sombre part of the story 
is relieved however by tho very amusing 
love affair between a youuger sister and 
a devoted student of all tho ologies aud 
sciouces, whoso love is only equullod by 
his absence of mind. There are a number 
of othor characters, more or less inter- 
esting, and a providential attack of in- 
fluenza carries off the vulgar husband so 
us to give a happy endiug to the story, 
before the wife lias fully passed“tho sun- 
time of her youth.”

V. F. A.” from the Newton Veteran Fire- 
man's Association, a pillow with “Shop- 
mate” from liis Gamewell friends, beside 
bouquets and cut flowers. The bearers 
were Albert Grover.

From Park street to 
Waverley avenue there is only room now 
for two teams to pass, aud the curve of the 
trapes into Park street would make what 
is no » a dangerous corner,. >ne to be avoided 
by oil teams. It hardly seems probable 
that t ie board of aldermen will ever grant 
a location on the street* named, both on 
acount of t lie strong remonstrance that 
has been made and al*o because of the lack 
of demand for a street railway in that loca- 
tion. A* one gentleman expressed it, he 
had never heard of any *uch rush to get to 
Newton Centre, that it was necessary to 
ruin our be>t >treet in order to accom- 
modate it. The street car people have a 
numerously signed petition, but the re 
monstrants c >uld get up a much longer oue 
aud from the same people.

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CITY GOVERNMENT. 

A LARGELY ATTENDED II EARING DK- 
CIPEP OPPOSITION TO KI.ECTIUC CARS 
ON CENTRE AND RI.MWOOP STREETS 
ROUTINE BUSINESS. 

The mnyor and board of aldermen mot 
at City Iln 11, Monday evening. all the 
members oxcopt Alderman Emerson bo- 
a dr present. 

After the reading of the journal Mayor 
Fenno appointed ex-Alderman Arthur F. 
Luko as sinking fund commissioner to 
fill the vacancy caused by the decease of 
George C. Lord, and the appointment 
was confirmed. 

Papers from the lower branch were 
passed in concurrence. 

The charter amendment resolution 
came up from the common council, and 
on motion of Alderman Bothfcld, the 
resolution was defeated 4 to 2, the yoas 
And nays being called for. 

RK8IPRNTB TO BE HEARD. 

The $172 appropriation for transporta- 
tion of Lower Falls pupils to Auburn- 
<lalo as passed in the common council 
caused some discussion, Alderman Itoffe 
opposing it on the ground that citizens 
were against the transfer and were en- 
titled to the samo privileges as other 
Newton citizens and tax payers. 

Alderman Bothfeld had voted with the 
*>oard to defeat the previous order, but 
after receiving an explanation of the 
situation from Superintendent Aldrich, 
favored the transfer. Only one pupil 
objected, so he was informed, and of the 
seven included, throe were non-residents, 
and the youngest was 13 years old. 

Alderman Plummer read a letter from 
Superintendent Aldrich, explaining that 
Airs. Whipple, oae of the remonstrants, 
was a nou-resident, that the youngest 
child was 13 years, 10 months, and the 
oldest 10 years, and that the chauge was 
only experimental. 

Tho parents of these children ex- 
pressed themselves as satisfied with tho 
results attained at the Auburndale 
school. On the other hand, three gen- 
tlemen had called upon the speaker and 
opposed the transfer, not because of the 
danger or expense but because such a 
measure was detrimental to the village. 
He moved to table the order aud then a 
hearing was granted to those interested, 
for Mar. 20, at 7. 30 o’clock. 

The reports of the sinking fund com- 
missioners and trustees of the Read Fund 
were received. 

At 7.30 o’clock a hearing was opeued 
on the widening of Eliot street and no 
remonstrants appearing, was promptly 
closed. 

A LARGE HEARING. 

The hearing on thb locatiou of Btreet 
railway tracks on Centre, Elmwood, Park 
and Tremont streets, for the operation 
of electric cars petitioned for by the 
Newton & Brighton Street Railway Com- 
pany was then opened. 

Mr. H. B. Parker appeared for the 
company. He said communication be- 
tween Newton aud Oak Square had been 
long desired as a popular meaus of direct 
travel to the heart of Boston. There 
had been some talk of the West Eud 
buildiug from Oak Square to Newton but 
that company was so occupied with its 
interests in the city of Bostou that there 
was little chance of its consummation. 
The most direct and feasible route was 
through Elmwood, Park and Tremont 
street-, where would be secured the most 
travel. ile submitted a petition beaded 
by Ilou. H. E. Hibbard and W. S. Hutch- 
inson, containing OS sguutures. all of 
promiuent men who favored ibe road, a 
petition which Mr. Parker thought 
should have great weight. The;e was 
no question but the line would be of 
great convenience, to ladies perhaps 
especially, who could thus avoid the long 
walk from the Boston & Albauy station 
'to the sboppiug centre. It was the in- 
tention of tho company to connect with 
all tho late West End cars aud give the 
best service possible. Wheu tho grades 
of the Bostou A Albany tracks were 
separated the tracks would be taken otT 
of Elmwood street aud connect with the 
Newton & Waltham tracks via Park and 
Washington streets 

Thomas Weston appeared in behalf of 
■residents of Wards One and Seven, who 
opposbd the location of the tracks on 
Centre street especially. He asked if it 
was the ultimate iuieutiou to continue 
the tracks up Centre street to Newiou 
Centre? 

Air. Parker— It has not been definitely 
decided yet but it is considered :u the 
near future. 

Air. Westou thought the traveling peo- 
ple might be just us well served if the 
':ars stopped on Elmwood street? 

Mr. Parker — The Centre street location 
ito Mt. Ida street would benefit i greater 
number, taking iu the heart of Newton 
Corner, aud tbe extra cost of construc- 
tion aud running cars would be im- 
mateiial. 

Ex-Alderman S. A. D. .Sheppard said 
there a as but one side to tbe question 
considered from a public stand-point. 
He bud uo stock in tbe road, but con- 
siderable personal interest as a resident. 
He bad long considered street railway 
development iu Neyvtou. When iu tbe 
city government bo bad tried to get Elm- 
wood street widened with this in view, 
md tbe time was not fur distaut when it 
•.Dust be done. Tbe street car is tbe cur 
jf tbe people aud while there are objec- 
tionable features, it is important and es- 
sential for tbe public use. Tbe case of 
*tho opposition by Jordan, Marsh A Co., 
to double trucking iu front of their store 
iby the West Eud coiupauy was cited. 
The road was constructed almost by 
stealth so bitter were they agaiust it, but 
Ibe believed today Jordan, Marsh A Co., 
would be one ol the most stieuui<us ob- 
jectors to having that little piece of track 
taken up. This applied, he believed, iu 
almost every case. Those objecting to 
■hesu roads would hardly know bow to 
Jo without them, after they bad been iu 
operation for a time. 

Mr. Parker said here that tbe company 
oad just decided to file au application at 
he next meeting of tbe uldermeu for 
ocation in Centre street to Newtou 
cCeutre. 

Mr. Edward H. Mason was present iu 
oehulf of reiuonstrauts, against tbe 
■ Jentio street location. After reviewing 
.be situation at some leugtb bo asked 
' bat uo further franchise be grunted a 
diet t railway until tbe lepoit of the 
‘boulevard commission bad been present- 
ed iu which bo believed a comprehensive 
'plan for the operation of street railways 
.hiougbout tbe city would be included. 
Mr. Westou culled upon some of tbe 
remonstrants to express their opiuious. 

Dr. E, P. Scales of Ceutie street said be 
iiad been u resident of Newtou for 30 
•/ears aud had a very stroug iuterest iu 
ivbe uiattei as au abullor aiul iu a busi- 
ness way. The railway would uot only 
if* a serious iucouvenieuce, but u damage 
4c him iu his business. It would be im- 


possible to leave his horse standing in 
front of his house or for his patrons to 
do so. He objected to the railway only 
when it was n damage to citizens. Five 
other physicians on Centre streot were 
objectors. 

Mr. Geo. Farlow believed street 
railroads were getting to he a necessity, 
but Newtou could afford to spend much 
time in consideration. He said the width 
of streets should he considered before 
any location was granted. It was not a 
question of convenience today but of 
exnense tomorrow. Boston is suffering 
today from short-sightedness in not 
widening their streets years ago in antici- 
pation of the present and futuro traffic. 
In a few yeais double tracks would ho 
necessary in Newton. He believed no 
location should ho granted unless pre- 
ceded by proper plans for widening. 

Mr. Geo. W. Bush of Elmwood street 
said tracks there would soriously injure 
his stable business. 

Alderman Bothfeld at this time pre- 
sented a remonstrance signed by every 
resident and property owuor on Elmwood 
street. 

Rgv. Geo. E. Merrill of Centre streot, 
as one of the remoustrauts, said Newtou 
was generally regarded as especially 
favored with a freedom from the usual 
attributes of a city, and this was why it 
is so attractive to those looking for an 
idoal residential place. Ho appreciated 
the advantages of electric roads and an 
increased valuation might accrue in cer- 
tain sections of tbe city, but lie thought 
it would tend largely to prevent desirable 
residents from coming hero. It would 
tend to make Newton a cheap suburb of 
Boston, and the congested couditiou of 
Somerville was cited as an example of 
what Newton might become in the 
future. He spoke of several signers to 
the favoring petition, who upon learning 
a location on Centre streot was asked for 
wished their names withdrawn. The 
objection of tho churches to having elec- 
trics running past their doors on Suuday 
was mentioned. 

Mr. John C. Chnflin was decidedly op- 
posed to the location asked for. 

Mr. J. Sturgis Potter believed progress 
in these matters essoutial to Newton, 
but there should bo no haste and he 
thought the city should not give these 
franchises for nothing. 

Mr. Charles E.Lord protested against a 
location on Park aud Elmwooa streets 
uuless they were widened. None should 
be granted* unless tho streets were suffi- 
ciently wide for both electric and car- 
riage travel. 

Ex-Seuator Gilman of Elmwood btreet 
said the street had once been widened 
but was still very narrow, only about 18 
feet 8 inches betweeu the curbs at the 
corner of Park street. He saw uo reason 
why a terminus at Centre street 25 feet 
from the B. & A. depot was necessary. 
Business men would rather take the 
steam cars and go into Boston in 20 
minutes. Referriug to the petition pre- 
sented, be said most of them were not 
residents of the streets wanted and they 
were not affected, and be believed but 
few of them would wish to remain on 
the petition if they knew Centre street 
was to have electric cars. Uo thought 
the proper terminus would be at Wash- 
ington and Park street, thus avoiding Elm- 
wood street entirely. He believed iu tho 
city putting a value on street railway 
franchises. When the shares, as he was 
informed, of the Newton & Waltham road, 
valued at a par of $100, now sold for 
$150, he thought the company could 
afford to pay for a franchise. The old 
horse railroad had been a losing concern 
six days in the week. 

Mrs. North of Elmwood street was 
present and eudorsed the views as ex- 
pressed by other remonstrants. 

Mr. Westou in closing, said the citizens 
represented by him did not wish to be 
considered as obstructionists, but as 
favoring that whatever is done be done 
the best good and iu tbe best way, not only 
for tbe present, but for the future. 
There was no need of baste. The boule- 
vard commissioners undoubtedly had 
some plau which would cover the wbolo 
city, aud possibly have devised some 
plau providing for these veiy things. 
How would double tracks, which must 
soon come, effect Elmwood or Centre 
streets? The four great driveways north 
aud south are Chestnut, Walnut, Centre 
aud Grant and Waverley avenues. Wal- 
nut street is spoiled for driving by tho 
electrics and Centre street i-now wanted 
leaving only two. This is not a desira- 
ble state of things. An electric road 
affects the residential atmosphere of a 
whole street. Could uot au aveuue for 
tbe use of electric cars north aud south, 
be laid out on laud that is uot particular- 
ly valuable near tbe ceutie of the city 
where two tracks could bo constructed if 
necessary, and thus save these boule- 
vards to the city? no believed in re- 
ferring the whole matter to tbe boule- 
vard commission. It was not fair to 
bring damage and sacrifice to residents 
aud property holders to tbe profit of tbe 
promoters of these enterprises, without 
compensation to tbe city for such rights, 
when some other way was possible. He 
opposod “wedge legislation” by allow- 
ing them to run from Elmwood to Mt. 
Ida street. It was simply a wedge to 
secure easily ihe whole line to Newtou 
Centre. 

Mr. A. Lawrence Ed mauds appeared 
as a remonstrant, and for Messrs. E. W. 
Converse, A. C. Walworth, Miss Mary 
Shannon and Mr. Fiske. 

Mr. Charles E. Eddy protested against 
granting tbe location. 

Mr. Parker said double tracking was 
too far distant to consider at this time. 
Tbe company asked for a single track. 
Elmwood street was desired only tem- 
poral ily, as when tbe Boston A Albany 
separated tbe grades they should run via 
Park and Washington streets to connect 
with the Newton and Waltham. Centre 
street was desired because the cars were 
wanted on the travelled streets, Waverley 
avenue or a stieet of that nature would 
be of uo value. 

The petition presented had a number 
of names of Centre street residents. 

Mr. Weston said he knew of several 
geutlcmen who signed the petitiou, but 
since learning Ceutie street was in- 
cluded, wished their names were off. 

Mr. 8. L. Powers thought there was 
another way of looking at the matter. 
The residents of Bnglitou hill aud tbe 
bill opposite have always wanted street 
oars on Tremont street to afford them 
quick transit to the depot or home at 
night. This necessitates tbe use of Elm- 
wood street. These are tbe HO odd 
citizens whose names are on that peti- 
tion. A large number, particularly 
ladies, would use the carH to go to Bos- 
ton iu the summer season when they aio 
much more comfortable than steam cars 
aud leave them near the large stores. 
The meu who will run this road are 
Newtou citizens, it is uo corporation 
come here to monopolize the streets. It 
is purely a question of public conven- 
ience for tbe greatest good to tbe greatest 
number aud he believed it would be 
better douo by Newtou men. The Beiliu 
idea of paying for a franchise was get- 
ting to be quite a fad, but before New- 
tou roads weie asked this, he wanted 
them to have the priviledge of stopping 
every little while at red poles to go aud 
collect fares as practiced iu Berlin. 


Dr. E. B. Hitchcook thought some 
light on signors of the potition would 
not bo out of place. There wero a num- 
ber who were kept in ignorance of the 
location on Centre stieet and noarly all 
wore unaware that a location to Newton 
Contro would be asked for. When this 
was learned there was a largo number 
who wished their names were off tho 
Petition. Children, he continued, hnd 
>eeu taken from schools previous to tho 
building of the tunnel, bccuiso of tho 
datigor in crossing tho B. A A. tracks 
and he believed electrics would prove 
ovon a groater danger. Tho traffic would 
bo very detrimental, especially on Sun- 
day. 

Ex-Alderman Sheppard emphasized the 
fact that Newton ladies, “and they aro 
ladies,” prefer in summer to walk to 
Oak Square in preference to taking the 
stoam cars and the ride out through 
Allston and Brookline was a beautiful 
one. No boulevards can bo hoped for 
within soven yonrs and ho did not be- 
lievo it wisdom to wait that time. Those 
stroets should bo and will bo widoned, 
but not until the electric cars aro thore. 
It had always been his belief the city 
should operato streot railways. 

Mr. George Strong had beeu surprised 
wiion ho loarnod locations were wanted 
on Elmwood, Fark and Tremont and 
Contro streets. The danger of our grado 
crossings is being agitated aud millions 
uro involved in their abolition, but tho 
more deadly cloctrlc is giveu free right 
of way through our stroets. The West 
End cars ki llod more people last year 
than wero killed on nil tho stoam rail- 
road crossings in the state. Tho speaker 
owned property on Tremont street wroth 
$25,900 which ho would sell for $15,000 if 
an electric road was allowed there. Tho 
olectrics would bring in a cheap class of 
people and tenement houses would soon 
spring up in that vioinity. He Baw 
plouty of hoodlums travelling Tromont 
street now and did not favor building'a 
railway so they could ride. He had been 
requested by Mr. Hamraott to sign the 
petition, but refused because he wanted 
to sign the romonstrance. Ho had been 
told that Mr. E. W. Converse’s name was 
on the potition and was surprised. 

Mr. Hammett said ho asked young Mr. 
Converse if his father, who was absent, 
would favor the locatiou asked and had 
received an affirmative auswer. 

Mr. Edmauds presented a telegram 
from Mr. Convorso which was sent in 
answer to one forwarded by him, in 
which the former protested against such 
location being granted on Centro street. 

Tlio hearing was then closed, 

NEEDHAM STREET RAILWAY. 

A hearing was opened on the petition 
of the Needham Street Railway Com- 
pany. 

Mr. James S. Warden, its president, 
appeared to explain its purposes. No 
remonstrants appearing the hearing was 
closed. 

Several nominations and promotions 
were recommendod by the chief of fire 
department. 

PETITIONS. 

The Newtonville A Watertown Street 
Railway Co. withdrew their potition for 
location on Lowell streot and presented 
a substitute petition for location on 
Watertown from the corner of Walnut 
street. A hearing was granted for April 
3 at 7.30 o’clock.

Referred. 

John Collins gave notice of intention 
to build dwelliug house 24x14 feet on 
Webster btreet; J. II. Hoyt, shed 21x10 
feet on Auburn stieet. Granted. 

W. M. Russell et al petitioned for a 
bell aud striker in tho tower of the new 
hose house. Referred. 

Petitions from E. W. Pope for drain 
aud sewer iu lluiiuewell avenue, and 
from Wm.

Alderman Roffe reported, recommend- 
ing the granting of petitiou for tnoviug 
building on Homer street, of Ileury Ross, 
and il. J. Patterson for reconstruction of 
Stevens block. Adopted. 

INSPECTOR OF lil ll. DINGS. 

Alderman Thompson presented a reso- 
lution establishing the office of inspector 
aud superintendent of buildiugs, aud in- 


structing the ordinance committee to 
preDaro an ordinance to that effect. In 
explanation ho said tho city ongincor 
upon whom this work now desolvod had 
too much to attend to anl a competent 
man was necossary for tho proper in- 
spection of buildings, to provent the oroc- 
tion ot such tiretraps ns Stevens block nt 
Newton Highlands hnd proved. Tho 
city engineer made some failures at 
times and it was impossible to expect in- 
variable accuracy of an overworked man. 
Tho expense of a compotcnt man would 
ho saved to th- city in many ways. 

Alderman Plummer endorsed tho viows 
expressed. 

Alderman Hunt boliovod if a thorough- 
ly competent man could be secured for 
tho position it would bo for tho host 
interests of tho city to establish suoh 
an office. 

The resolve passod. 

The potition of the Newton A Brighton 
stroet railway company for location on 
Centre, Elmwood, Park aud Tremont 
streets was referred. 

JURORS. 

The mayor then proceeded to drnw 
jurors for tho Superior Court nt Lowell, 
resulting as follows: J. Franklin Fuller, 
Highland street; Geo. C, Ilatbeson, Ken- 
drick street; George \V. Brown, Jonuison 
street; Phillip A. Ilartloy, Walcott streot. 

The board then adjourned.

GREAT PRAISE DUE PAST NOBLE OR AMI) 
E. A. WOOD. 

The history of Odd Fellowship in New- 
ton dates back to April 19, 1871, when 
Wabau lodge 150 was instituted with 
largo and representative membership, 
aud enjoyed a period of groat prosperity 
extending over several years. Then 
came a time of lessoned interest and 
tluctuatiug epochs of success nnd failure 
in tho way of progress. 

During its halcyon days Newton en- 
campment was founded, but it had only a 
comparatively brief existence, and was 
relocated in Waltham about ton years 
ago, retaining for a time all that re- 
mained of its Newton membership. Tbe 
Waltham encampment still has a con- 
siderable representation of Newton mom 
bers, but many of the original number 
are now in Garden City encampment, 
formed by Waban and Home lodges of 
Newton a few years ago, first located at 
Newton, and afterward at Newton High- 
lands, noarly two years ago. 

Waban lodge several months ago re- 
moved from Newton to Newtonville, and 
since its relocation the membership has 
increased, and promises to again resume 
its origiual proportions. 

The second Odd Fellows’ lodge iu New- 
ton was instituted in the Upper Falls dis- 
trict April 3, 1873, and it took the title of 
Home lodge, l at it wearied of -the 
maternal scenes and surroundings, and 
aoout three years ago removed to New- 
ton Highlands, since that time more than 
doubling irs membership. 

Newton lodge was instituted in West 
Newton, June 15, 1887, starting off with 
a membership of 105. On the occasion 
of the first lodge session, 140 persons 
wero initiated, and those who enrolled 
themsolves in tho membership wero 
among tho most prominent biiBiuess, 
professional aud public men of tho city. 
It started with a boom and has kept to 
the fore ever since. The membership 
has steadily increased aud lias now near- 
ly reached the 300-mark. 

Much of its success and progress has 
been duo to the versatile ami enterpris- 
ing character of its members. The lodge 
is noted for i ts brilliant entertainments, 
concerts and ladies’ night receptions. It 
has been particularly fortunate in 
possessing talent within itself, including 
well known amateur aud professional 
vocalis's, elocutionists and comedians. 
Proiniuont among those who have con- 
tributed to tho success of the entertain- 
ments is T. E. Stutson of Boston Cadet 
minstrel fame, who played one of the 
principal parts in the original amateur 
production of “1492,” aud later enacted 
a role upon the occasion of its first pro- 
fessional presentation at the Globe 
Theatre. Others who have rendered aid 
are Mr. Fred Hobart, comedy sketch 
artist and instrumentalist, and Prof. 
Fred Metcalf of the Emerson school of 
oratory. 

Newton lodge, however, secured its 
greatest prominence through the plau 
devised by Past Noble Grand Elijah A. 
Wood of combination degree work. This 
important move iu the way of perfecting 
degree exemplification and extending 
tho interest in the work of Odd Fellow- 
ship beyond mere local linos was carried 
into effect .Jau.

This distinction is of uuuhuuI signifi- 
cance, as Massachusetts leads tho country 
in perfection of details of degree work. 

An impressive feature is introduced by 
Newtou lodge iu tho vocal interpretation 
by a quartet of tiaiued male voices. 

Since this departure the spacious hall 
of the home lodgeroom, with a lloor 
space 50 feet square, has been only ade- 
quate for tiie accommodation of mem- 
bers aud visitors from all parts of tho 
statu upon the occasion of the third de- 
gree nights. 

The lodgeroom is located iu Nicker- 
son’s block, West Newton, aud is one of 
the best appointed iu the state iu point 
of iittiugs and furnishings. Recently, 
wheu Duiibtor lodge of Cambridge was 
instituted, Newton lodge was selected to 
coufer the third degree, aud au audience 
of Odd Fellows that completely packed 
Uaiou Hall was present to witness tho 
impressive curomouios. Tho promiuent 
members of the giaud lodge attended, 
aud uo similar eveut iu years in Odd 
Fellows’ circles created a wider iuterest. 

From Newtou lodge sprung the Tent j - 
sou lodge of Rubekahs, with a member- 
ship now of 125. It was instituted Nov. 
11, 1892.

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NEW HOUSE OF WORSHIP OPENED. 

9KRVICEB HUM) IN TI1K CHURCH OF THE 
MK88IAII AT AUHUHNDAI.R. 

Tho doors of the now Church of tho 
Messiah in Auburndnio were thrown 
open to tho public Sunday for tho llrst 
timo. Nearly every seat, in tho audience 
room was occupied at tho services. Tho 
sormoti was dolivored by Rev, William 
N. Ackoy of Rhode Island. 

In tho afternoon special services wore 
held, whioh wore attended by the mem- 
bers of Dalhousie lodge, F. A. M., in a 
body, partly as a mark of respect, to Rev. 
Mr. Ackloy who is a past, grand master 
ot the stato of Rhodo Island, and as a tri 
buto to their late brother, S. K. Harwood, 
in whoso memory a beautiful window 
lias been placed in the now church, tho 
gift of tho lodge. It represents the 
tignro of St. John the Evangelist. Over 
tho liend tin re is an open Biblo and on 
cither sidos of tho liguro tho columns of 
tho temple, symbolizing masonry. 

Tho following was the order of exor- 
cises at tho afternoon services: 

* Hymn, “Tho Church’s Ono Founda- 
tion,” choir; reading of psalm, Rev. G. 
W. Shinn, I). D. ; tho tirst lesson, Rev. 
Calviu Cutler, pastor of tho Auburndalo 
Congregational church; the second les- 
son, Rev. T. F. Bishop, pastor of tho 
Auburndalo Methodist church; tho 
creed, Rov. II. Usher Monro; the litany, 
Rov. Johu Mat teson, rector of the Church 
of tho Messiah; prayer, Rov. Mr. Monro; 
hymn, “Rise, My Soul,” ohoir; sermon, 
Rev. W. N. Ackley, subject, “Life Build- 
ng Upon Sure Foundations.” 

Tho new church structure was erected 
from plans of Mr. J. Foster Ober. The 
architecture is of the gothic school. The 
material used is brown red sandstone. 
Tho insido dimensions are 100x44. Tho 
principal entrance is through a gothic 
tower 70 feet in height, located at tho 
outheast corner of tho building. Tho 
interior finish is hard wood, and tho roof 
is supported by heavy hard pino trusses 
resting on fluted columns. Tho cost 
was about $15,000. 

There aro to bo a number of memorial 
windows. One, already in position, was 
pros nted by Mr. E. B. Wilson of West 
Newtou, in memory of his daughter, Mrs. 
G. S. Lincoln. 

Othor gifts to tho church aro a hand- 
somo iron pulpit, from St. Agnes Guild; 
a beautiful reading desk; chancel rail 
from the Kings’ Daughters, carved hymn 
board from Mr. G. F. Pond, and a brass 
book rest, tho gift of Miss Washburn in 
memory of her father, the luto John 
Davis Washburn. 


An Opera Rouffe Princess. 

[Springfield Republican.] 

Theophilus 11 Davies, manager for the 
Princess Kaiulnni, lias scored his llrst 
success. We road that on Monday after- 
noon tho princess called on Mrs. Oliver 
Ames in Boston, and that, returning to 
tho Brunswick, she "received a throng of 
callers” from 4 to 0 o’clock. Among 
those callers were Mrs. Oliver Ames and 
a lot of Howes, Peabodys, Brewers, 
Phillipses, Walkers, Chandlers, Wessel 
hoefts, Gilmans and Wellses— all belong- 
ing to tho Back bay society. In thus 
obtaining social recognition for the 
Hawaiian priucess from Boston’s most 
aristocratic sot, our astute friend, the 
Britisher, gave a display of managerial 
strategy upon which nether Maj. Pond 
nor tho lamented Phineas Taylor Barnum 
oouli have improved a little bit. Wo 
are very far from offering flattery to Mr. 
Davies when we say : “Theophilus, thou 
art ‘tho stuff.’ ” 

She makes a very pretty picture— this 
dear, charming girl with tho large, dark 
eyes— sweetly asking bluff old Uncle Sam 
to give back her throne. And innocent 
as can he! Wo predict a large salo of the 
photographs for which Theophilus ar- 
ranged n sitting on Monday forenoon— 
again that shrewd Theophilus! Let no 
one call that man n fool. Eithor he 
knows tho great American people or 
Maj. Pond lias been giyer. him points. 
Were it as easy to regain as to lose a 
throno, no one could doubt that Mr. 
Davies’s efforts in behalf of his ward 
would bo crowned with success. But 
what is the exact status of the Princess 
Kaiulaui? Where does her “royal” blood 
come in and how much of it lias she? 
And if her blood is “royal,” is it entitled 
to our special consideration? 

Kaiulani’s father was a Clcghorn, the 
sou of an obscure Scotchman or English- 
man, who started from Australia to 
California during tho early days of the 
gold fever, and got no farther thau 
Honolulu. Kaiulani’s mother was a 
Hawaiian wotnau named Likeliko Pakeea, 
and when she married Cleghoru neither 
Lileliku nor her husband anticipated 
that they would ever find a porch on the 
royal roost. But one day at Honolulu 
there died tho last of the Kamehamehas, 
an ancient dynasty that had ruled over 
Hawaii and the neighboring islands for 
many generations. Who should he king, 
now that Lunalilo was dead? They held 
an election, and he was chosen who was 
named Kalakaua, the sou of Pukeea? A 
Hawaiian who was descended from a 
native family having “oliiel” blood. But 
there was no “royal” blood in Pakoea’s 
veins, and his son and daughters and 
grundohildruu, among whom must be 
numbered Kaiulaui, could not have had 
any. George 1’ursous Lathrop, who 
claims familiarity with this theme be- 
cause he was born iu Honolulu, even 
casts doubt upon the existence of auy 
real blood relationship betweeu old 
Pakeea and his son and daughters, by 
rouson of the very prevalent custom 
among Hawaiiuus of giviug away their 
children at birth. 

Kalakuuu, whatever his birth, became 
kiug ono Hue day, and immediately 
Liliuokaluni and Likeliko, his sisters, 
became royal princesses, whereas before 
they had been about us obscure as native 
lluwaiianu at Houolulu could be. King 
Kalakuuu made his sister, Liliuokaluni, 
his heir, and she appointed as her own 
the duughtor of her sister, now known 
in aristocratic Boston and elsewhere as 
the Princess Kaiulaui. To appoiut a 
successor was constitutional and proper, 
but uftor the overthrow of Liliuokaluni 
by tbe people of Houolulu, the claim of 
her successor passed away with the old 
regime, and cuunot he vitalized again 
unless the revolution is defeated uud the 
old line as n presented by tho ox-quuou 
re-established. 

There are hundreds of educated red 
men iu the West whoso blood is “loyal” 
as much as Kuiulani’s. We have heard 
of many ^metiouus of Irish descent 
whose ancestors were once real kings iu 
Ireland. Tjieir “rights” are quite on a 
pur will) Miss ('leghorn’s. If the young 
wotnuu has auy political potentiality, it 
inheres to her personal popularity among 
the Hawaiian!* and to her capacity as a 
convenient liguie-head. She might 
prove useful iu the establishment of some 


sort of stable government nt Honolulu 
under an American protectorate. But 
hor “royal’’ blood and her “rights” ire 
of the opera boufTe type, and in urging 
them upon tho American people The- 
ophilus is playing the part of tho opera 
bouffo “comedian” who has loarncd to 
fall on his stomach four different ways. 


Wntorlown’s New Church* 

More thau a year ago a subscription 
was started for a now Methodist church 
building in Watertown, which had for a 
long timo been needed, and tho sum of 
$16,000 was soon obtained, with tho 
understanding that, when $20,000 had 
boen pledged and $15,000 paid in. work 
on the structure should begin at onco. 
Through somo excellent and vigorous ef- 
fort on tho part of tho Ladies’ Aid 
Society, ono of tho finest lots in town— a 
pieco of high ground on Mt. Auburn 
stroot— has been puicliascd at an ex- 
pense of $8,000, and on this site tho new 
church will ho orectod. Tho plan pre- 
sented by A. F. Haynes, architect, of 
Watertown, was decided upon. Tho now 
building will bo constructed of Milford 
granite, with brownstouc trimmings. It 
will he cross-shaped, with a chapel in the 
rear having a seating capacity of about 
800. Tliu estimated cost of the building 
is $:50,000. Tho buildiug committee con- 
sists of tho pastor, Rev. G. M. Smiley, 
George E. Priest, L. S. Cleveland, F. J. 
Berry, Chester Sprague, R. H. Paine.

RAILWAY ON CENTRE STREET. 

Strong opposition was developed at 
the hoariug on Monday cvoning before 
the board of aldermen, to having any 
railroad on Centre street. Any one who 
•will stand on the street and watch be- 
tween the depot and Mt. Ida street, any 
morning or afternoon, when people are 
going to or coming home from Boston, 
will see the objections to having the 
middle of the street taken up by a street 
railway. There is now bardly room 
enough for the teams, the street Is a 
narrow one, and all the people on the 
south side of tho track who have teams 
have to use that portion of the street. 

An electric railway would cause great 
confusion .and aunoyanco to the drivers, 
and would be a constaut source of 
danger. Teams now stand all aloug the 
street waiting for the cars, in the after- 
noon, many of the horses being too 
frisky to make it safe to drive them into 
the depot yard, and such horses are 
much more afraid of electrics than of 
steam cars. With a railroad on this 
street, all families who wanted to get to 
and from the depot in safety would have 
to exchange their fine teams for sober 
ploiS, warranted not to be afraid of any- 
thing. 

Another objection is found in the nar- 
rowness of the street, whioh is narrower 
in spots than Washington street, aud any 
one who has driven over that street the 
past week would uot have to he told that 
a street railway iua narrow street makes 
driving upou it almost impossible in 
Buch a winter as we are having now. 
Many people who have to drive to West 
Newtou uow go by way of Pearl or some 
other cross street and Watertown street, 
as they find that they save time iu spite 
of the greater distance. 

A railroad from Newtou to Newton 
Centre would he a great convenience, 
but there should be a wide street to ac- 
commodate it, and it is not easy to see 
how the greater part of Centre street 
could be widened. The houses are built 
near the street line, and taking all the 
land available by making the houses 
stand lljsli with the sidewalk would uot 
make a very wide street, and would also 
be a very expensive proceeding. Centre 
street is a main thoroughfare, hut it is 
only wide enongLi for the present car- 
riage travel. 

There is said to be a strong sentiment 
among the property owners on Waverley 
aveuue, iu favor of having the street rail- 
way on that street, and if the abuttors 
want to give the laud necessary to make 
the street of reasonable width there 
would probably he no objection to 
baviug a railroad run to Newton Centre 
by that route, and tho curs could 
ran to the coiner of Tremout street, 
without any objections, aud this would 
be about as convenient as the Ceutro 
street route, aud would also open up 
much more vacant land for building 
purposes. Street railways are a neces- 
sity, we suppose, but the general senti- 
ment seems to be that there is uo need 
of giving up our most popular aud 
beautiful streets to them, when a route 
a little more round-about would serve 
the patrons of the street railway equally 
well, and probably bring them more 
custom. A street railway ou a narrow 
street is a nuisance, at the heat, and the 
board of aldermen should he very slow 
to giant a location until they are con- 
vinced that it is an absolute necessity. 
Immediately after the cars begin to run 
there is an imperative demand for a 
widening of the street, and it might he 
a good thing to ask the company seek- 
ing such locatiou, what they will con- 
tribute to the expense of such street 
widening. 

When Alderman Jobusou was iu the 
city government he used frequently to 
advocate that a company seeking a valu- 
able franchise in the streets of the city 
should be required to pay for it, aud this 
idea has already been adopted iu some 
cities, when a certain small per ceul of 
the gross receipts is tequired to he 
turned over to the city treasurer. If the 
companies make such large returns ou 
Ibis cost as some of them are reported i 
to he tioiug, such a provision would uot 
be unfair, aud this money oould be laid 
aside to belp pay for the necessary 
widening of the streets ou which the 
atreet railways run. 

THE on I I'M BOVAGB 

The dispensation of official patronage 
ts always liable to cause dissatisfaction, 
unless tfie desire to divide it fairly is 
very manifest, but tfie city official who 
gives out the city priuliug evidently 
makes uo attempt at any division, it has 


been evident for somo time that the 
printing offices attached to the two New- 
ton papers wore getting very little of tho 
city work, and that little wa* growing 
less every year. 

Some three or four years ago there was 
something like a fair division, hut the 
policy that has prevailed tho last throe 
years is illustrated by tho auditor’s re- 
ports for 1890 and 1891. 

In the first year, for instauce, the 
Graphic obtained the city printing by 
making the lowest hid, but outside of 
this the Graphic had less than $200 
worth of city printing, and the Newton 
Journal about the samo amount, while 
tho Fauuing printing company collected 
the handsome sum of $1751.31, from the 
city. Of oourse oach paper had city ad- 
vertising, which it would have whether 
it had a printing offioe or not, hut as 
each paper has as large an amount in- 
vested in its job printing plant as the 
Upper Falls concern, and the proprietors 
of the papors each pay as large an 
amount of taxeB to the city, and what is 
of main importance, do as good work, 
such a “division of spoils” is curious, to 
say the least. 

In the year 1801 there was an even 
greater lack of auy attempt to divide 
things equitably. The Fauuing company 
collected from the city $2037.98, ns 
shown by tho auditor's report for that 
year, of which somo $000 was for the 
printing of the oity documents, obtained 
by them as the lowest bidder. The New- 
ton Journal and the Graphic each had 
less than $200 of the city printing or 
less than one-tonth of what was given to 
tho Fanning company. 

The Auditor’s report for 1892 is not 
yet published, hut tho books of the two 
Newton papers show that they did nu 
evou smaller amount of printing for the 
city than the year before. It seems to 
make uo difference whether the candi- 
dates of the papers are elected to the 
City Council or uot, or what efforts they 
make after election to secure a fair divi- 
sion of tho city printing. Two years ago 
a certain alderman, wbo felt friendly to 
the papers, .made several ineffeotual 
attempts to stem the tide and divert 
some work to this section of the city, 
but he at last had to give it up, as there 
was always so much difficulty made, or 
so much fault found if anyone but the 
favored printer did a job. This year an 
alderman who was somewhat indebted to 
one of the Newton papers for bis election 
was heard to remark when a job of print- 
ing was under discussion, “Oh,oend it to 
Fanning,” and naturally it went to Fan- 
□iug. 

We do not pretend to understand why 
one printer should have suoh a “pull” at 
City Hall, to tho exclusion of all the 
rest, or why such discrimination is 
used against the offices of the two New- 
tou papers. It is the tax-payers’ money 
that is used to pay for the priuting, and 
uot the money of the City Clerk, Isaac F. 
Kingsbury who gives it out. which 
would seem to be a good reason why no 
one firm or office should be given a mo- 
nopoly of the city patronage. 


LOOKING AHEAD. 

It is wisely suggested that the work of 
parcelling out streets for electric rail- 
ways should be handed over to a com- 
mission, of the nature of the boulevard 
commission, who will draw up some 
systematic plan for the whole city, which 
shall accommodate the greatest number 
of people and at the same time save for 
the use of the geueral public the haud- 
soniest streets. Railroad companies of 
course desire a locatiou where there is 
the best prospect of an immediate returu 
ou the capital invested, but it is hardly 
necessary to point out that such a policy 
tuay uot prove au advantageous one for 
the city. When a track is once laid on a 
street it will be too late to fiud fault, or 
to find that the city would have been 
beuefitted if a different street had been 
chosen. Street cars are the people’s 
carriages, and find their patrons chiefly 
among those who do not keep carnages, 
and mauy real estate men say that a 
car line ou a street built up with hand- 
some residences would not add to tho 
value of such property. It is only neces- 
sary to visit Boston, to see the effect of 
putting street car lines on a residence 
street. The street railway locations in 
Newtou present a problem which calls 
for the wisest consideration on the part 
of the city council, to protect the present 
aud future interests of the city. 

In the case of Washington street, for 
instauce, the problem was an easy one, it 
is largely a business street, with few 
costly residences, and street cars would 
prove a benefit to the whole street. The 
building up of the vacant land aloug the 
route, betweeii the centres of population, 
of which so much was said, has not ma- 
terialized yet. it is true, hut real estate 
owueis have been waiting to see what 
was to he done about widening the street 
and this has been waiting for some de- 
| cisiou in regard to the abolishment of 
grade crossings. From West Newtou to 
Lower Falls, Washington street is bor- 
dered mostly by vacant laud, and could 
he widened at small expense, provided 
the abuttors are wise enough to tuke ad- 
vantage of their opportunities. A wide 
avenue there would double the value of 
the laud, aud a street car line would 
prove a benefit, instead of a detriment. 
Watertown street is another location 
where a street car line would be of bene- 
fit, hut iu the case of au old aud settled 
street like Centre street, where the ex- 
pense of wideuiug would he euormous, 
where tnauy of the houses are built near 
the street line, the request of a i ail load 
company for a locatiou upou it calls for 
the most serious consideration of the 
results that would follow. A large por- 
tion of the wealth of the city is located 
along this street, aud there are but few 
vacant sites for buildiug purposes, uuless 
the preseut residents should decide to 
move away from the uoise aud cut up 


their large estates for building lots. 
Theso are some of tho considerations 
why those who hastily signed tho peti- 
tion have on further consideration 
changed their minds and now oppose 
any location on that street. 


A NEW BOULEVARD. 

The gratifying announcement Is made 
that the new boulevard from Chestnut Hill 
to Newton Centre Is practically assured. 
This means n rapid development of that 
section of tho city anil probably tho history 
of the Beacon street boulevard In Brook- 
line will be repeated. There the real 
estate increased in value 860 per cent, after 
the boulevard had been IhUI out, and the 
new Newton boulevard is right In line with 
this development, and will he practloally a 
continuation of Beacon street. The land 
owners have been wise enough to see what 
will be to their own advantage and have 
agreed to give the land for the purpose, and 
the proposition will soon he submitted to 
the Newton city government. 

The outline of the plan Is as follows : The 
boulevard will he 12.7 feet wide and will 
start at Centre street opposite Graf- 
ton street, and run parallel with Ward aud 
Beaeou street to Hammond street, at Mont- 
vale, crossing Grant avenue, and thence 
run to South street, connecting with the 
boulevard whioh Boston will build. 

A syndicate, with the formation of which 
Mr. A. D. S. Bell has had much to do.owns 
most of the land, and it is due to his energy 
that the project has been carried through. 
The syndicate are ready to give the land 
needed, and so are tho other holders along 
tho proposed route. 

Beside the driveways there will be reser- 
vations for electric cars, so that Newton 
Centre and region beyond will be given di- 
rect and rapid transit to the city. This has 
long been desired by the residents of that 
benutiful village, but no agreement has 
been reached as to the best route. Now 
that the owners of the land offer to give 
the land, it is believed that the city will ac- 
cept the proposition and that the street 
will soon be a rea.ity. 

A vast amount of beautiful lnnd will be 
opened up by this boulevard. Newton has 
just begun to feel the impetus which is 
coming from the building up of Brookline, 
and her people are nwakening to the neces- 
sity of taking advantage of It by proper 
preparation. To prepare the way, an able 
commission has been appointed to plan a 
system of boulevards, which shall adequate- 
ly meet the demands of an increasing popu- 
lation, and they will probably consider the 
feasibility of extending this boulevard 
through to Lower Falls. 

Electric cars on such a route would serve 
a useful purpose, as the laud is about half 
way distant from the railroads on either 
side of the city, and would thus make all 
this land easily accessible. 


Tue question is often asked what ar- 
rangements the Newton & Brighton 
street railway company can make with 
the West End for the transfer of passen- 
gers at Oak Square. Cue cau ride from 
that place iuto Boston for five cents, but 
if another five cents is required to ride 
from Newtou to Oak Square, the cost of 
tho round trip would be greater thau to 
go in by tho steam cars, at the rate at 
which 100 ride tickets are sold. If one 
five cent fare would cover the cost of a 
passage from New ‘.on to Boston, that 
would he in the direction of cheaper 
transportation, aud would prove a benefit 
to the city, hut iu that case it is difficult 
to seo where the Newtou & Brighton 
road would make auy money, The old 
plan of extending the West End line to 
the Newton depot had this advantage, 
of offeriug one continuous passage for a 
siugle fare. 

The condition of the sidewulks the past 
week would have been a disgrace to a 
settlement in the backwoods. Slush ankle 
deep was left on the walks, through which 
every one had to wade, when a few minutes’ 
work by each abuttor would have remedied 
the matter. Here and there an ubuttor 
cleaned his walk, hut the most of them 
evidently decided to show’ the city council 
just what would result from the lock of au 
ordinance. Bad as the condition is in 
Newton, It Is worse in the Centre, High- 
lands and Auburndale, whose represeuta- 
tlves not only oppose having clean walks 
for themselves, but also oppose any other 
section of the city having better walks. 
Such a disgraceful condition of the side- 
walks was not known even under the old 
town government, when there was an ordi- 
nance, and it was also enforced. If all the 
people who are growling so loudly would 
growl to the representatives from their 
wards, the ordinance would be passed iu 
short order. 


The strong opposition developed against 
any change iu the tenure of office of the 
heads of tho city departments has killed 
the scheme to have the city charter amend- 
ed, and it received its quietus Monday 
night, by a vote of 4 to 2 in the board of 
aldermen. As the Graphic said at the 
time the scheme was presented, the hill 
was hastily drawn, and the more the people 
thought it over the less they liked it, and 
the communication published in the 
Graphic and the Boston Herald last week 
stuted the arguments against the change so 
strongly that the aldermen could tiu nothing 
else thau vote ugaiust it. 


One exoelluut move that was made at 
the meeting of the Board of Aldermen, 
Mouday night, was Alderman Thomp- 
son's motion for the establishment of au 
inspector of buildings. Such an official 
is ueeded iu Newtou, aud the office w ould 
be of value to the city, if the occupant is 
given power sufficient to make himself 
respected.

ones ; it sometimes seems to me that 1 stand 


alone In thoso convictions, w-hen I see 
night after night theso gatherings which I 
enll Iho children out nnd keen them any- I 
where from six to eleven o’clock. My little : 
daughter, twelve years of age, thinks it 
very hard to be deprived of these good 
times when all her mates aro enjoying them 
to the fullest extent, nnd it grieves me to 
deny her, but when I look Into tho faces of 
these little friends and see the pale cheeks 
nnd hollow eyes, I feel that these dissipa- 
tions are undermining their health; would 
It not be better, If tho children must have 
parties, to have thorn at an hour when their 
health at least will not suffer? 

Another question arises— how can these 
ohildren who go about so often accomplish 
their work at school? I nm speaking par- 
ticularly of grammar school ohildren; of 
oourse there arc a few very bright ones 
who always have their lcisons well learned, 
but I am confident that the majority of 
those who are out evenings and whose 
minds arc distracted by nil sorts of outside 
attractions, cannot do good work and give 
satisfaction to tlioir teachers. Uow often 
do we hear parents say “It was not so in 
my day.” Now we do not want to deny tho 
little ones as in those days, but can we not 
arrange their entertainments with more 
regard for their health?

A TEST OF ROWLING SKILL. 


NEWTON* 8 INDIVIDUAL TOURNAMENT A 
DIG SUCCESS. 

Wednesday, for the first time since the 
organization of the Massachusetts 
Amateur Bowling League, the experts 
of tho various clubs represented in its 
membership came together in matches 
for the individual supremacy. Tho 
opportunity was afforded by tho bowling 
management of the New tou Club, which 
arrauged an invitation tournament, offer- 
ing prizes for tho wiunor, the runner-up 
aud the bowler makiug the highest 10- 
frame score. 

Theso clubs sout bowlers: Waverly, 
Casino, Salem, Kernwood, Oxford, 
Allston, Arlington, Melrose Highlands, 
Jeffries, Neighborhood, Old Dorchester, 
Melroso Social, Vospor, Molrose Athletic, 
Jamaica Plain, Central of Somerville, 
B. A. A. and Lowell Highlands. More 
thau 1000 persous were preseut. 

The first matches iu tho preliminary 
rouud were started shortly after 1 p. m., 
aud tho finals were completed iu the 
evening. Tho scores were rather small, 
but this is accounted for by tho faot that 
new pins were used, and the alleys given 
a coating of oil which renderod them 
less fast than under ordinary conditions. 
In the preliminary, first aud second 
rounds only two strings were rolled. 
Three were rolled in the semi-fluals and 
finals. 

The prize for the winner of the tourney 
waB a handsome decanter, with jug of 
cut glass overlaid with silver, delicately 
oruameuted with baud engraving. The 
prize for the runner-up was a pearl piu 
surrounded by tiny diamonds in au 
exquisite gold sotting. The prize for the 
highest 10-frame score was an oak aud 
cedar cigar case, with oxydized silver 
trimmings.

Whnt are wo coining to if the press is 
going to take tho starch out of every- 
thing? An esteemed contemporary— wo 
have forgotten which one— has com- 
plained that the reports of tho daily press 
hnvo made tho recent heresy trial appear 
ritlicnlons in tho eyes of tho public. Tho 
dignity and mystery of theological dis- 
cussions, once so awful that angels scarce- 
ly dared to tread the platform where the 
discussion was carried on, have been re- 
duced to a commonplnceness conipnrnblo 
to the reports of award meeting or a 
filibustering session in congress. 

Tho impertinent press persists in treat- 
ing everything nnd everybody in an ev- 
eryday sort of a way. Even religion has 
to undergo the samo treatment. If thero 
is any sham or mysticism or superstition 
in it. it is liable to bo handled as a de- 
tcctivo handles an embezzlement. The 
press, ns a rule, behoves in pure and un- 
defiled religion, but it wants a religion 
that is good for Mondays nnd Thursdays 
and Saturdays ns well ns Sundays. 

It is complained by some Roman Cath- 
olic authorities that tho press is unnec- 
essarily meddling with tho alleged con- 
troversy between tho archbishops, and 
that the laity of tho church is being 
stirred up by a contest which ought to 
have been confined to tho prelates nnd 
settled by them. But everything is 
news, and so important a matter as al- 
leged insubordination in tho high places 
of the Catholic 'urch can no moro ho 
kept quiet in these days than could tho 
outbreak of a volcano on Manhattan 
island. It does indeed detract from tho 
dignity and mystery of ecclesiasticism 
to have its quarrels reported in tho pn- 
pers, but it cannot bo helped except in 
ono way. Let quarrels ceaso and tho 
press will quit its impertinence.— Spring- 
field Union. 


A. M. and P. 31. 

I hnd often wondered what tho letters 
“a. m.” and “p. tn.” are taken to mean ’ 
by thoso who are ignorant of Latin — the 
very great majority. Not long ago I had 
tho opportunity of obtaining some slight I 
evidence on this point. I had been 
lunching at the Savoy hotel with a friend. 
On leaving the hotel by the back en- 
trance my friend’s attention was attract- 
ed by a uotico that that entrance was 
closed at 12:30 a. m. “A. in.,” he cried; 
“why, it ought to bo p. in. Here, por- 
ter!” The porter came and assured my 
friend that, us I had in vain been en- 
deavoring to explain to him, a. in. was 
perfectly right. “Of course it is," I 
added; “a. in. stands for after midnight, 
doesn’t it, porter?” 

“Yes, sir,” said he, “that’s it.” After- 
ward it occurred to me that if a. m. 
stands for after midnight, p. m. might 
jnst as well stand for past midday. At 
any rate, it is curious that both a. in. 
and p. m. can each of them be under- 
stood to stand lor two words of which 
the general sense is the same in both 
Lutin and English. 

The Italians are much better entitled 
to use a. tn. and p. in. than we are, for 
they have no need to invoke Latin, and 
say e. g., “le duo antimeridiaue” and “lc 
due pomeridiune.” But they do not 
seem to use these letters. I myself have 
the impression that I have seen ant. nnd 
pom. An Italian lady whom I have con- 
sulted is quite sure that they uso an. but 
is not so sure about pm., though she be- 
l lieves it to be used. Iu an Italian time 
table book 1 find simply a. and p. — Notes 
and (Queries.

There may bo noduiub animals — only 
their voices may bo out of our ear. It 
must bo supposed that small creatures, j 
including quadrupeds, hear sounds much 
more acute than uru audible to us, blit 
none of the lower notes of our scale. 
This is perhaps the case with cats and 
dogs, who can obviously communicate 
with one another, coining so close as al- 
most to touch noses, but muking no 
sound audible to us. Thus there is not 
such u confusion of noises us there would 
be otherwise. The vast difference of 
pitch heard by different great tribes of 
creatures causes us and them to huve, 
ao to speak, the world to ourselves.

The Proposed Street Railway. 

To the Editor of the Giaphic: 

Tho subject of street railway transpor- 
tation has been intorestedly discussed 
tho la6t four weeks among our sonsible 
and wideawake citizens. 

Newton is a residential city. Gentle- 
men and gentlewomen have bought land 
and had houses built for their homes. 
They were fully awaro when deciding 
open locations, just where the railroad 
station was built and how great tho dis- 
tance from homo to church, school, and 
business. These they arranged for. 
Many had desire and leisure to walk, 
others a sufficient income to own horses 
and carriages, or were perfectly willing 
to depend upon the many well furnished 
livery stables which are owned and in 
charge of respected and interested citi- 
zens. 

Their homes were selected as places of 
peace, beauty and repose. The drives in 
and about Newton were perfect; the 
roads well kept and uotbiug around that 
need cause them to be in constant fear of 
accident. 

Now come forward a few men with 
this modest request, “Will you please 
give us your three narrowest streets iu 
the valley, for some street cars to ac- 
commodate us who are on the hill top, 
and cannot get down?” We do not in- 
tend to buy the right of way, nor care to 
have the city share our profits, but you 
will have the privilege of widening these 
streets after we plant our tracks. No 
matter how much you spoil the frout 
yard of the abuttors, perhaps after you 
have ruined the grounds and surround- 
ings for homes of decent and respectable 
families, and the value of real estate is 
decreased considerably, we would theu 
like to buy those same estates, build 
some tenement houses aud stores, large 
aud small.” 

“Many of our friends have now to walk 
to Oak Square, so they can enjoy an 
hour’s ride for live cents; wo would like 
to accommodate them with a seat in our 
cars aud take an extra five cents for the 
present and later share the single fare.” 
There is quite a bond betweeu a small 
portion of Newton men and their friends 
in Brighton, especially on Sundays. Now 
how convenient it would be if they could 
ride, and really it would be a humane 
act, as often they find it vety difficult to 
walk. Their frieuds could come here 
and_ would be treated well, as license 
laws will not always be nay. 

\ r ou wonder how a terminus iu the 
valley will aid us. Well, we only dared 
ask for a small portion first, but you 
know that after such a wedge is admitted 
how very easily it will woik its way, aud 
we soon connect Newtou Centre by Cen- 
tro street, aud eveutua ly work its way 
back through Waverley avenue, theu all 
our petitioners will have their prayers 
answered.

Rapid Transit in Newtou.

The subject of “Rapid Transit” has 
reached Newton in full power during the j 
last two weeks. 

A well organized corporation proposes 
to run electric cars through the city and , 
was quite surprised that there should be , 
remonstrances made, to preveut our j 
Garden city, the home of so many Boston , 
merchants, being shorn of much of its 
beauty, peace aud repose. 

Doubtless there are many good reasous 
advauced why such a road should be 
allowed. First, ’Lis a fine money makiug 
scheme, for the company, much more tliau 
it is for the city. I fail to see how the city 
has been enriched by the road through 
Washington street, but 1 hear the com- 
pany is perfectly satisfied with the re- 
sult. 

The cry comes that we must couuect 
with Oak Square. Why? Became as a 
resident of Brighton Hill remarks, “That 
it would aid so many iu his vicinity aud 
from below who are obliged now to 
walk.” 

Then why should not the route be 
through (/'opley or Grasmere streets to 
accomodate these poor pedestrians, ami 
also in iug into the market, laud for some 
small houses to he built, which was 
another reason urged. Certainly wo do 
not desire to accommodate the riff rail 
which promenade Tremont street, 
especially ihe Sunday travel. Although , 
there was a strong cry from Belmont and j 
Arlington streets district, that they wore 1 
sorely iu need of it, so perhaps it would i 
be well to ruu through those streets, 
thence up Waverly a>tuue through Sar- 
gent street, as nearly all the signets of 
the petition, who desire ami favor the 
laying of tracks, were residents iu that 
vicinity aud then continue to Newtou 
Centre, as this was one terminus, which 
the company hid iu view as soon as they 
could enter the wedge to open as far as 
Alt. Ida street. How much further the 
wedge would he driven aftei that result 
should bo obtained was not divulged, but 
1 know that one among them saw iu the 
immediate future Elmwood blreet 
changed to a business thoroughfare, 
Wamei’s block demolished to widen the 
street and establishments a /t/JordauA 
Marsh and 8. S. Pierce at either end, aud 
as the class of people which comes by 
such a road, would prefer to vote a yea 
rather than a nay on the license question, 
the out of tho way Brook street would 
make a miuiature Kueelaud street. 


1 hope the need of more street railways 
in Newton is far distant and that tho 
boulevard commissioners will always 
keep in mind that Newton is a residential 
city.

New Racing Track for Bicyclists. 

The whoeltneu of eastern Massachusetts 
are about to have a bicycle track that 
will be the fastest and best in the world. 
It will be located iu Waltham which is a 
center of the bicyclists of the eastern 
part of the state. 

The track, three laps to the mile, will 
be constructed on scientific principles 
and the maker, W. E. McClintock, com- 
missioner of roads, will be guided as to 
its composition by the crack racers of 
America. The grand stand will bo a 
handsome structure seating nearly 10,000 
people while uncovered seats will be pro- 
vided for nearly as many more. 

The work of building the track and 
grand stand will commence as soon as 
the snow is off the ground and will be 
pushed to completion so that the track 
will be opened on May 30 when the as- 
sociated Cycling clubs will hold their 
spring meet. All of the crack riders of 
America will be present on this ocoasiou. 

The track will be under the manage- 
ment of the League of American Wheel- 
meu and all of the races will go on 
record.

The Endowment Lobby Again at Work. 

We had supposed that in the collapse 
of the endowment swindle in this state 
the dishonest and demoralizing character 
of the operations of the various com- 
panies had been demonstrated to the 
satisfaction of every man worthy of a 
seat in the Legislature. Argument more 
eloquent and convincing ou that subject 
could not be bad than the rapid and 
crushing fall of these companies and the 
rascality of management, the iuhereut 
dishonesty of their constitution and the 
looses visited upou thousands of poor 
people, which have been disclosed. We 
bad presumed that not auother word 
was needed to seud a bill flying through 
the Legislature which would provide 
that uo more “business” of this charac- 
ter should be transacted under the seal 
and sanction of the state. 

But it appears that of the half-hundred 
or more endowment concerns charioted 
by the commonwealth, nine have con- 
trived to keep their feet. Their man 
agers are of course uot disposed to give 
up their most profitable game while a 
chance of life icmaius. They see in tho 
withdrawal of public attention from this 
evil, caused by the downfall of the com- 
panies^!! opportunity to gain a new foot- 
hold and bring an abuuduuce of new vic- 
tims into the toils. They have conse- 
quently set out to stop the passage 
thiough the Legislature of a bill wind- 
ing up the business of the surviving 
companies and prohibiting furthei oper- 
ations of the kind. This bill is now iu 
the .Senate, and they are using every 
means to (lighten and cajole the muiu- 
hers to kill the measure. It is said by 
those ou the grouud that there is danger 
that they may succeed. 

We cannot suppose it to be possible 
that, the General Court will fail so igno- 
minioUbly at this point to do a plain 
duty. The facts are before it. No mem- 
ber cau now plead ignorance of the 
nature of the business to he outlawed. It 
lias already left a stain ou the common- 
wealth which years cannot efface. The 
state tnitfl- retire from paitnersbip iu 
this business of fleecing the poor and 
ignorant within its borders. If it is pro- 
longed beyond this session of the Legis- 
lature the people will iusist upou kuow- 
iug the reason why. 

Two Uses of ‘‘Bishops. 

(From Christian Register.) 

There are some still liviug here who 
will tecall a venerable divine of the 
ancient New England pattern, iu his 
theology, ministrations, garb, aud man- 
ner of life, Rev. Dr. Jonathan Homer, 
pastor of the First church of Newtou, 
brother-in-law of Dr. James Freeman of 
Kiug’s chapel. He died in 1843, at the 
ugu of eighty-four, after a continuous 
miuistiyof sixty-three years. He was a 
quaintly interesting person iu all his 
clerical and social ways. He was a de- 
voted literary student of tho Bible, of 
commeutators upon it, aud of the bis- 
toiy of its veisious, gutbeiiug many 
treasures iu his library. He prided him- 
self on his attainments aud acquisitions 
of this sort. Presiding as moderator 
over the convention of Congregational 
ministers iu the court house, iu the 
prayer which he offered was a sentence 


:\s follows: “Wo thank thee, O Lord, 
that wo aro tho descendants and succes- 
sors of thy servants who road the Holy 
Soripturos in the original tongues.” Tlm 
lio did say, for the writer of this rominis 
conco hoard him. But a wag, acquainted 
with the doctoi's scorning vanity in his 
especial acquisitions, added, in a leport 
of the prayer, “of which thine mi worthy 
servant possesses sovoral precious 
oopies,” This tho doctor did not say. 
Ho lmd very ploasant and intimnto rela- 
tions with that much loved nnd highly 
esteemed man, of mild and gontio spirit. 
Bishop Griswold ; and thoy often ainio 
ably disputed their rcspoctivo Congrega 
tional and Episcopal tenets. Our oldei 
fellow-citizens will romembor that som* 
fifty Of more yoars ago there first i p- 
pearod among ur, as an artielo of fern, le 
costume, a bunch, or cushion, worn on 
tho back just below tho waist, to project 
tho dress. This nppendngo, being some- 
times of formidable size, was nu object 
of criticism, generally humorous, for the 
male sex, though to such an observer ns 
Dr. Homer it was not a commendable de- 
vico. ’I bis appendage, sometimes called 
a “bustle," w as ns often called a “bishop.' 
In one «f tho conversations between the 
doctor and the prelate Bishop Griswold 
had said, “I will not insist that a bishop 
is essential for tho existence of the 
Christian church but I think it is neces- 
sary for its perfection.” “Not at all, not 
at all,” repliod Dr. Homer. “A bishop 
is no moro necessary for tho perfection 
of tho church than it is for tho perfec- 
tion of tho fenialo form. It is an excre- 
scence either way.” G. E. E. 


MILLINERY FOR TIIE SEASON. 


A STUDY OF THE STY LKS— ROSES, VIOLETS 
AND HELIOTROPES IN ABUNDANCE. 

If you ask any milliner what is to bo 
tlio feature of tho season, you will get 
but one answer, “eminence,” And in- 
deed you would not have to go far on the 
street beforo discovering tho appro- 
priateness of the answer, for eminence is 
a color that is sighted up to 1200 yards and 
is warranted to kill at twice that dis- 
tance. Tbore can be nothing moro re- 
fulgent or dazzling thau a maid with 
vermeil cheeks reflecting a rich purple 
glow from an eminence trimmed hat and 
a sweeping wide bow of the same sump- 
tuous color. To bo in the mode by the 
way you must speak “emiueuce” with a 
strong nasal twang on the last syllable 
to show that you havo been iu Paris. 
But you will do well to bo cautious about 
wearing it, for it is Dot what one would 
call a becoming color. This is a high- 
colored season generally and the ques- 
tion arises, what will bo done with all 
these perishable gauds when May comes 
aud everyone starts for the World’s Fair. 
Iu fact there will probably be two sharp- 
ly marked periods in the spring styles 
this year, tho splendors of Easter being 
followed by a more quiet aud serviceable 
type. 

Another striking feature of the season 
is the astonishing prevalence of roses, 
which aro used with perfect abandon. 
Sometimes there will be a wliolo cluster 
of them iu front, another at the side and 
still another at the back or under the 
rim. Sometimes the whole crown is a 
mass of roses or there may be a baud of 
them underneath. Violets and helio- 
tropes are also used a great deal, 
especially on account of their colors. 
Flowers easily take the lead, but there is 
also plenty of room for tips, tho straight 
priuce of Wales effect being the correct 
thing. The teudeucy to striking effects 
is shown iu the return to bizarre com- 
binations of color, which strike the eye 
as a pronounced Wagnerian harmouy 
does the ear. Among the most startling 
of these combinations are navy blue and 
olive green, pink and green, and eminence 
and green. Yon get used to it after a 
while, if you do not become colorblind 
in the mean time. There is also a marked 
return to changeable or glace effects. 

In regard to sliapoB the changes are 
not so marked. The round bats aro 
about the same, but there are none of the 
extreme styles like the largo cart-wheels 
which kept the streets so shady last year. 
There are a good many turbans worn and 
the toques that had such vogue last year 
are for tho most part giving way to 
bouuetH. There is also a teudeucy to re- 
turn to tho old-fashioned poke bonnet. 
The colors, too, are not changed in any 
revolutionary way. For evening the 
light greens, Nile green, aud bright, 
green, the light blues, pink and rose wi 1 
all bo favorite colors. For general ser- 
vice nothing will be more popular thau 
the beiges, which are pretty, becoming 
aud useful. Red will he used sparingly, 
principally iu dark cardinal or similar 
hues. Old rose will also he worn a good 
deal. 

All tho milliners are now hard at work 
preparing for tho spring openiugs, aud 
some havo a large variety of the latest 
styles ready. A special decoration in tho 
shape of a huge inverted pyramid of 
roses attracts the attention of all who 
visit the millinery department and em- 
phasizes tho characteristic (lower of the 
season. One of the prettiest hats shown 
is of medium size and round shape with 
a foundation of black lace, u rim of 
quilled white lace, a crown of laveuder 
straw, a band of roses underneath and a 
trimming at tho front and back of 
variegated prince of Wales tips, one black 
and green and the other green and helio- 
trope. The ties are of black satin ribbon 
ami there is a huge steel buckle. The 
front is trimmed with small roses. An- 
other pretty hat is of the three-cornered 
“continental” shape, with smoothly 
pliited green velvet, a rim of black lace 
and soft twisted velvet round the crown. 
It is finished with a buckle and black 
priuce of Wales tips. The fashionable 
shade is shown iu a bonnet, which lias a 
front of emiueuce, a crown of iridescent 
colors, iridescent butterflies and pink 
roses. The ties are of narrow velvet. An 
English turban of chip is iu a rather 
dark shade of eminence. The rim is of 
two bauds of black saliu wire and the 
crown of black straw braid. The trim- 
mings are of two white wings with two 
steel buckles. There is a cluster of helio- 
trope and a trimming of black lace 
fastened with a bunch of heliotrope. A 
very simple and useful bonnet is of navy 
bluustiaw, combined with olive green. 
There are green wings and a gilt buckle 
and narrow navy blue ties. A small, 
round hat that is quite pretty has a green 
straw fan with changeable velvet in 
frout, and the back is trimmed with 
thistles and pink roses.

A HYPNOTIC IMPOSTER. 

An EngllHliniiin Who Cmilri I»n Mnnr Thing* 
For Tcnrhor* of IlypnntUni. 

Thn subject who rnmo to mo had boon 
ft shining light in the profession, nnd I 
hftvo reason to know that ho was ex- 
ceptionally gifted. Ho had performed to 
crowded houses under several groat 
artists at the Aquarium, and elsewhcro 
in London and tho provinces. Ho had 
figured at select seances of scion tifle hyp- 
notists. Ho had been privately operated 
on by medical men anxiously seeking 
after truth. And, by his own statement, 
he had humbugged them all. What 
proof had I, then, that ho was not hum- 
bugging me? Amplo proof. He offered, 
in tho first place, to do under my direc- 
tion everything which he had done in 
public and private seances when tinder 
supposed hypnotic control. I contem- 
plated, in tho first instance, accepting 
this offer and giving a demonstration to 
a solect circle, and it was solely owing to 
myself that this was not done. 

As a preliminary, I asked him to ex- 
hibit a few of his powers for my private 
edification. Ho complied without hesita- 
tion. Ho first of all passed himself into 
tho “cataleptic” state and lay on the 
floor rigid. Two members of my staff 
took him in this condition and laid him 
across tho backs of two chairs— the back 
of his head resting on one and his heels 
on the other. He remained so for several 
minutes. On a pass being mnde over 
him with tho hund, his body became 
arched upward or downward. Two 
fairly robust individuals next sat on his 
body, and tho “cataleptic” supported 
them without signs of inconvenience. 
He then himself thrust a needle into his 
arm and through tho lobe of his ear, to 
prove that ho was insensible to pain while 
in the cataleptic state. 

Next ho showed how one side of his 
face could bo drawn down by toothacho 
(“suggested” by the operator), while tho 
other side was distended in a broad grin. 
Again, at the “suggestion” of the oper- 
ator, the grin and the toothache changed 
sides, and so on. He offered to swallow 
an ounce of cayenne pepper in a glass of 
water, but unfortunately 1 had no cay- 
enne pepper at hand. I asked him 
whether he could tako a wineglassful of 
ipecacuanha, and ho professed readiness 
to do it at once. Tho cayenne pepper I 
oould partly understand. It would be 
a mere question of standing a certain 
amount of pain. But I asked him how 
he managed to control the effect of the 
ipecacuanha. “Wo only do it for a 
time,” he said. “You can learn to do it 
with practice, like the rest of the tricks. 
But wo always bring the stuff up after 
the performance.” 

He also expressed his readiness to 
drink oil. Among novel tricks which 
he offered to perform was that of “slow- 
ing” tho pulse while under hypnotic influ- 
ence. Of this he claimed to bo the orig- 
inal inventor. I asked him whether all 
tho “subjects” were equal imposters. 
“All,” he said. He knew them all per- 
sonally and would answer for them. He 
ridiculed the mere suggestion that there 
could be anything genuine in hypnotism, 
whether in Paris, London or anywhere 
else, but hero ho may have spoken be- 
yond his knowledge. — London Truth. 


A Reminiscence of Fanny Kemble. 

The late Fanny Kemble is remembered 
by old residents of Germantown and 
Philadelphia as a superb horsewoman. 
Sho had a fiery temper, which matched 
that of her husband, Pierce Butler, and 
speedily brought about what is still one 
one of tho most noted divorce trials re- 
ported in the law books.

To the proceedings of congress, 
or the groat happenings at homo or 
abroad? I trow not. You look at tho 
score of the baseball games, or the dis- 
coveries of reporters relative to the latest 
sensational murder, or at some other 
personal stuff about peoplo of whom you 
never hoard before, and who are dragged 
beforo tho public by circumstances in 
which tho public ought not to have tho 
smallest interest.” 

This is a harsh judgment, but it can- 
not bo denied that there is enough truth 
in it to cause us to pauso and remember 
with the poet that "life is real, life is 
earnest.” — Youth’s Companion. 


Stealing tlie Declaration of Independence. 

When James Monroe was president 
and John Quincy Adams secretary of 
state, an ingenious English engraver ob- 
tained permission of tho two dignitnries 
mentioned to take the Declaration of In- 
dependence and engrave it in facsimile 
on copper. Ho carried the precious docu- 
ment to tho printing office of one Peter 
Force. When everything was in readi- 
ness, ho placed it upon the imposing 
stono and laid a sheet of india paper of 
the same size upon it. This india paper 
was next moistened with water in which 
gum nrabic had been dissolved. A heavy 
proof roller with a weight hanging from 
each end was then rolled several times 
over the historic document. When the 
india paper was removed from the faco 
of the instrument, it took with it at least 
one-half of the ink used in writing aud 
signing the document. 

Tho document is less than a century 
and a quarter years old, and with proper 
caro should be almost as legible as it was 
on tho 5th day of July, 1770. As it is, 
only 1 1 signatures out of the 53 can bo 
read without a glass, and some of them 
have disappeared beyond recall, all on 
account of the thieving trick of a gov- 
ernment which, when they found that 
they could not keep the colonies depend- 
ent, stole the very ink from the docu- 
ment which declares our independence. 
—St. Louis Republic. 


Till* Wife of Robert Louis Stevenson. 

Mrs. Robert Louis Stevenson is a port- 
ly, gray haired woman, who was a grand- 
mother— and looked it— when she mar- 
ried this second husband. Her son Lloyd, 
who collaborated with Stovensou in tho 
ghastly tales, “Tho Wrong Box” and 
“Tho Wrecker,” was a middle aged man 
before ho began to write. Her only oth- 
er child is the wife of Joseph Strong, the 
artist, and is herself a painter in a small 
way. Stevenson lias been accused of 
thrusting his sisters, his cousins aud his 
aunts into fiction. Certainly, although 
Fanny Stevenson has produced some 
creditable work as Mrs. Osborne, she 
had no reputation for brilliancy in a very 
clever Sun Francisco set. There she was 
introduced solely in the capacity of chap- 
eron, to sit, smiling, in her black silk 
gown, while her gay little daughter saug 
French songs or chatted with the bright 
Bohemhin club men. — New York Times. 

How Tennyson Decided a Matter. 

Here is Tennyson's own account to Mr. 
Janies Knowles, editor of Tho Nine- 
teenth Century, of how he was offered 
and accepted tho laureatesliip: “The 
night beforo 1 was asked to take tho 
laureatesliip, which was offered to me 
through Prince Albert’s liking for my 
‘In Memoriam,’ 1 dreamed he came to 
mo and kissed me on tho cheek. 1 said 
in my dreum, ‘Very kind, but very Ger- 
man.’ In the morning the letter about 
tho laureatesliip was brought to me and 
laid upon my bed. 1 thought about it 
through the day, but could not make up 
my mind whether to take it or refuse it, 
and at the last I wrote two letters, one 
accepting and ono declining, aud threw 
them on the table and settled to decide 
which 1 would send after my dinner and 
bottle of port.” 


Tho Duller “It” In Convernullou. 

The letter “r” has met with almost 
as many vicissitudes of late us tho un- 
fortunate British “h," and the “r,” un- 
like tho “h.” is not exempt from danger 
in America. To be sure, the most ele- 
guntly soft Bjioken American does not 
pronounce “modern” as if it were writ- 
ten “mod’u,” a common pronunciation 
among the upper classes of Great Brit- 
ain, but tho “r” suffers u somewhat sim- 
ilar elision in many words throughout 
this latitude, and even tho superfluous 
“r” often heard in the Now England pro- 
nunciation of “law” is met with in aud 
ubout New York. Curiously enough 
most persons who are guilty of this blun- 
der seem incapable of distinguishing be- 
tween the correct aud the incorrect pro- 
nunciation in tho mouth of a third per- 
son.— Now York bun. 


Congressional Mister*.

Iresidual PHENOMENA OF THE MIND 
IN SANE PEOPLE.

• Evidence is not wanting to show that 
what wo call personality is an extremely 
Complex tiling, the sum of subsidiary per- 
sonalities which now Rhift and change 
like tho figures in a kaleidoscope, and 
again Incoming sharply defined under 
some abnormal condition crystallize into 
two or moro distinct groups of elements, 
which alternately sleep and wake or 
even coexist. These complex elements 
may bo so unstable, tho groups compos- 
ing them constantly brenking up and 
forming now combinations, that tho idea 
(of multiple personality does not nntural- 
ly attach itself to them; it is only whon 
■they become stable, and especially when 
(each exhibits a well defined conscious- 
ness that wo begin to think of such a 
thing. But besides the abnormal and 
diseased conditions wilich cause such a 
separation or crystallization there are 
,other conditions in which in appears 
(somewhat less distinctly. To one class 
of theso 1 desire to call attention very 
jbriefly— to that embracing what may be 
called cases of residual personality. 

Residual phenomena of all kinds are 
[particularly interesting and instructive, 
especially those where tho few tilings re- 
maining in a group after mnny havobeen 
removed differ widely in their collective 
properties from those that have been 
taken away, while theso latter are not 
'in any way distinguishable from those 
of tho sum of both beforo tho division. 
This is tho case often with residual per- 
sonality. Nothing is more common than 
for a group of olements in what wo call 
a person to bo differentiated in one of 
various ways, leaving behind a residual 
group differing altogether in its charac- 
teristics, though the differentiated group 
represents to us and is considered to 
bo identical with the original person. 

The commonest method of such differ- 
entiation is sleep. Tho elements of 
sleep are. as it were, substracted from 
the normal personality, but there is 
usually left behind a very curious some- 
thing — illogical, credulous, fantastic — 
whoso nightly experiences tho whole re- 
united person recollects in the morning 
as dreams. The next commonest case i* 
that of the absentminded person. Tho 
major part of tho person being absorbed 
in mental processes of some sort, tho re- 
siduul person lives its own separate men- 
tal life, thinks, feels and wills by itself, 
aud perhaps carries on a train of proc- 
esses which is continuous with a preced- 
ing train carried on under similar cir- 
cumstances tho day before. 

This residual person may act very 
mechanically. Tho reunited person may 
fail to recollect what its acts or thoughts 
were and be surprised to find how it has 
been making uso of his limbs while he— 
what he vainly regards as the one un 
alterable ego — has been absorbed in 
thought. But. on tho other hand, it may 
bo perfectly conscious and may carry 
on an entirely different train of thought 
of its own. Almost always, however, it 
is eccentric and betrays n weakness at 
ono jioint or another. 

For instance, a suburban resident, 
whom wo will call A, is accustomed on 
landing at the New York side of the 
ferry to abandon tho mechanical task of 
walking to his office entirely to his resid- 
ual personality and to give up the major 
part of himself to thought. The two per- 
sonalities act often with perfect — always 
with practical — separateness, theresidual 
person being quite equal to the low task 
of evading vehicles, steering clear of pass- 
ersby and turning tho proper corners. 
When tho office is readied and the two 
persons again become one. it is often a 
difficult task to remember any circum- 
stances of the walk. 

On ono occusion, however, A left the 
Astor library on Lafayette place, as he 
supposed, intending to walk down Clin- 
ton place. To do this he must turn first 
to tho left, then to the right and then 
again to the left. He turned once to the 
left, and after some time became dimly 
conscious that ho had walked for a long 
time, and that tho place for the second 
turn had not been reached. 

Coming to himself, he found himself 
far down Broadway. Tracing back his 
course mentally, he discovered that ho 
had been in the Mercantile library in- 
stead of tho Astor. His first turn there- 
fore laid taken him down Broadway, and 
he of course did not reach the place for 
the second. Mark now the peculiarities 
of his residual person. It knew just 
where it was to turn and in what direc- 
tion, aud hud senso enough to be uneasy 
when it did not coine to the proper place 
to turn, but it had not intelligence 
enough to know that it was on tho wrong 
street. Its mind was too weak to be 
trusted further than it was accustomed 
(to go. This residual person, in short, 
was ubout on a par with a harmless idiot. 

Again. B, a New Yorker, is walking 
along absorbed in a process of thought, 
[when his residual personality sees his 
friend C approaching. It is not aston- 
ished. for lie is uearC’s lodgings, but as 
tho jiorson supposed to be C comes near- 
er, it sees that ho only slightly resembles 
C. lie has on shabby clothes, aud his 
fuco is entirely different. Tho natural 
conclusion would be that the jierson ap- 
proaching was not C. The residual per- 
son, however, does not argue thus, it 
concludes that C has greatly changed, 
that he has become poor and that his 
appearance has altered for tho worse. 

■ Pity and surprise are plainly felt by 
tho residual person. During theso men- 
tal processes, so similar to those of u 
Uream residual, tho mujor person bus 
kept on with his own train of thought. 
Finally, however, on the close approach 
of the supiKJsod C, they unite iu a flash 
into tho normal person, the two separate 
^consciousnesses become one, and the 
truth is recognized at once. No doubt 
4heso cosqs can be juirullelod by thou- 
sands of others. It seems to me that 
they are tut true instances of double i>er- 
xouulity us any exliibited by epileptic or 
bypouotio iiersous. — A. E. Bostwick in 
Boieuco.

THE CENTRE STBEET RAILWAY. 


From the number of letters and per- 
sonal comments the Graphic has re- 
ceived the past week, the property holders 
on Centre, Elmwood and Park streets, 
and those who have occasion to drive on 
those streets, are strongly opposod to any 
street railway company being granted a 
location on those streets. The more it 
is thought over the more opposition there 
is to such a project, at least until those 
streets are widened. It is hardly proba- 
ble that in the face of such opposition a 
location will be granted by the board of 
aldermen, but evidently there are groat 
preparations being made to show a senti- 
ment in favor of the scheme, as canvas- 
sers have been hired to secure signa- 
tures to petitions in favor of the road, 
and they are asking every one to sign, 
without regard to their conditiou. The 
list we saw was maiulv made up of non- 
tax-payers, and of those who have no 
personal iuterest in the matter, one way 
or another. 

The time has come when the board of 
aldermen ought to take up a definite 
position in the matter of street railways, 
and resolutely refuse to grant any more 
locations on narrow streets. Our neces- 
sities in the way of iuter-commuuication 
are dow provided for, and we can get 
along without any luxuries. 

Oue point that the aldermen should 
consider is the great expense that will 
come upon the city, from widening the 
streets on which the electric cars already 
run. Washington street from Newton to 
West Newton will have to be widened at 
once, at a cost variously estimated as 
from oue hundred thousand to a quarter 
of a million of dollars. The Newton & 
Waltham Street Railway tracks make this 
an imperative necessity, but although 
this company is reported to be making 
money, no one iB foolish enough to im- 
agine that it will help to pay this ex- 
pense. 

There is already a lively agitation for 
the widening of Walnut street, on which 
;he Newton & Boston Company’s cars 
xnu, and the claim is made that its nar- 
rowness makes it unsafe for both cars and 
teams. Probably the widening of Wal- 
nut street will have to come iu time, aud 
the cost will be fully as great as the 
“widening of Washington street. Then 
there is a company asking for a location 
on Washington street from West Newton 
to Lower Falls. Fortunately only a small 
portion of this street is built up, so that 
the widening of it would not he expen- 
sive, but the aldermen should insist that 
the street should be widened before any 
tracks are laid, and if the company is iu j 
earnest about the road, they could prob- j 
ably get tbe ahultors to give the land, so J 
the cost would not bo excessive. Alter; 
tbe tracks are laid aud the street built 
up, tbe expense of widening would be 
enormous, but it would have to come in 
time. 

But the expense of wideuiug Centre 
street would prevent such action ever 
being taken, aud it is wide euougb now 
for the present traffic. It is tbe great 
highway for pleasure driviug, but a 
street railway would destroy that. 
Secondly, tbe great majority of the 
residents object to a street car line. 
Thirdly, there is no cheap laud on the 
street tube developed by street cars, as 
ouly a very small portion of it, above 
Cotton street, is unimproved, so that 
street cars would have uo chance A to 
build it up, unless the holders of the j 
handsome eitates along the street be- 
came disgusted, as has always beeu the j 
case rtheie car tracks were laid iu a nar- 
row street, and moved away to some 
other city, cutting up their land iuto 
smull house lots, and making the hand- 
somest street in N'owton like oue of the j 
streets in Somerville, filled with small 
houses, aud the whole character of that 
section of the city would be changed. 

Street cats on tbe south side of the | 
Boston & Albany railroad would be a seri- 
ous injury to the tutuic interests of the | 
city, aud we can utford to wait until there 
is some more urgent demand for them | 
than 1 xisis at present. Of course any | 
company that seemed the location would 
get a ‘‘soft snap,” as the Hue would pruba- | 
bly pay, but tbe aldeimeu are not sup- 
posed to b« influenced by any speculative | 
project for the bout lit of a private 
corporation, but rather for the interests 
of the city, aud the abandonment of 
Centre street to tenement houses would | 
baldly be foi tbe iuterest of the city j 
The same might be said ulso of Kim- 
wood and Bark streets aud of Tremout 
street, as far as Waverley aveuue. With 
their prestut width there is uo room for 
electric cars. 


City Clerk Kingsbury, we understand, 
defonds himself for conferring the great 
amount of patronage at his disposal up- 
on ono favored printer, by saying, ”1 
don’t see why I should not send my 
printing where I can got it done best and 
most cheaply,” and then pointing out 
that as tho Upper Falls printer occupies 
a little bnildiug of hiR own, ho has no 
rent to pay and so of course doos bis 
work more cheaply than the two New- 
ton papers, which pay large rents and 
are under heavy expenses. 

Of course this might bo a reasonable 
excuse, if the facts were as stated, and 
would show that tho City Clerk was ac- 
tuated solely by a patriotic desire to 
save tho city’s money, and not by some 
! other less worthy motive, 
j It is not true, however, that the Upper 
I Falls company does work any more 
cheaply for the city tliau other printers, 
as is showu by the fact that on jobs on 
which bids are called for, they do not 
always or generally get tho contract. 
This year, for iustance, tbe Journal se- 
cured the printing of the city documents, 
Threo years ago the Graphic obtained 
tho contract, and on other jobs thocoutract 
comes to tbe Graphic, for instance, quito 
as often as it goes to the Upper Falls 
eoucern, and the two papers together se- 
cure more jobs when bids aro called for 
than the Upper Falls company. 

Whon bids are not called for, no one 
would be simple enough to suppose that 
the Upper Falls company charges a lower 
price when it does not havo to make a 
bid, than it does when bids are called for. 
Outside of the city reports, the tax bills 
and water bills, very few bids have been 
called for, tbe past two years, and those 
make a very small part of the $2,000 odd 
dollars tbe concern obtained from the 
city last year. 

The excuse that they do work cheaper 
is just as baseless as tho plea that they 
do work better, or that they have more 
money invested in printing material, 
none of which are true. 

The real reason musl be sought else- 
where. The two Newton papers have 
not the influence at City Hall, evidently, 
that oue would naturally expect, perhaps 
from tho reasou that they have beeu too 
good-natured in their dealings with city 
officials, have gone out of their way, for 
the credit of the city, to defend them 
when Boston papers have talked about 
the Newton “City Hall ring” and have 
good-mituredly overlooked many things 
that were open to criticism. Tbe New- 
ton papers have always showu a disposi- 
tion to live peaceably with all men, and 
perhaps if they bad not been so good 
uatured, they would not bo always 
spokeu of so contemptuously by certain 
City Hall officials, who have come to 
have a Napoleonesque idea of themselves, 
as David Hall Rice puts it. 


THE WISE POLICY. 


In regard to boulevards and street 
wideniug, of wbick much is being said 
now, not only in Newton but in all our 
neighboring towns aud cities, there is 
oue policy which it will pay any city to 
follow and only one. The money expend- 
ed should be concentrated on oue great 
roadway system, where every dollar ex 
pended will bring a fair return, instead 
of practically wastiug the money on 
small wideuiugs here aud there. One 
wide boulevard through the centre of tbe 
city would do more to develop Newton 
than half a dozen disconnected schemes, 
wiihuut any comprehensive plan. 

Any student of what has been done iu 
other cities and towus, in Brookline, for 
instance, would see striking evidence of 
tbe truth of this. On the Beacou street 
boulevard, for example, laid out through 
the town by enterprising citizens, tbe in- 
crease in valuation from 188(1 to 1891, for 
500 feet ou either side of the roadway, 
was $0,844,100, which at $10 a thousand 
yields an income of $40,000 to the 
town, more than enough to pay tho in- 
terest ou the cost of the boulevard 

If this has beeu the case iu Brookline, 
it would bo equally beneficial to Newton, 
aud this is why so many have such great 
confidence in the proposed South street 
boulevard, which is tbe most promising 
of any of the schemes yet brought for- 
ward, as it is right iu line with the 
Brookline improvements, and would 
serve as an exteusion of Beacon street, 
and iu a sboit time would be built up 
with handsome residences, us it goes 
through the most desirable laud iu the 
city. There is a great opportunity hero 
for Newton, which should be taken ad- 
vantage of, aud a boulevard laid out 
through the city which vtould not ouly 
be a credit to Newton, but a means of 
adding largely to the wealth aud popula- 
tion of the city. 

Thu laud along the line of the proposed 
boulevard is now assessed at from $1,000 
to $1,500 au acre, and there are some 150 ' 
acies lying butweeu Centre street and the j 
reservoir which will he opened up if the 
boulevard goes tbiough. It will im- j 
mediately double iu value, to say the 
least, and conservative real estate men i 
sav it will be eagerly bought up at $5,000 ; 
au acre, by those wishing to build aloug 
the line of the new street, so that the 
great iurrease iu taxable property, if 1 
this improvement is carried through, 
cau be estimated. As the owners of the 
lutid will give what is uoedod for the 
boulevard, it is au opportuuity which 
the city should uot be slow to take ad- 
vantage of. 


AN HONORABLE POSITION. 

Kepi esen tut ive Kstubrook’s letter, 
published iu the Graphic two weeks 
ago, shows his positiou ou the. repeal of 
the sewer ordinance, aud tho report that 
he iu any way opposed the bill iu the 
legislature has beeu fouud to be incor- 
rect. On the contrary, be has advocated 
aud worked for its passage by every 
meaus iu his power, takiug the pOsitiou 
that as the people of Newtou showed 


thoir opposition to the present law so 
decidedly at tho last elootion, their 
wishes in tbe matter should guide any 
ono chosen to represent them, whether 
ho personally believes in tho repeal of 
tho ordinance or not. 

We aro glad to mako this statement, as 
it is both honorable to Mr. Estabrook,and 
also a welcome ohnngo from tho hnbits 
of somo city officials, who soom to have 
an idea that they wero chosen to repre- 
sent thoir own opinions and not those of 
the people. 

Mr. Estabrook says that he thinks the 
bill will pass, provided there aro found to 
bo no legal objoctionR to it, and it is to 
bo hoped the legal objections will not 
provo insurmountable. The committee 
considering the caso might stretch a 
point, if they find it is noceRsary, for 
there lias been no chatigo in the senti- 
ment of the pooplo, and tho present ordi- 
uanco is even more unpopular today than 
it was at tho timo of tho city election, 
when the voters gavo a two-thirds ma- 
jority against it. 

The corporation that scoks a location 
in Nowton says that mauy people who 
signed their petition are now opposiug 
it. It ouly shows that on second 
thoughts thoy have ohanged their mind, 
and thoir later attitudo is tho result of a 
careful consideration of the question, 
while their first action was merely the 
result of a good-natured impulse to 
oblige tho gontleman who was carrying 
about the petition. Many people are 
apt to sign a petition, merely to oblige a 
friend, without giving the matter any 
thought, and this will explain the seem- 
ing inconsistency of many of the signors 
of tho original petition. 

The first day of spring was ushered on 
on Monday, and we hope that the end of 
au old fashioned and unmerciful winter 
is at hand. The warm sun and genial 
breezes of Mouday and Tuesday caused 
the snow to disappear as if by magic, and 
bluebirds and song sparrows and robins 
were heard, and every one felt relieved 
at tho prospect of moderate weather for 
tbe end of March. Of course there will 
be cold winds and frosty nights, but in 
less than six weeks spring will bo on 
hand, and already there aro signs of creen 
grass ou the suuny side of buildings. 

The sidewalks have finally got into 
passable condition again, thanks to the 
warm sun of Monday aud Tuesday, and 
Newtou no longer presents the spectacle 
of pedestrians walking in the street, be- 
cause tbe sidewalks aro covered too 
deeply with melting snow and water. 
Perhaps if we have no more snow storms 
we may be able to cot aloug till another 
winter without that sidewalk ordinance, 
but Newtou still enjoys tbe destinction of 
being the only city in the state without 
such au ordinance. 


No more street railway tracks in nar- 
row streets would bo a good motto for 
the aldermen to paste iu their bats. 


Lower Telephone Charges. 

Mr. J. N. Keller, manager of the New 
England Telephone Company, was be- 
fore the legislative committee on mercan- 
tile affairs Thursday moruing in opposi- 
tion to a bill to reduce the price of tele- 
phone charges. 

He said the company he represents has 
21,000 subscribers, 18,000 of whom are in 
Massachusetts. The invested capital is 
$8,153,000, and the entire capitalization 
$10,394,000. 

The taxes paid last year to tho com- 
monwealth amounted to $59,000. The 
company pays 3 1 2 per cent, dividends. 

Mr. Keller said it was absolutely im- 
possible to reduce the present charges. 
The company does uot earn enough 
money to do so. 

Surface Drainage of Newtou. 

The plan for the surface drainage of 
Newtou has been perfected by Messrs. 
Albert F. Noyes aud Edward A. Buss, 
civil engineers. The scheme provides, in 
connection of natural water courses, the 
carrying out of a boulevard aud small 
park system. Sections of land on either 
side of water courses to width of 120 
feet, at intervals widening out for park 
sites, are to be secured. The water 
courses are to he deepened and straight- 
ened and made to dispose of the entire 
surface drainage of the city. 

It is thought that the carrying out of 
the project will greatly increase the 
valuation of tho city, as it will mako 
large sections of low land, now useless 
because of luck of drainage, available for 
building purposes. The cost, it is esti- 
mated, will be only oue-teutb of what 
would be required to build close brick 
drains. 

The plan divides the city up into areas 
contiguous to the location of water 
courses, as follows: Hyde’s brook, in- 
cluding territory adjacent to Chestnut 
Hill; Strong's pond, north section of 
Chestnut llitl; lower Charles river, com- 
prising territory ot the Morse field 
region; lower Laundry brook, comprising 
land, below BuBough’s pond; Hammond's 
brook, including part of Newton Centre 
aud Chestnut Hill; Cold Spring brook, 
providing for territory in Nowtonville 
and Newtou Highlands; lower Charles 
liver, comprising laud bordering on Wal- 
tham ; (J pper Cheesecake brook, provid- 
ing for West Newtou, Auburudalo and 
Wabau; middle Charles river, providing 
lor territory between Waltham and Up- 
per Falls; Meadow brook, providing for 
the Upper Falls seel ions. 

iu cooiiectiou with the surface drain- 
age plan, it is proposed to provide a 
method by artificial means of keeping 
the water of the Charles river through 
Auburndale at a certain height all tho 
time. Bv this plan tho exposed sections 
of i lie banks of the river in this vieiuity 
will cease to become a menace to public 
health. There has been considerable 
malaria among tho residents of this sec- 
tion of the city, ami tho scheme of rais- 
ing the water of tho river lias beeu 
evolved to overcome as much uh possible 
further sickuess of a malarial character. 

HOTEL DAMAGED* 

THE ELM PARK AT WELLESLEY HILLS 
GETS A RAO SC'ORCllINO. 

The Elm Burk Hotel, situated at the 
corner of Washington and Worcester 


streets, Wellesloy Hills, was considerably 
damaged by flro yesterday aftornoon, 

Tho blazo bad its origin In a defective 
fine. Tho fire was at first confined to 
tbe woodwork in tho uppor story sur- 
rounding tho chlmnoy, but spread to the 
roof, which was soon destroyed. 

The story below the roof was also 
badly guttod. The additional destruc- 
tion by wator will bring t he total dntnago 
up to about $2500. 

The building is a four-story woodon 
structure, containing 35 rooms, and is 
valued, with its contents, at about $12,- 
000. Tho property is well insured and 
is ownod by J. W. .Shaw of Wellesley 
Hills. 

Its occupants numborod about fifty 
persons, who wore obliged to make rapid 
oxit, in most cases securing their more 
valttablo personal effects. 

Tho furniture in the first and socond 
stories was removed from tho building, 
and suffered only eligbt damage. 


Incendiary Fires in Boston. 

The morning papers announce tho 
arrest of tho boy who sot tho five fires in 
tho Hathaway building in Boston, tbo 
past month, which have caused so 
much alarm among tho occupants of tho 
building, among whom are several New- 
i ton men. So many fires in Boston has 
given rise to the suspicion that au in- 
cendiary was at work, and lately a detec- 
tive was put at work on tho Hathaway 
building fires. 

Yesterday Lewis A. Wright, a boy of 
17, son of Mrs. Wright of 207 Washing- 
ton street, Newton, was arrested and con- 
fessed to sotting the fires. 

Young Wright entered tbe employ of 
W. R. Fleming & Co., Room D of tho 
Hathaway building, about three months 
ago. Ho begau work as an ottico boy, but 
quick to learn be soon ran a typewriter, 
and of late has attended to the entire 
correspondence of the firm. 

They are ongagod in the manufacture 
of hydraulic ongines, such as are used iu 
creating olectricity by friction. 

W right denies that he has had any haud 
in sotting any other than the fires in tho 
Hathaway, but suspicion points to tbe 
fact that be may bo responsible for the 
terrible conflagration started in tbo Ames 
building last Friday afternoon. 

There have beeu many incendiary fires 
started in the district tbe past few 
mouths, of which no mention has been 
made in tho papers, but which have 
greatly alarmed tbe business and insur- 
ance men of Boston, aud several iuvesti- 
gatious have beeu started. 

Much sympathy is felt for his mother, 
who is a worthy woman and nas tried to 
bring up her son in tbe right way, and 
sbo is prostrated by tho evidence of the 
boy’s guilt and bis arrest. She has au 
intelligence office in Hyde’s block, and is 
respected by all who kuow her, but the 
boy has been a constant trouble and has 
beeu in tbe courts before for other 
offences.

FALLS SCHOOL TROUBLE— WELLESLEY 

STREET RAILWAY AND OTHER MATTERS. 

The board of uldormen met Monday 
night and in the absence of Mayor Pen no, j 
President Bothfeld occupied the chair. | 
City Clerk Ktngshury was also absent 
and Assistant Clerk Hrlmblecom was 
empowered to act in his place, the read- 
ing of the records being dispensed with. 

The following appointments by the 
mayor wero confirmed : Arthur b. Luke, 
trustee of Head Fund in place of the late 
Geo. C. Lord; Geo. H. bourne, registrar 
of votes: Henry L. Bixby, special police- 
man, without pay. 

SOUTH 8TRKKT BOULEVARD. 

The rules were suspended to allow of 
the introduction of the petition for the 
South street boulevard, described in an- 
other column. The petition of the prop- 
erty holders was Hist presented, offering 
to give the land for a 120 f«>< »t streot, to 
be built with two sidewalks, two road- 
ways and a space iu the center for two 
tracks of an electric streot railway, from 
the Boston line to Centro street, and in 
consideration of the building of tho road, 
the land owners will give the land neces- 
sary, and make no claim for grade or 
other damages. 

Alderman Koffe also read a potttion 
sigued by about a hundred prominent 
residents of Nenton Centre, asking for 
the laying out of the boulevard, as it 
would bo a great beui tit to tho city, aud 
would more than pay for tho expenso iu 
a few years. Among the names wero 
those of Alvali Hovey, D. B. Clallin, 
John 11. Sanborn, E. U. Mason, A. D. 
Claflin, A C. Walworth, W. F. Harbach, 
John Ward, J. H. Lesh and over a hun- 
dred others. 

Alderman Roffe said the proposed 
boulevard would pass through a terri- 
tory well calculated for building pur- 
poses. aud which was uow buried out of 
sight by the lack of auy opeuiug to it. 
Such a broad avenue would develop the 
land, and briug iu a liberal return to the 
city, and prove a paying operation. It 
would attract a desirable class of resi- 
dents, and the Beacon street boulevard 
iu Brookline, of which this was a con- 
tinuation, showed what the result would 
be It was especially’ desirable that an 
early understanding should be bad of 
what the city would do, as the land to be 
conveyed to the city was much of it only 
held temporarily, and any considerable 
delay would make it impossible to carry 
out the offer uow made. He moved that 
it be referred to the highway committee, 
to determiue whether the public con- 
venience required and public necessity 
demanded such au improvement, and 
whether the damages would exceed the 
betterments. The petitioners would 
contribute liberally to the project, aud 
would give au amuuut that would bo 
equal to the cost of a 40 foot street, 
aua probably more, and he thought the 
highway committee • hould confer with 
the boulevard commission aud be iu- • 
strutted to report forthwith. A motion i 
to that effect was passed. 

LOWER FALLS SCHOOL. 

The hearing ou the petition of thu5 
Lower Falters to have a master again 
placed iu charge of the Hamilton soli o. 
was opened. A petition to that effect 
was read, which included most of the 
parents ol Lower Falls. 

Mr. W. B. Alhertou was present with 
a score or so of remonstrants, who pro- 
tested against the acliou of the school 
committee. 

Mr. beats said he had three sisters, 
one of whom attended the High and two 
the Hamilton school next year, oue of 
them would be 12 years old, aud would 
have to go to Auburudale, and be 
absent from 8 o'clock till live, while the 
oue in the High school reached home 
soon after one o'clock. It was an injury 
to the people of Lower Falls, to the 
property owner?, aud an injury to the 
place. 

Mr. Hewitt said he would have a 
daughter litud to euter the 8tb grade 
this fall, aud he was uot willing to have 
her go to Auburndale. It was bad for 
the morals of the children, and danger 

ous, as the children had no one to look 
after them on the train. Besides his 
daughter took music lessons, aud if she 
was absent all day she would have to 
give them up. He had bought a place iu 
Lower Falls because there was a good ( 
school there, and should be sorry to i 
have to make a change. 

Mr. Levi Wales said he would have a 
child this fall, ready to enter this grade 
aud he was uot willing to have her go to 
Auburudale, aud run the risk that the 
children had to run who went by train. 

Mr. Bernard Kuily said hi* children 
would he prepared soon for the grade, 
and he protested ag.iiust having to i-mid 
them to Auburudale. Changing cars at 
made the trip especially 
dangerous, us there was uo supervision. 

It was also bud for their morals to allow 
them to run iu the ,:i- cts, aud oad for 
their heultb, to compel them to eat a 
cold diuuer. Many >t ihe children were 
a great help to th ir parents at home, 
aud this arrangement deprived the 
parents of their services. Oue lady told 
him all she could give her daughter was 
an education, and as she was an invalid 
aud her daugbtei helped about the house 
it was a great haidship to be deprived of 
her all day. Many of the pareuts in 
Lower Falls could give their children 
nothing but an education, and if this 
practice was kept up, it would simply 
deprive these children of an education. 
The effect ou property was shown by the 
vacaut houses now at the Falls. An 
engineer ou the railroad weuttoienta 
home, this year, a mau getting $1-10 a 
month and who would have been uti ex- 
cellent citizen, but liudiug the condition 
of the school, he hired a house iu au Jther 
place. The scheme might work in some 
country j»la;e like Dover or Sherboru, 
but the condition of things iu Lower i 
Falls was different, it had a mixed 
population, and the cl iss of childieu at- I 
tending the Hamilton school needed a 
ini-tci to control them, as many of the 
children got uo home training. 

Mr. I*. C. Baker said the Lower Falls 
people were merely standing up for their 
lights, they did uot ask anything as a 
favor or as charity. 

Real estate would suffer as Lower Falls 
was peculiarly situated. Ou one side of 
the liver was Wtllesley with $9 lax late 
aud cheaper rents, and the Newton side 
b id "id . in id n - own i»> 1 he c\ elleuoe 
of the ache IP system. 

Mr. W. K. Dimond said there was a 
great coutiast between the present aud 
past condition of the Hamilton school, 
when it had a master there were uo com- 
plaints but now the school was fringing 

out, like the end ot a rope, and its in- 
fluence was going, it needed a master to 
keep up the standard. 


l)r. F. \V. Freeman sail! all ho had was 
invested in real estate in Lower Falls, 
and if this thing continues ho nhoiild 
have to relocate. Hi? child would havo 
to go to Anburnrtale before she was 
eleven, although this year tho children 
w ho go Happen to be older. It waa un- 
fair to single out Lower Falls for such 
treatment and make it tho only villngo 
in Newton without a grammar school, 
and would ho a grunt detriment to ttio 
place. 

Conductor John Bean spoke of tho 
danger to tho children, wihoh ho saw 
every day. The children would run and 
jump on trains after they had started and 
it was a wonder that none had yet been 
injured. It was also a great detriment 
to property and would damage Lower 
Falls and help Wellesley. 

Mr. Atherton told of some narrow es- 
capes of the school children, which ho 
had witnessed, and the change tor tho 
worse in the conduct of the school chil- 
dren, which had come sinco the master 
was removed, lie owned several housis 
and heretofore he had been able to let 
them when housos on the Wellesley side 
were vacant., solely on account of the ex- 
cellence of the schools in Newton. But 
Wt llesley was m iking great inducements 
now, which would work against Lower 
Falls, unless the school was restored to 
its former excellence. 

Superintendent Aldrich replied to the 
criticism that had boeu made, by quoting 
the practice of other towns and cities 
such as Concord, and in 45 per cent of 
tho towns and cities of the state, and 20 
of the towns and cities in Middlesex 
county. The school committee was re- 
sponsible, and the City Couucil had uo 
power in the matter and no right to 
interfere. In September ol last year 
there were only 7 pupils in tho 8th grade, 
and none iu the ninth, and the total in 
tho school was 10S. The question was 
whether the board should speud $1,1)00 
for a master, or $150 to semi the pupils 
to Auburudale. 

Mr. Atherton said the people did not 
nsk for an additional teacher, the master 
could replace one of the three lady 
teachers. 

Mr. Aldrich continued by saying that 
the question was of making the schools 
the best possible for the money. There 
wero many thiucs Newton needed, one of 
which was a kindergarten system, and 
the board was thinking of starting ono iu 
Lower Falls. It was merely a question 
of economy and efficiency. 

Of the 7 pupils from Lower Falls, one 
was a non-resident, and the ages ranged 
from 10 years aud 0 months to IS years 
and 10 mouths, the average being 14 
years and 0 months, aud there are 
pupils at the High School younger thau 
that, whoso parents found no fault with 
their being sent there. Every provision 
was made for the comfort of these 
pupils. The master gets there early to 
receive them, he stays there during the 
noon hour to look after them, and during 
the winter they were released at au 
either hour. Me thought it would uot 
be wise to interfere uow, but let the year 
be finished, ns the arrangement was only 
a temporary oue, and only 14 weeks 
were left. The board had made uo plans 
about next year. The same plan was 
followed in Waban aud no complaiuts 
came from them. The teachers at Lower 
Falls said there had been uo deteriora- 
tion in the conduct of the pupils. 

- Mr. Atherton asked if the teachers 
might uot he prejudiced. 

Mr. AMriclt wanted to know if Mr. 
Atherton charged them with being un- 
truthful. 

Mr. Atherton said he did uot, but they 
were certainly interested parties. 

Mr. Early said the case of Waban was 
not a parallel one. The school there was 
started len years ahead of time, and part 
ol tho pupils now there used to attend at 
Lower Falls. The school was small, had 
never had a master, aud so did not miss 
him. 

This closed the hearing aud the b »ard 
after objections from Alderman Koffe 
passed t lie order appropriating $172 for 
conveying pupils tbe balance of the 
year. 

STREET RAILWAYS. 

The healing ou the petition of the 
Wellesley aud Boston Street Railway for 
a location on Margin, Lander aud Wash- 
ington streets to Lower Falls was opened 
and the petition was ameuded by striking 
out Lander street, aud asking for loca- 
tion ou Margiu and Washington streets 
only. There were no remonstrants, the 
chauge iu locatiou having removed the 
cause for complaint, aud a hearing was 
appointed ou the ameuded petition for 
Monday, April 3rd, at 8 p. m. 

A large number of petitions for sewer- 
age apportionments of assessments were 
received. 

E. W Lyon was granted au houorable 
discharge as foreman of No. 1 engine, 
aud John F. Horrigau was promoted 
from assistant foreman to fill the 
vacancy. B. F. Tripp was made assistant 
foreman, and F. A. Barrows was appoint- 
ed hoseroan, A. E. Estabrook was ap- 
pointed driver of No. 5 hose, and Curtis 
was transferred to No. 8. 

MORE TIME. 

The special commission investigating 
the subject of the abolition of grade 
crossings asked to have the time limit 
extended from April 1st to May 1st, und 
the requist was granted. 

A remonstrance against the proposed 
railway from Oak .Square to Newton aud 
on Centre street was presented, signed by 

00 tax- payers. 

A petition to have all the petitions for 
stVect milway locations uow before tho 
board referred to the Boulevard com- 
mission, except the Needham railway, 
was received. 

The Newton A- Boston Street Railway 
company petitioned for a locution ou the 
proposed South street boulovaid. 

Alderman Plummer presented the peti- 
tion of the Auburudale Village Improve- 
ment Association, asking that the estate

COULD RIDE O-N IT. 

Aldermau Plummer read a letter from 
Win E. Scribner, calling attention to the 
pigg ry, swill yard, and dump for night 
ml on Lexington street, the highway to 
Waltham, the smell from which was 
strong enough to ride a bicycle ou. The 
night soil was dumped thirty feet from 
li in house. Ou the 25th of Febi uary, 
Aldciiitiu Plummer, said a four horse 
team was stuck iu tho snow on tho street 
and the driver opened the tank aud let 
all tlie night soil into the street and it 
rcmuiucd there yet. The Auburndale 
Improvement Association asked to have 
the place utleuded to last September, 
and the petitioners wire slapped iu the 
lace by the board of health. A mau lay 
sick of malaria all summer uuai the 
place, aud 10 residents sigued a petition 
to the hoard of health, hut their petitiou 
was simply laid ou the table. It was au 
outrage ou the people to empty the 
swill of the whole city ou Auburudale, 
aud a menace to public, health. Talk 
about quarantining Boston against the 
cholera, wo huve the seeds of pestilouce 


right bore at homo. If tho bo ird ot 
boaltli won’t attend to this m >tter lot 
them bo dumped out and got men that 
will. 

Ho moved that the question bo referred 
to tho board of health, with instructions 
to take immediate action, and tho motion 

patted.

MUSIC AT THE LIBRARY. 


A CATALOGUE OP THE LOAN MUSIC NOW 
TO BE HAD. 

To the Editor of the Otnphic: 

Through tho provisions of the Jewett 
Art Fund of the Newton Free Library, 
there has been added to the catalogue of 
that institution a department of printed, 
or what is commonly termed “sheet” 
music. This feature has already beeu 
adopted by many great public aud private 
libraries iu this country, among the 
former being those of Boston and Brook- 
lyn, ami among the latter that of Har- 
vard College; aud its value to the public 
is well attested by the largo circulation 
it has attained in these places. 

Boston is probably favored with the 
best, if uot the greatest number of per- 
formances of the highest class ot* music 
iu all its forms, with the siuglo exception 
of operatic representations, of any of 
our cities; aud the residents of Newton 
have always shown their appreciation of 
these advantages by their frequent aud 
liberal patronage of these coucerts. 
Moreover, the number of residents of 
Newton pursuing the study of music is 
very large. Probably this number would 
be still larger were it uot for the heavy 
expense often entailed by the puichase 
of necessary music; the cost of the 
separate works required is uot so great, 
hut the number of them required often 
makes the total cost a considerable sum. 

Again, to a student, or even to the 
average listener, who enjoys what he 
hears aud cares to kuow something about 
it, who utteuds the various recitals and 
symphony aud chamber concerts given 
in Bostou, au inestimable advantage is to 
be gained if even a slight knowledge of 
the woiks to be heard may be acquired 
previous to their performance. The pro- 
grams of all these concerts are almost 
invariably published in advance; aud yet 
up to this time oven works very freqent- 
ly heard are quite unavailable for study 
or reference. 

With the object in view of providing 
for these wants, as well as to increase 
tire local interest in t lie highest, class of 
music, tlie catalogue has boeu compiled. 
It was of course impossible to it. elude 
everything the lirst year that would be 
eventually desirable; but the catalogue 
has beeu chosen with the greatest care; 
the works are in every case representa- 
tive of theii composers, and it is believed 
are those bust fitted to cutty out the 
objects of their selection. 

The catalogue may be divided at pres- 
ent iuto three sections; pianoforu works, 
vocal works, aud vocal scores. The first 
section includes (ii the complete piauo- 
lorte works ot J. 8. Bach, Chopin, Men- 
delssohn, Schubert, Schumann and 
Weber :ihe principal works of Beethoven, 
Grieg, and M. /.art, and (if the other 
prominent composers of both schools; 
(b) studies for the pianoforte, notably 
the most useful ones of Kullak, Mosohel- 
os, Czerny, Clementi aud Heller; (c) 
works aud arrangements for four bauds 
ou oue pianoforte. 

The vocal music includes the complete 
songs of Mendelssohn, Beethoven, Mozart, 
Schubert, Jeusen, Grieg, and SoLiuiiiaiii), 
with liberal excerpts from those of tbe 
other great sung- writers of the German, 
Preuch, Italian, and Old English schools. 
These songs are in variably printed with 
English words, beside the original text, 
and with piauofoite accompaniment. 

The term "vocal score” signifies what 
is, iu most cases au abridgment of the 
original, or orchestral score; iu the vocal 
score the voice parts are given in full, as 
iu tho original, but with the accompani- 
ment for the pianoforte, arranged or 
condensed from the orchestral score. In 
this form will be found nuaily sixty of 
the best known oratorios and cantatas. 

In tlie piauofortu works, excepting 
those for four hands, “arrangements” 
have been entirely excluded. (Ido uot 
iutund the term “arrangements” to in- 
clude fautasies ot transcriptions such as 
those of Liszt upon themes from Don 
Juan, Kigoletio; but £it~refers to works 
originally written for orchestra or other 
large body, which ure condensed iuto a 
score for pianoforte. Such an alignments 


are rarely either oomprtont or offeotivo 
for two hands, and are therefore of 
doubtful value.) But attention is called 
to tho airangemcnt.s lor four hands of 
orchestral works, and to tho vocal scores; 
to tho first, on account of tho excellent 
opportunity afforded to patrons of our 
orchestral concerts of familiarizing 
themselves with tho works to be hoard; 
and to the second, cn account of the 
constantly inoresRing interest in church 
music and its elevation. 

In the matter of editions also, much 
care has boon exercised: in tho piano- 
forte works tho I’otors and tho Breitkopf 
and Hartcl editions havo boon preferred, 
although in somo instances single works 
of other editions were found to bo 
superior and wore chosen. Tho songs 
and vocal scores are chiefly from tho 
editions of Sohirmor, Now York, and 
Novelto, London, respectively. These 
volumes have all been woll bound and 
are now ready for circulation upon the 
same conditions ns tho other works of 
tho library. It is undorstood that addi- 
tions will lio niado from time to timo 
and, should tho circulation of tlie present 
catalogue warrant it, not only will tiioy 
be made to tho works already included in 
it. but its soope will bo enlarged by tho 
addition of chamber music, (sonatas, 
trios, quartets, etc , for various instru- 
ments), operatic works in vocal score, 
and full or orchestral scores.

BOSTON LIKELY TO FOLLOW THE LEAD OF 
OTIIKU CITIES— WHAT THE NEWTON 
BOULEVARD COMMISSION IS DOING— CO- 
OPERATION BY PUBLIC-SPIRITED LAND 
OWNERS— WORK OUTLINED. 

(Boston Herald). 

Tho subject of boulevards nnd park- 
ways as means of suburban development 
is one which is agitating tho minds of a 
largo proportion of the population of our 
great citios and their surrounding popu- 
lation, nnd Is tho subject of several 
spooinl nets ns applicable to tho town of 
Brookline In tho development of the sys- 
tem ns shown in tho Beacon street boule- 
vard nnd other projects. 

Tho poople and nutliortios of Boston 
are being stirred up on this subject, and 
the Blue Ilill avenue extension nnd Mn- 
rine Parkway are two of tho results. 
Tho extension of the Charles river on- 
bankment and Commonwealth avenue 
are unquestionably to bee imp very im- 
portant factors in the development of 
that portion of Boston lying north of the 
Beacon street boulevard. The extraor- 


tribute a largo sum of money toward 
making this grant improvement. Other 
who, though not immediately abuttors, 
but whose land is near enough to bo 
very lnrgoly increased In value by tills 
great improvement, are hesitating be- 
tween tho alternatives of having assess- 
ments for betterment on tho part of the 
city, or making contributions townrd tho 
construction of tho pnrkwny. 

This entorpriso is tho outcomo of a 
plnn suggested to tho Newton boulevard 
commission by sovoral citizens of Now- 
ton, and follows largely the lines of a 
road originally surveyed and laid out by 
the late Marshall S. Bice, who laid out a 
largo uumbor of tho roads in Newton, 
nnd as in nil such cases, tho improyo 
mont is tho result of a combination of 
puhlio nnd private interests. 

Tbo latter feature of the plan is repre- 
sented by a land trust called tho Newton 
Boulevard Syndicate, in which Dana 
Estes and Albert D. S. Bell are promoters 
and trustees nnd large subscribers to tho 
capital stock. Tho syndicate is to be 
organized on the same plan as that of 
the Aberdeen Land Company, of which 
Mr. Boll was one of the original trustees. 
Among those who have contributed 
capital to this enterprise may bo men- 
tioned tho following: 

William H. Hill of Richardson Hill & 
Co., bankers; ex-Gov. Oliver Ames, Hon. 
George G. Crocker, Samuel J. Elder. Col.

accepted without dolay by tho city 
government of Newton, nnd tho boule- 
vard promptly laid out and constructed 
within the present municipal year. The I 
promoters confidently expect that, with- | 
in tho yoar tho boulevard will bn con- 
structed and the cars running over it 
and coming directly from Boston over 
this lino io Newton Centro and the other 
parts of Newton westward from this. 

Some 10 days ago it was exclusively 
published in the Herald that a boulevard 
was to be built botween Chestnut Hill 
reservoir and Newton Contio, on the 
north side of the reservoir. Since tbit 
timo the promotors have been hard nt 
work, and their plans are now complete. 

Tho route of tho proposed boulevard, 
which will first bo brought to tbo atten- 
tion of tbo city government by Its promo- 
tors and by petitions of others, Is tho ox- 
tension of tho system of Boston and 
Brookline, which was recommended by 
Mayor Matthews and tho board of survey 
through South and Ward streets and 
across Hammond street and Grant avenue 
to Centre street in Newton Centro, and it 
is aftorward proposed to extend tho same 
system to Newton Highlands and Au- 
burndalo, Newton Lower Falls and 
Wellesley. Another connection with 
this system is proposed to diverge to the 
right at the Boston line nnd connect with 
Newton and Nowtonvillo. 

Tho plan 'Herewith presented and illus- 
trated in our design is one laid out by 
George S, Rice nnn George E. Evans, on 



dinary development of tho territory adja- 
cent to the Brookline Beacon street 
boulevard, resulting from its construc- 
tion, and tbo introduction of the olectric 
railroad tracks in a reserved space, is 
something almost unprecedented iu the 
history of suburban development. 

In Bix years tho increase iu value of tho 
laud within 500 feet of each side of Bea- 
con boulevard in Brookline is estimated 
at $4,333,400, of which $1,200,200 was on 
the buildings nud $3,133,200 ou the land. 
At tho tax rate of $11.80 this means an 
increased revenue to tho town of more 
than $51,000 per year. The boulevard 
has been a profitable investment for 
Brookline. 

A further extension of tho Beacon 
street boulevai^i and Common wealth 
avenue to the hue of Newton is the in- 
evitable result of this great growth, and 
the board of survey and the street com- 
missioners of Boston have wisely deter- 
mined to recommend, in connection with 
Mayor Matthews, tho widening of Chest- 
nut Hill avenue from the present termina- 
tion of tho Beacon street boulevard aud 
Commonwealth avenue aud South street 
ou the north side of the Chestnut Hill 
reservoir to the Newton line. 

Tho city government of Newton has 
taken the initiative iu a movement to ex- 
tend this system of boulevards, and per- 
haps others tributary to it, through that 
city. Ex Mayor H.E. Ilibbaid, before re- 
tiring from ollice, appointed a special 
commission to investigate this subject 
and report to the city government. This 
commission consists of Mr. E.B. Haskell, 
lion. J. R. Leeson and Mr. G. W. Con- 
verse. This commission is making a 
very thorough and systematic study of 
the subject, not only of bmlevaids, but 
of parkways aud playgrounds throughout 
the entire city of Newton. 

North of this lies tho largo farm for- 
merly the property of tho heirs of 
Stephen 11 Bennett, and now belonging ' 
to Dana Estes; also the farm lying ou | 
the southern slope of Wuhan bill, belong- | 
ing to Jerome A. Bacon.

“All of these owners and others own- 
ing smaller tracts of land intervening 
have promised co-operation in a public 
spirited maimer and will contribute their I 
land, ami some of them will also con-

As a syndicate aud individually the 
members own over 12,000,000 square feet 
of land in this vicinity. 

A necessary part of tho plan, and that 
which commends it to the citizens of 
Nowton and more especially to those of 
Newton Centre, as giving them au in- 
depen lent line of travel to Boston, is the 
fact that the Newton boulevard will 
afford an opportunity for quick transit 
by means of the reserved space or park- 
way, in which there is ample room for 
two lines of electric railway track. The 
Newton & Boston railway will ask for a 
location through this parkway to connect 
it« various roads in Newton with tho 
West Eud road at Reservoir station, and 
the laying out of this boulevard and tbe 
laying out of one on tbe lino of Chest- 
nut Hill avenue from the Beacon street 
boulevard to Boylston street will afford 
tho long sought opportunity of appro- 
priately renaming the Resovvoir station 
aud giving to it a name wbicb all will 
agree is more appropriate and attractive. 
It is proposed to roname Chestnut Hill 
aveuue, from tho junction with the 
Beacou street boulevard and South 
street, either tho Newton or Newtowno 
boulevard. 

It has been further suggested that the 
portion of Cbestuut Hill avenue from the 
Brookline boulevard to Boylston street, 
which was formerly called Brighton 
street, when laid out as a boulevard 
should bo called tho Brookline boule- 
vard, and, as the present Reservoir sta- 
tion will then be at tbe termination of 
lour great boulevards, it may be very 
properly and descrip ively entitled 
Brookline boulevard, or Brookline boule- 
vards. and this name would be applied 
to all the territory immediately tributary 
to this station, whether in Brookline, 
Newton or Brighton. This will effective- 
ly do away with tbo extraordinary con- 
fusion of n imes which have been ap- 
plied to this section, and which have 
boon a source of great annoyauce, not 
only to tho people of this seetloh, but to 
the people of Chestnut Ilill proper, with 
whom they have been so much con- 
fused. 

It is believed by those interested that 
a ready acceptance of this plan for nam- 
ing the boulevards and renaming the 
station, and establishing a postoffico aud 
telegraph station of this name, will bo 
promptly brought about. The conditions 
upon which the boulevard syndicate 
otfer all of the land necessary lor its 
laying out and the large sum of money 
contributed, are that the plan shall be 


gineurs of the rapid Irausit commission, 
with Frederick Law Ol instead & Co. as 
consulting engineers. 

The vaiied experience of these en- 
gineers is guarantee of the very best re- 
sults, and the plan as presented com- 
prises two broad sidewalks with tree 
planting space outside of them; two 
macadamized roadways of eood width, 
and a reserved space or parkway in the 
centre of considerably greater width than 
tiie ono on the Beacou street boulevard. 
It is intended that this shall he grassed 
over aud have two rows of trees on the 
outside of it, but ample space will bo pro- 
vided for two tracks for the electric cars 
and for the growth and expansion of tbe 
trees on the outside lines of the parkway, 
uud for the economical cleariug of a 
heavy fall of snow, experience having 
shown that the reserved space upon the 
Beacon street boulevard is not of suffi- 
cient width to serve these purposes to the 
best possible advautage. And it is also a 
self-evident fact that an extra width of 
grassed space, instead of macadamized 
road, will materially reduce the oust of 
maintenance of the whole boulevard. The 
entire width is to be 125 feet. 

Tbo advantages of tbe location of this 
groat improvement fie in the fact that it 
borders upon tbe splendid natural park 
now surrouuding the two great basins of 
the Chestnut Hill reservoir; that it skirts 
along the side of Waban hill, which has 
been acquired Dy tho city of Newton for 
its high-service reservoir aud surround- 
ing park, tne views from which are not 
surpassed by those from auy hill top in 
the viciuity of Bostwu. 

The view from this point stretches east- 
ward to the outer harbor of Boston, 
southward to the Blue Hills of Milton, 
aud westward and northerly to Mt. 
WachuBettand Mt. Monadnock, and tho 
panorama stretching from Newton, 
Brighton, Cambridge, Somerville, Charles- 
town aud Boston, is one of surpassing 
interest aud beauty. 

The new boulevard will have a length 
of oue mile iu the city of Boston, nnd one 
and tour-tenths miles iu Newton, a total 
of about 2 12 miles. The distance from 
West Chester park oyer Beacou street to 
Chestnut Hill reservoir is about three 
aud one-third miles, which would make 
t he distance via the same route and the 
Newton boulevard from Centro street, 
Newton Centre, to West Chester park, 
Boston, in the vicinity of six miles. 

On tho south of the new boulevard, ly- 
ing on tho slope to the western basin of 
tbe Chestnut Hill reservoir and between 
it aud the boulevard, is the fine property 
owned by Mr. S. B. Hinkley and family. 
It formerly belonged to the late Amos 
Lawrence. On this farm is a ston 
porter’s lodge built from the materials of 
the historic John Hancock mansion from 
Beacou Hill in Boston. 


METROPOLITAN PARK COMMISSION. 

PORTIONS OK THE REPORT OF INTEREST 
TO NEWTON. 

We have received from Sylvester Bax- 
ter, secretary of the Metropolitan Park 
Commission, a copy of the report whi h 
has just been published, ami which treats 
iu several places of matters now of 
special iuterost to Newton, ou uccouit of 
tho new parks about to be established 
along the Charles River. 

The following extracts wifi be of inter- 
est to Newton people: 

Westward once mure, beyond tho Mystic 
River valley, the swelling highlands ol 
Winchester, Arlington and Belmont uio 
far less tugged than those of Lynn, bau- 
gus, Meliose und tbe Fulls. They uiu 
cultivable iu most parts, while iu Ailmg- 
tou the so-called Heights have become a 
suburban colony, tbe inhabitants ot 
wbicb can see the New Hampshire moun- 
tains iu oue direction aud the ocean iu 
tho other. Two-thirds of tho way over 
to the Charles River vulley.Beavui Brook 
issues from the highlands through a 
immature gorge and then flows uuioug 
some glacial ridges upon which stand 
the largest surviving oak tiees ol our 
district. The waterfall iu the little gorge 
and Ibis iumous grove of oaks should 
ccilalhly be preserved; but this cannot 
bn accomplished under auv statutes now 
in lurct , because the brook is tbe divid- 
ing hue bet w ecu Belmont aud Waltham. 
Again, as iu iho case of tho Fells, uu iu- 
siruiut manly new to our community is 
ueeded. 

bull following along the front of the 
higblauds, past Owl ilill aud Cedar Ilill, 
it is not outil tbe heart of Wallbuui is 
reached thut auy preseut need of a lurgo 
open spuco appears, lloio is u rapidly 
increasing community which is foiluuuto 
iu finding at its very doors both a pretty 
river uud a great aud rugged hill. Tbe 
river’s surface is perhaps twenty feet 


above the average level of the sea; tho 
hilltop one mile distant from the river 
rises to an elevation of four hundred and 
sixty feet. Oue who stands upon it looks 
oast ward down tbe Charles River valley 
to where the golden dome of the State 
House glistens against the distant blue 
lioiizou of the sea. The slopes of tho 
hill, still preserved from ugly scars, pre- 
sent several particularly attractive spots, 
and the neignboiiug but lesser Bear Hill 
has a distant beauty of its own. The 
whole tract lies within the bounds of 
Waltham, so that there is nothing to 
prevent the opening of a reservation on 
this hill through local action. The hill, 
however, is so well placed, both witli 
reference to the view up und down the 
Charles valley aud with respect to its 
position in the metropolitan distiict, that 
it would merit the attention of whutever 
metropolitan parks board may be estab- 
lished. 

Leaving I’rospeet Ilill aud Bear Ilill, it 
is but a short distauce to the laige 
collecting reservoir owned by the city of 
Cambridge, lime the water* ol Stony 

Brook are held iu a loug narrow valley 
before settiug out for Cambridge or 
escaping to tbe Charles. At the mouth 
of the stream is the stone tower built by 
Professor llorsford to mark bis concep- 
tion of the silo of a Norse city, and at 
tiie valley’s head is a rocky passage 
through which the brook enters the 
reservoir with a rush. 

The poiut now reached is just half-w ay 
arouud tho iulaud circuit of the metro 
politau district ; iu other words, it is ten 
miles due west from tho Slate House. 
Moreover, it is at tho meeting place of 
the Charles River und the northern high 
lands. Tho lower ruuches of the river 
uud the ousy roads of its valley lead 
thence through populous regions to the 
city, w hile the upper river vulley leads 
south-eastward along the bolder of the 
metropolitan district towards the 
Bouihuru highland of the Blue Hills, bo 
central a situation, should, if possible, 
afford a large and interesting publio 


recreation ground, aud it is most fortuu- 
ato that nature lias here provided all the 
elemeuts aud placed them ready to our 
hands. If to the charming water park 
of Charles River ami Stony Brook there 
bonddidnot only Prospect Hill to the 
north ol tho reservoir but also Doublet 
Hill ou the south, a very satisfactory 
reservation will be obtaiued. The latter 
liill, while uot so high as Prospect, com- 
mands more pleasing views of the rivet- 
valley, while from tho surface of the 
stream it is itself an attractive, and 
: sometimes tut imposing, object. 

1 Passing now up the Charles River 
valley toward the southern highlands, it 
is well to stop for a moment at the won- 
derful little gorge of Newton Upper 
Falls, where tho rtvor cuts its way 
j through ledges clothed with heltnlocks. 

The narrow stream flows swift aud dark 
1 between quaintly broken rocks, aud tbe 
great stoue aich which bears the bud- 
bury River aqueduct leaps boldly across 
from hank t > bank. Like the brook aud 
the oaks at Wuverley this is a spot of un- 
1 common interest and beuuty, which, be- 
cause it lies within the bounds ot three 
municipalities, can be preserved foi the 
delight oi the public only by some co- 
operative or metropolitan aguucy. 

• • • • • 
Proceeding now to Waltham, Charles 
River should be followed in its course 
thiough tbe very middle of the metro- 
politan distriot. As far as 'Watertown 
the stream is of fresh water, tiowiug 
tranquilly through lowlands. A few 
lurgt mills uio seated on its buuks, but 
outside of the closely built parts of Wul- 
t hum and Wateitown the shores are gen- 
erally quite free from buildings. Half- 
way belweeu the towns is the mouth of 
Cheese-Cake Brook, where the city of 
Nowton is practicully illustrating the 
treatment which, with local modifica- 
tions. should be applied to all tbe larger 
waterways of the district us soou as the 
luuds about them are deutuuded for 
building purposes- lusteud of ooveriug 
tbe siioaw with back yards or u street, 


the watercourse is placed in an open : 
strip of glassy oi bushy gtottnd, upon 
each side ot which is constructed a road- 
way affording access to houses built fac- 
ing tho stream. In this way three results 
Ate brought about at once. The pollu- 
tion of the stream in effectually prevent- 
ed, a handsome thoroughfare is created, j 
and the value of adjicctit real estate is 
so enhanced that it much more than 
makes good the subtraction of the brook 
banks which have been gtvon to the 
public. Tito treasury of tbe city of New- 
ton will soon bo more than reimbursed 
by the increase of the taxable values 
along the stream. 

Below tli o dam at Watertown, Charles 
River is salt, and bordered by salt marsh- 
es backed by more or less distant up- 
lands. Out of n total length of sixteen J 
miles of bank, from Watertown budge j 
to Craigie bridge and back again, almost i 
four miles are already controlled by ! 
public or semi-public agencies. Among 
the rent the United States Arsenal, the 1 
Cambridge Cemetery, the Corporation of ■ 
Harvard College and the city of Boston 
all own long frontages,— a part of Bos- 
ton’s river front has already become a 
popular promenade nnd playground, 
known as the Churlesbank. Moreover, 
the percentage of tho remaining frontage 
occupied by costly structures is very 
small. Most of tbo marginal proprietors 
are still at liberty to do what they choose 
with their own. It must he evideut to 
them that the use of the river for ship- 
ping purposes is almost at an end. Navi- 
gation by masted vessels cannot be con- 
tinued much longer, bqcausn of the intol- 
erable interruption to traffic caused by 
the openiug of the draws of the crowded 
bridges. This being admitted, tbe ques- 
tion arises whether the most profit will 
in the end be reaped by offering the river 
lands to the builders of factories aud 
slums, or by drawing t > them the build- 
ers of good private and apartment 
houses. One numerous body of marsh 
and fiat owners has already staked its 
money on the belief that the most profit 
is to bo derived from the last-named 
method of procedure. Acting on this 
couviction the Charles River Embank- 
ment Company has given the city of 
Cambridge a riverside esplanade two 
huudred leet wide aud five thousand feet 
long, iu the rear of which it is buildiug a 
series of fine streets which converge up- 
on Harvard bridge. In Watertown an- 
other company ot landowners is about to 
lay out a large tract of riverside upland 
upon a similar, though a more rural, 
plan. In Boston arouud tho so-called 
Fens, aud in Brookline and Boston along 
the improved Muddy River, real estate is 
already reaping the advantage arising 
troni the successful conversion of a dam- 
aging nuisance into a piofit-making at- 
traction. What has been doue in these 
last-named places cau gradually be done 
in less expensive ways along Charles 
River whenever a metropolitan commis- 
sion, free to act in several cities and 
towns, shall be iropowered to co-operate 
with the local landowners in pushing 
forward a work which cannot fail to 
profit both tho laudowners and the 
public. 

***** 

There remains one other kind of in- 
land open space of more than local yet of 
not such general value as the rivets, — the 
ponds of tbe district, about which, as in 
the case of the rivers, there ought gener- 
ally to be a protecting public way, even 
if it he no more thau a footpath. Here 
again the intelligent interest of specula- 
tive landowners wifi iu time effect some- 
thing, — the more quickly if such private 
interest can be eucouraged by a board 
officially representing the public interest 
iu such works. What can bo done is well 
illustrated at Lake Quannapowitt, where 
a public road follows a tree-friuged shore 
for more thau a mile, and gives access to 
the boatiug which the lake affords. Most 
of the pouds are, however, too small for 
boating; so that those who take pleasure 
iu that sport make use of the Charles 
River between Waltham and Dedham, — a 
part of the river thus far omitted because 
tor the purposes of this report, it is to be 
regarded as one long pond. From Wal- 
tham to Newton Lower Falls tho stream 
is still idyllic iu its beauty, though 
threatened here aud there by monstrous 
ugliuess. 11 mid teds of persons from 
Boston aud many other parts of the dis- 
trict are to be found here every pleasant 
afternoon iu summer. Iu all this district 
there is uo other place where quiet boat- 
ing iu such surrouudtngs can be bad. 

Must all this beauty of tbe upper river, 
with all its valuable opportunities for 
recreation, be destroyed? Tho town ol 
Brookline aud tho cities of Nowton aud 
Waltham draw their water supplies from 
this vallej ; aud for the protection of 
those supplies they already own between 
Waltham and Dedham some six out of a 
total of twenty miles of river bank. 
They ought to own much more; aud as iu 
the Kells a metropolitan commission 
might do tho public great service by join- 
ing tbe domains of the vat tons water 
boards, so here upon the Charles River 
the same body might likewise do much 
lor the public by encouraging further 
purchases, by accepctug the charge of 
gifts of lands, amt by showing the laud- 
owners aud the towns the many dangeis 
both to health and to propeity which the 
continued private ownership of the 
banks will eutail.

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THE SEWER ORDINANCE. 

Certain members of the City Govern- 
ment of 1892 have sent us a letter, which 
appears in another column, which Is as re- 
markable for what It does say as for what 
it omits to say, and perhaps the most 
significant thlug about it are the resetva- 
tions made and implied in the supplemen- 
tary statement signed by Alderman Both- 
feld which Is worth careful reading. 

The signers of the letter appear to be 
restive under the charge made at a recent 
legislative bearing that they were con- 
trolled by one man in the City Council of 
1892. We confess it was not wise to make 
the statement at the legislature hearing, as 
it brought personalities into the discussion, 

* and a city, like a family, should not air their 
private quarrels before outsiders. 

. The letter Itself ueeds a few words of 
axplanation, as the statement* might be 
taken to mean much more than the signers 
intended. The assertion that it “was in 
reality the ordinance recommended and 
advocated by Mayor Fenno when he was 
a member of the sewer committee in 1890” 
is true ns far as it goes, but might convey n 
wrong ini Dression. Every one knows that 
Mr. Harbach favored placing all the cost 
of the sewers on the abuttors. and that was 
the original ordtnance. Mr. Fenno opposed 
this, as he thought it would be a hardship 
on the property owners, and tried to have 
it amended, by putting part of the cost on 
the city. He first endeavored to have the 
city pay for the main sewers, bnt Mr. Har- 
bach refused to accept any such amend- 
ment. Mr. Feijno then endeavored to have 
part of the cost assumed by the city, ami 
placed that proportion as low a* 25 per 
cent, not became he favored >ucli a low 
percentage, but because, like a wise legis- 
lator, he thought better to a>k for what 
there was some probability of hl> getting, 
but tills was also defeated. 

Then came a session of the legislature, 
and a law was parsed that not le s s than one- 
fourth nor more than three fourths of the 
cost of building sewers, we forget the ex- 
act figures, was to be paid by the city or 
town, and those in the City Government at 
that time will remember that this chuuge 
in legislation was due to Alderman Shep- 
pard and others, and was opposed by 
Alderman Harbach. When the time came 
for drawing up the ordinance, it had to be 
changed from the original ordinance, to 
conform to the law. The signers say truly 
that the new ordinance was not the one 
Mr. Harbach favored, but they omit to 
state that it was made as nearly like the 
old ordinance as tin* law would permit, flip 
percentage to lie paid by the city reduced 
to the smallest point that would be legal, 
and of course they do not pretend to say 
that Mr. Harbach had no hand in this. 

it takes several weeks to get an ordi- 
nance through all the stages, and when tin 
final vote was taken Mr. Harbach was not 
present, as the letter says, but the matter 
bad been considered in many executive 
sessions, and there was no doubt of his 
p jbitlon in the matter. It was not neces- 
wary for him to lobby with the members, 
as the City Council of 1892 was a very 
harmonious body, and the majority In both 
branches never thought of taking any in- 
dependent action, which is one reason 
why there was Mich a » weeping change at 
the last city election. It is not too muuh 
t*. say that it was the most harmonious 
City Council in the history of the city, and 
there were none of the usual lively contests 
between the two branches. 

The charge that legislation was con- 
trolled by one man was often made by out- 
siders, who saw that whatever a certain 
alderman favored was carried through, the 
majority seeming to have such perfect con- 
fidence in him, that they never stopped to 
question but what anythiug be was known 
to favor was “for the interests of the city." 

It is a great compliment to any one 
man to have ills associates place such im- 
plicit confidence in Ids wisdom, hut unfor- 
tunately ttie voters di l not take the same 
view of the matter, and their veidict was 
>0 emphatic Unit there was no mistaking 
it. The city is of much more iuinortuncc 
than tlie fortunes of any one man, and in 
this connection it might be stated that any 
members of the City Council who think 
they were elected to defend any official af 
lad year arc making a grave mistake, and 
one that will prove disastrous to their 
chances of future preferment. The pres- 
ent Mayor and City Council were elected 
to change an unpopular ordinance, and the 
voters do not care what Hieir motives were 
ia voting for that ordinance lust yea-. 
They arc willing to take for grunted that 
the votes were cast from 4UiuteresUid 
motives. But what the voters want is to 
buyc 'hat ordinance changed ; they said so 
emphatically at the last election, and the 
action of tlie members now ia of much 
more importance than tlie reasons for their 
astious last year. Tlie voters are watchful 
and also rather impatient, and if they see , 
that any iiiemb *rs refuse to aid in what 1 
they were elected to accomplish, such 
members might us well aunouuce at once | 
that tlu-y are not candidates for a re-ile 
tioii. 


THE NEW TON BOULEVARD. 

The plans and petitions for the now 
boulevard, presented at the board of 
aldermen Monday night, give ovidonco of 
tho enterprise of tho men who havo 
takon hold of this project and they are 
evidently disposed to ho very liberal in 
their dealings with tho city. They offer 
not only to give tho land for a street 120 
feet wide, bnt also to contribute an 
amount towards buil ling the street, suf- 
ficient to pay for tho ordinary 40 foot 
street. 

The question now comes, whether it 
will pay tho city to accept this liberal 
offer, and what tho result will bo of lay- 
ing out such a streot. In tho first place 
Newton lias not a single street of gener- 
ous width within its borders, yet in spito 
of this drawback, handsome residences 
have been erected all over the city and 
the process of development has gone 
slowly on. The Skinner Hill sectiou 
shows what is being done on locations 
quite removed from tho railroal stations, 
and the land along the new boulevard 
will be nearer the Newton Centre and 
Chestnut Hill stations thnu Skinner Ilill 
is to the Newton station. Agaiu, this 
land is elevated, most of it commands 
handsome and extended views, and from 
plans already anuouncod we kuow that 
as soon as it is laid out a number of fine 
resideuccs will bo butlt. This proves 
that there will be a demand for the build- 
ing lots, which are now inaccessible. 
As tho street would be a continuation of 
Beacon boulevard in Brookline, it would 
be a favorite place for driving, so the 
laud could not fail to bo well advertised, 
which is tho primary consideration. The 
travel over the streot would be large, as 
many Newton people drive frequently to 
Boston, and now have to go by narrow 
and rouudabout roads, while this would 
not ouly be a pleasant but the most direct 
way of reaching tho Beacon street boule- 
vard. The electric cars would connect 
tho whole street with tho outside world, 
so that residents upon it would have easy 
access to auy poiut, independently of 
their own conveyances, aud the street 
would be so wide rtiat the cars would uot 
interfere with driviug. 

Land aloug the street and for some 
distauco on either side could not fail to 
rapidly rise in value, aud the city would 
fiud its income largely increased from 
this source aloue, to say nothiug of the 
income from the new residents who 
would be attracted to build their bouses 
on such a street. It is entirely within 
the limits of probability to say that the 
increase in revenue so gained would 
more than pay a fair interest on the out- 
lay by the city, after the first year, even 
if it did uot prove such a bonanza as the 
Beacon street boulevard has to Brook- 
line. 

So far Newton has grown in spite of 
the lack of any well organized efforts to 
induce growth. Our natural advantages, 
aud the fact that we were in the direct 
line of suburban development has been 
th«' main cause of growth, but it is now 
time for a more euterprisiug policy to be 
adopted, and encouragement given to- 
wards developing the unoccupied por- 
tions of the city. 

The section opened up by this boule- 
vard will never be developed unless by 
some such method, and the advantages 
to the city of accepting this liberal oiler, 
and making the section one of the most 
attractive in the city are so many, that it 
would be foolish not to accept at once, 
as the offer must he taken advantage of 
now it at all. It might be stated here, 
that if the offer is uot accepted, the gen- 
tle men interested will immediately pro- 
ceed to build a 40 or 50 foot street, aud 
the chance of beginuiug the boulevard 
policy so cheaply and auspiciously will 
be lost. 

What Newton needs is some centra^ 
avenue through the city, from Chestnut 
Hill to Lower Falls, aud if this boulevard 
is 1 iid out it may prove to be only the 
starting poiut of such an avenue. It is 
not known just what the boulevard 
Commissiou will recommend, but it is 
believed that they will favor some such 
project, of au avenue about half way bo 
tweeu the steam railroads ou the north 
and south sides of the city, which will 
serve as the great artery for busiuess aud 
pleasure driviug through Newton, and 
which would become the fashionable 
avenue for residences. Full plaus of the 
uew boulevard are given ou the third 
page . 


Ahu rndalk la certainly ambitious in 
the way of parks, as on Monday evening 
the Village Improvement Society of that 
place petitioned to have the Don Cameron 
estate, formerly the property of ex-Mayor 
Howie, taken under the park act, and added 
to the land already secured, and pledging 
one half the sum that the estate will cost. 
This is an excellent move for that villuge, 
as it gives more river front to the Auburn- 
dale park, and also adds to the attractions 
of that section, fur which nature lias done 
so much that it ought to be the most desir- 
able locution for residences in Auburndulc. 
The south side of the track can offer no 
-uuh advantages as will be glveu by this 
1 park, and by the long river front now to be 
made uttructive aud opeued to the public. 


The grade crossing question will have 
to remain unsettled another month as 
the commissiou considering tlie matter 
has asked for and reteived au extension 
of time to May 1st, in which to make 
their report. The delay is rather disap- 
pointing to owners of property along 
Washington stieet, as the grade crossing 
question must be settled before auy de- 
cision can be made about the wideuiug 
of that street, aud it is also disappoint- 
ing to (he public generally, as it was 
hoped that this 4oug vexed quostiou 
would soon be settled. The commissiou 
should now spare no efforts to be ready 
by May 1st. 


The Lower Falls people made a very 
strong presentation of their side ol the 
I case, before the board of aldermen, Mon- 


day night, and allowed Hint the lack of a 
master nt the Hamilton school is a dis- 
advantage to that, village, besides the 
danger to the children. The city saves 
tho difference between the salary of a 
man and that of a woman teacher by the 
present method, and tho Lower Falls 
peoplo have as a result of their protest 
the satisfaction of knowing that tho 
school board do not rogard tho presold 
arrangement as pormanont, whatever 
they may do another year. 


One attempt to defeat the purposes of 
the Australian ballot law was defeated In 
the house, yesterday, ou the bill presented 
by Representative Farkhurst, editor of the 
Clinton Courant, who wanted the names of 
the candidates placed together, so that one 
mark would do for ths whole. Mr. Park- 
hurst wants It made difficult to vote any- 
thing but a straight party ticket, he says, 
and gave a curious exhibition of benighted 
bigotry, for an editor. “The house very 
properly rejected Mr. Park hurst’s bill by n 
strong majority, and all other efforts to 
change our model ballot law should meet 
the same fnte. 


Reek n king the petition for a streot 
railway on Centro, Elmwood and Tre- 
mout streets to the houlovard commis- 
sion is au excellent method of disposing 
of it, as that commission can bo de- 
pended on to do nothiug to injure the in- 
terests of Newtou,,or to damage the only 
handsome street of any length we have 
in the city. 


The Newton «& Boston Street Railway 
managers believe in being on time, as 
they petitioned on Mouday evening for a 
location on the proposed South street 
boulevard. They cvideutly believe that 
the early bird gets tho license. 


The report of tho Metropolitan Park 
Commissiou makes a very haudsomcly 
arranged book, and the portions of tho 
report relating to Newton will bo found 
ou another page. 


That Sewerage Ordinance. 

On February 10th last, a hearing was 
given by the House Judiciary Committe of 
the Legislature on the petition of the 
Mayor of Newton for power to rescind our 
present sewer ordinance. At that hearing 
two citizens of Newton, Messrs. Geo. W. 
Morse and Samuel L Powers, appeared 
and spoke in favor of the petition, and 
stated among other things that the mem- 
bers of the city council of 1892 in passing 
the sewer ordinance acted under the con 
trol of one man, Mr. Harbach, whose name 
however they omitted to mention. 

This statement we, who were members of 
that city council, declare to be false; and 
we make this public denial because the 
mis-statement was made at a public hear- 
ing with intent to induence legislation, and 
because we could not all make the denial 
tbtffe, most of us being absent. 

The facts relating to the passage of the 
ordinance were as follows: In the fall of 
1892, the City of Newton lmd reached the 
limit of its borrowing capacity, currying at 
that time $900,000 indebtedness for sewer 
construction. The interest and installment 
towards a sinking fund had ulready cost 
the city about $50,000, and not one cent had 
been received from a betterment tux. 
Under these conditions it seemed wise to 
pass an ordinance at that time, under which 
a betterment assessment could be laid, and 
the pre-eut ordinance was agreed upon. 
Tlie ordinance was passed and enrolled 
while Mr. Harb.icli was in Chicago. It was 
not, so far ns it provided a method of 
assessment, the ordinance which he 
favored, but was lu reality the ordinance 
recommended mid advocated by Mayor 
Fenno when he was a member of the com- 
mittee on sewers in J890. 

And we individually assert that we never 
were approached by Mr. Ilarbaeh either in 
favor or uenin -.t tlie present ordinance, but 
cast our vo*.es according to our bust judg- 
ment for the interests of the city at thut 
time.

HEX. CORSE AT ALTOONA. 


GEN. CORSE DESCRIBED IT IN HIS ADDRESS 

BEFORE TIIE NATIONAL SIGNAL CORPS 

ASSOCIATION REUNION. 

Fifty battle-scarred veterans of the New 
England Division of tho National signal 
Corps Association held u reuni in at the 
Thorndike last evening. Col. Edw. H. 
Haskell presided. After a discussion of 
the variety of viands offered by the attrac- 
tive menu, the peaceful warriors settled 
down with their cigars uud listened to the 
chief guest of the evening, Gen. John M. 
Corse, who said, in part: 

“It is with no little satisfaction that I 
tied myself among a body of men like the 
Signal Corps Association. There is a bond 
of sympathy between us, created by tlie 
privilege 1 enjoyed on one occasion of be- 
ing associated with one of the greatest 
historical features of your career as u 
branch of the service during the war.” 

Gen. Corse then described eloquently uud 
lu detail the magnificent service done by 
the Signal Corps, a service, he said, which, 
in his opinion, w as the climax of the whole 
struggle. He referred to tlie time when 
Slierman was pushing ou from Atlanta to 
Altoona, where he (General Corse) was 
holding Altoona Pass and prot utiug 
Sherman's supplies against the main body 
of Hood’s troops. 

Then it wu>, he said, tlmt Sherman’s 
only hope was to reach ills supplies at 
Altoona. Retreat meant the losing of the 
greatest advantage of the whole war and 
the inevitable destruction of Corse aud iiis 
1 i : tl«* hand at Altoona. Neither General 
Corse nor bherman knew what the other’s 
situation was. No messenger could be 
sent through Hood’s lines and the railroads 
uud telegraph were destroyed. 

There wa-> no way to reach Corse except 
by tlie little fluttering tl ig of the Signal 
Corns. The Siguul corps did its work 
nobly uud ilu-hed from Gen. Sherman to 
Gen. Corse, the historic message, so 
fuiuiliarly, although not accurately quoted, 
“Hold the fort for I aiu coming,’’ and the 
also famous reply of Gen. Cuv.se, uud 
through this uouuuuiiicatiou, 1 . inforce- 
uients were hurried to Gen. Ci-rse, uud the 
strategic uolut of Altoona nobly 'hold. 

Tills act, Gen Corse said, . ntributed 
more to the final termination ot tin- struggle 
between t ie North aud the .South than any 
other tiling. Even ut this time. In said, the 
Confederates were endeavoring to make 
treaties of lecoguitlon a rM aid with France 
uud Eugluud. They hud both agreed to 


sign if tlie South would waive tho slavery 
clnuso and Inaugurate emancipation. Tills 
was agreed to, but when the final meeting 
between Lord Palmerston and Kennn, the 
Confederate Ambassador, was held, Palm- 
erston’s answer was; “It Is too late. Slier 
iitnn lias reached Savannah." The signals 
of the Signal Corps hnd sent the message 
all over the world, and Sherman had broken 
the shell of the Confederacy by his magnifi- 
cent marsh to the sen. 


TIIE NEWTON IIOII LEV A II I). 


THE LOCATION THE 1IEST POSMIII.K ONE. 

(The Boston Tran.ortpt.) 

The route chosen by the Newton Boule- 
vard Syndicate has been criticised because, 
in pnssing to the north of the Chestnut 
Hill Reservoir, instead of to the south, It 
makes a slightly wider detour than Is 
necessary from a direct line between New- 
ton Centre and Boston. But as the Reser- 
voir lies nearly in that very line, ntid makes 
almost as great a detour necessary on one 
tide as the other, the point Is of very little 
consequence, especially ns the proposed ex- 
tended boulevard via Chestnut III1I avenue, 
South street. Ward street and Ornnt avenue 
will nceoino late with its electric cars the 
residents of a large part of Newton having 
no present railrond conveniences and living 
much farther from the Circuit branch of 
the Boston & Albany Railroad than those 
people living along the lino of Beacon 
street. Although the syndicate Is not a 
philanthropic body, its enterprise will un- 
doubtedly result in nil immense Denellt to 
Newton, and will open up a superb section 
of rolling country. Other pa. ts of Newton 
besides Newton Centre are interested in 
this soheme, and the running time between 
Newton Centre and Boston, of the electrics 
on the proposed route, would probably not 
be two minutes longer than if the trncks 
followed the line of Beacon street. Mayor 
Matthews and the Bonrd of Survey are in 
favor of the proposed route on the north 
side of the Reservoir, as planned by the 
engineers of the Rapid Transit Commis- 
sion, with Frederick Law Olmstead & Co., 
as consulting engineers. Possibly It may 
he found expedient eventually to widen 
Beacon street, west of Aberdeen, but it can- 
not be done without cutting int i the north 
side of Chestnut Hill or filling in a part of 
the Reservoir just beyond the pumping sta- 
tion, and it is doubtful It the advantages of 
this route for electrics are, taking one eon- 
s'deratlon with another, equal to those of 
the South street line, the scenic beauties of 
which are hardly appreciated by those who 
have tint seen tlie unsurpassed panorama 
from Wabnn hill. 


The Snburbau Railroad. 

Tho legislative committee on rnilronds 
gave a hearing yesterday morning on the 
petition of the Suburban Railroad Com- 
pany for an extension of time of location 
for one year and of construction for two 
years. It also asks to extend its road with 
one or two tracks, commencing at a point 
near Cook street in Newton near the termi- 
nus of tlie Woonsocket division of tlie New 
York & New England rnilroad, through 
Newton, Waltham, Watertown and Bel- 
mont to some suitable point upon the Mas- 
sachusetts Central railroad. To make this 
extension $500, 000 is asked.

Its opponents nssert 
that it has ruined tho town, and they 
point to the condition of the streets aud 
of the pavements to corroborate their 
claim that the place has gone backward 
sinco tho single tax people got control of 
its affairs. 

These contentions tho single tax men 
vigorously deny, but their vigor is more 
in the championship of the single tax as 
a principle than in the demonstration of 
its workings in this place. Generally 
they say that it has not been in force 
long enough yet for a fair trial. The 
opponents reply with vigor that they 
have had enough of it and that they in- 
tend to bring ai >ut a change in May, 
when the annual election of town com- 
missioners will be held. The votes seem 
to be pretty evenly divided between the 
two factions, both of which are quietly 
bnt earnestly preparing for the contest 
in tho spring. 

There is a great deal of feeling in the 
fight, and tho literature of the discussion 
is becoming formidable.— Cor. New York 
Times.

Salted Peanuts. 


Perhaps all women are not aware that 
for “suiting" the peanut is an appetizing 
substitute for the almond, and as it is 
made less expensive, it is worth while to 
know how to prepare it. 

Being this moment flushed with 
triumph — my effort at the “salting" to- 
day having proved a shining success— l 
will, while the matter is fresh in my 
memory, “tell my experience," especially 
as some of the “things" I did were done 
by accident instead of “by directions" 
aud are therefore discoveries. 

1 bought the green or uuparched pea- 
nuts. This was an of course procedure, 
aud would not he meutioued except that 
already two housekeepers who have eat- 
en of my salted nuts have asked if I start- 
ed with au ordinary roasted peanut. 

1 used the nut cracker, gently crushing 
the sliell to avoid breaking 1 the nut. By 
using boiliug water the peas are readily 
blanched, the red envelope being easily 
rubbed off. In my first essay the water 
was not scaldiug hot, aud that led to my 
first “discovery." 

Iu order to bring to tlie requisite beat 
1 set ibe dish containing water aud pea 
uuts iu tbe oven. Then there was a 
short call on my attention, causing mo to 
forget the uuts, aud on going to the oven 
1 fouud the water gently boiliug— sim- 
mering. 1 fouied the uuts were ruined 
by this parboiling. But after rubbing 
off the skins, 1 spread tbe uuts on a tin 
disb, treated them to butter and set thoin 
iu the oven again. It was tlieu at a bak- 
ug or browning beat, but was not quick 
even. This, too, worried ine, since tbe

THE nib OK LINK COMPANY IN StfCCRff* 
FPL OPERATION. 

Tho Newton Artificial Ice Company 
has not yet materialized, but the one in 
Brookline is in snccoMsful operation, and ■ 
our rondeis will be imciested in the fol- j 
lowing from the Brookline Chronicle; 

The Brookline Artificial Ice Co. Iins 1 
been delivering ice to customera now for 
about a month. The oapit.il stock of the 
company is $40,000 divided into 400 - 
shares which were all taken up at par. 
Tins receipts from day to day are more 
than enough to pay all the expenses of 1 
tho company and it is expected that, 
enough surplus will bo earned this year 
to allow for the declaration of a 10 per 
cent dividend on the stock afteroharging 
something to the depreciation of the 
plant. Tho company can manufacture 
17 1-2 tons of ice per day, although it can 
ho forced to 20 tons per day, and is mak- 
ing 15 tons now, delivering about 10 and 
storing 5 tons, ('ustomers havo pledged 
themselves to take from between 15 and 
20 tons per day this season and it is ex- 
pected that the patronage will be large 
enough by next season to allow of an in- 
crease in tho plant so that 80 tons of ico 
can be manufactured per day. It takes 
forty-eight hours to freeze the ice. There 
are 875 freezing cans holding 200 lbs. of 
spring water each, making 35 tons in tlio 
aggregate. The company sells bet ween 
two and three hundred gallons of tho 
Undine spring water a day at an average 
of five cents per gallon.

Summer Home of the 1L A. A. 

j The Boston Athletic Association has 
1 leased 18 acres of excellent laud, lyiug 
along the hanks of the Charles river at 
Riverside. Tlie deal was fiutshed Tues- 
day. The property is taken for a term of 
years at a very low figure, tbroug h tlie 
liberality of Mr. Frauds Blake, the 
owt er, who is a member of the club aud 
much interested in athletics. 

The property is to be put iu shape for 
such sports as foot hall, base bill, cricket 
aud tenuis. It is also proposed t » build 
a bicycle aud running track, four laps to 
the mile, with a 22 i>yard straightway 
.• »uraa. 

If the members vote to raise tho anuual 
assessment, tlie governing board will ho- 
giu immediate work towaid building a 
clubhouse, with dining, sleeping aud 
recreatiou rooms, as well as a small gym- 
nasium, and, iu connection with it, a 
boathouse. Ou the clubhouse side of 
the beach will be eiected a graud stand, 
to accommodate 1500 persons. 

Directly off shore from the grounds is 
a small island, aud between it aud the 
bunks tlie river is now quite shallow. If 
everything goes right, this part of the 
river will be deepened and used as a 
sw imming pool by ladies aud geutleuieu 
alike. 

Of course, the plans are as yet largely

Councilman Knapp presented au order 
authorizing the mayor to quit claim to 
Christine W Porter certaiu lands.

School Hoard. 


At the last meeting of the Newtou 
school board Rev. Mr. Hornbrooke pre- 


sided in the absence of the mayor aud 
Chairmau Hollis. 


The committee chosen to consider the 
advisability of establishing kindergarten 
schools reported favorably aud the board 
approved. Three schools will probably 
be established this year at the Lower 
and Upper Falls aud Thompsouville, aud 
others as npeded thereafter. 

The committee revising the rules and 
regulations reported aud the amend- 
ments suggested will bo considered by 
the boaid at its next meeting. Mrs. 
Fauniug's resignation, as a teacher at the 
Prospect school, was acc- pled and the 
vacancy filled by the appointmeut ot Miss 
Freucb. The superintendent was author- 
ized to close the primary aud grammar 
schools one half day of this mouth, to 
allow the teachers to attend a meetiug at 
which Mr. Ueury T. Hailey, the state 
agent on drawiug, will give a lecture on 
“Color.” 

Oiders were passed requesting the city 
council to purch ise the Cltfiin land ad- 
journing the High school lot; also to 
finish the upper portion of the Thotnp- 
souville school house. The special com- 
mittee appointed to investigate the con- 
dition of tbo Hyde school iu response to 
a petition, submitted a long detailed re- 
port of the poor condition of the house 
for school purposes, aud au order was 
presented aud passed requesting the city 
council to take immediate action and 
erect a new school building during the 
coming summer.

THE NEW I ON BOULEVARD. 

WHAT THE BOSTON PATERS SAY OF IT. 

(Tho Boston Globe, March 24.) 

Every enterprise in the line of develop- 
ing the beautiful suburban district 
around Boston should be encouraged. 

The proposed boulevard in Newton 
and the brighten district, a plan of 
which was presented last Sunday iu 
these columns, would open up a territory 
of great natural advantages, and nffoid a 
new and most attractive way to the 
Mecca of every rider, Chestnut Hill and 
the reservoir. 

Some of the most influential and 
wealthy cifiztMis of bouton and its neigh- 
borhood are enlisted in favor of the 
boulevard plan, as formulated by Mr. 
Olmstead and the engineers of the rapid 
transit commission, and although abso- 
lute agreement upon any schomo is not 
among the possibilities, there is every 
indication that this great improvement 
will speedily he carried into effect, with 
the cordial approval of tho public gener- 
ally. 


(Boston Herald, March ’22.) 

The inhabitants of the city of Newton 
are actively exerting themselves to have 
built a driveway or boulevard connect- 
ing the Garden City with Boston. Tho 
result obtained in Brookliue by the con- 
struction ol Beacon street boulevard aro 
sufficiently manifest and satisfactory to 
lead to the belief that, in this section of 
our suburbs where land if attractively 
situated commands a high price, the 
boulevard form of development is one of 
the best and quickest menus of improv- 
ing the value of real property. Not only 
would a broad thoroughfare of this kind 
make an attractive pleasure drive, but 
the space cau be obtained for electric 
ear reservations by means of which these 
cars can be run at high rates of speed 
with no inconvenience and little danger. 


(Boston Transcript, 23). 

The route chosen by the Newton boule- 
vard Syndicate has been criticised be- 
cause, iu passing to the north of the 
Chestnut bill Reservoir, instead of to 
the south, it makes a slightly wider de- 
tour than is necessary from a direct line 
between Newtou Centre aud boston, but 
as the Reservoir lies nearly iu that very 
liue, aud makes almost as great a detour 
necessary ou one side as tho other, the 
point is of very little cousequenco, es- 
pecially as the proposed extended boule- 
vard via Chestuut Hill uvcuue, South 
street, Ward street aud Graut uvcuue 
will accommodate with its electric cars 
the res\deuts of a large part of Newtou 
having no present railroad conveniences 
aud living much farther from the Circuit 
branch of the Boston & Albany Railroad 
than those people liviug along the line of 
beacon street. Although the syndicate 
is not a philanthropic body, its enterprise 
will undoubtedly result in au immense 
benefit to Newton, and will open up a 
superb section of rolling country. Other 
parts of Newtou besides Newtou Centre 
are interested in this scheme, and the 
ruuuiug time between Newtou Centre 
aud llostou, of the olectiics on the pro- 
posed route, would ptobably uot be two 
minutes longer than if the tracks fol- 
lowed the line of beacou street. Mayor 
Matthews aud the board of Survey are in 
t.ivor ot the proposed route ou the north 
side of the Reservoir, as planned by the 
eugiueetsot the Rapid Transit Commis- 
sion, with Frederick Law Olmstead it 
Co. as consulting engiueers, Possibly it 
may be tumid expedient eventually to 
widen Beacon street, west of Aberdeen, 
butitcanuot be done without cutting 
into the north side of Chestnut Hill or 
filling iu a part ot the Reservoir just be- 
yond the pumping statiou, aud it is 
doubtful if the advantages of this route 
tor electrics are, taking one considera- 
tion with another, equal to those of the 
South street liue, the scenic beauties ot 
which are hardly appreciated by those 
who have uot seen the unsurpassed pano- 
rama from Wabau hill. 


TRIBUTE TO REV. 31 R. TW03IBLY. 


DISCOURSE OF REV. D. SHERMAN, I). D., 
BEFORE THE METHODIST HISTORICAL 
SOCIETY. 

An interesting service relative to the 
late Rev. J. H. Twombly, L). D , was 
held iu the rooms os the Methodist 
Historical Society iu the Wesleyan build- 
iug Monday afteruoou. An able analyti- 
cal paper was read by Rev. D. Sherman, 
D. D., characterizing the deceased as an 
able and courageous leader iu various 
lines of Christian activity during the 
period of his connection of more than 
fifty years with the New England Con- 
ference. 

He was called to fill inauy of the lead 
iug pulpits in the conference, aud iu no 
one of them did he fail to so completely 
identify himself with the young people 
of his pastorate that he came to be a 
recognized leader iu nearly every phase 
of the current trend iu this direction 
among all Christian organizations, 
liis large practical acquaintance with 
the educational work ot the times gave 
him untold advantages iu this liue. He 
w as unquestionably the origiuator of the 
.Social Union, now forming so conspicu- 
ous a feature of boston, and even of New 
Euglaud, Methodism.

Injustice to Judge Dunbar. 

Tho Springfield Republican says there 
is a largo measure of injustice in the 
w ide circulation of the petition of James 
\V. Stillman of boston, n person quite 
unknown to the public, who asks the 
impeachment of Judge James R. Dun- 
bar for “malfeasance in office” becauso 
tho judge decided a case against Sti II- 
mnu. The bulletin-boards and the news- 
papers have blnzonod this charge in a 
way to leave au impression upon tho 
careless public that au honoroble and 
able judge had doue something he ought 
not to havo done, and that he is to ho 
tried for it. Nothing could ho farther 
from the facts, oven as they appear in 
Stillman’s owu statement of tho case, for 
tiis story is of au erratic and fiighty kind, 
but tho parade of such a charge, which 
appears ouly in a petition to tho Legis- 
lature— and the right of potition belongs 
to everybody, no matter what tho 
character of his grievance may be— will 
uot impose upon any otto who knows 
Judge Dunbar. No citizen or judge iu 
the state has a finer sense of honor or is 
more disposed by temperament to soo 
justice doue, aud it is safe to assume 
that Mr. Stillman’s sensational charges 
w ill meet an early death. They ought to 
be promptly inquired into and dealt with 
according to their desert, to tho end that 
a judge under fire may uot be kept in a 
false position any longer tbnu the 
formalities require. Meantime a boston 
Journal reporter hatf interviewed ex-Gov. 
Ames, who appointed Mr. Dunbar to the 
beuch, and “the genial ex-governor” 
gives tho judge a first-class character. 
He could have done uo less, but the 
certificate of good standing was not 
needed anywhere outside of a Boston 
newspaper office. 


Free Wool in Wyoming. 

Gov. Osborne of Wyoming is in Wash- 
ington aud thinks his state is going over 
to the Democrats, chiefly on the wool 
question. He says: 

“The leanings of our people are now 
tow ard the Democratic party, and we be- 
lieve that we shall continue to carry the 
state, for we thiuk we cau conduct ils 
affairs properly and to tho satisfaction of 
tho people. The federal patronage iu 
Wyoming has been a great factor toward 
holding it iu the Republican ranks. Tho 
state has but a small population, aud the 
postmasters, commissioners of land 
offices, United States attorneys aud 
marshals and other officers wield gt cat 
iufiueuce, and the incumbents are a 
power in their communities. The traus- 
ter of this patronage to Democrats will 
cut a very' important figure in tho legis- 
lative contest two years bonce, when two 
United States senators will be elected. 
We thiuk we can carry tho Legislature 
and will lend all our euergius to do so. 

“Wyoming is oue of tho greatest wool 
producing states in the country, and we 
think -ve kuow soraethiiur about wool. 
I’he tariff was made a very great issue at 
the last campaign, aud free or protected 
wool theories were argued out amt 
lought for all they were worth. 1 am a 
large wool grower, aud, speaking for the 
wool growers of my st ite, can say that 
tho sentiment which has been so firmly 
fixed with wool growers that the higher 
the tariff the higher the price on wool 
has about disappeared, aud we have ar- 
rived at the conclusion that the higher 
the tariff the lower the price of wool. 
Wool has been going down steadily from 
1 cent to 1 1-2 cents per pound for a >ear, 
and tho wool grower is satisfied that it 
tho McKinley bill can’t raise tbo price of 
wool iu four years it caii't iu 40. So this 
is the reason that they have abandoned 
tho stand that they have so firmly held 
for so mauy years. The same wool that 
I sold four years ago for 18 1-4 cents I 
sold last year for 14 cents, and if the 
enormous tariff of 00 pur cent, does not 
help tho wool grower what wiil iu the 
protection liue? 

“The people of this country are pay- 
ing today a higher price for shoddy than 
the people of other countries are paying 
for all-wool goods, a fact that ought to 
make the poor man, who alone wears 
these shoddy goods, think very hard. 
There aro about $50, 000.000 of capital in- 
vested in 00 shoddy mills in this country, 
one mill aloue producing more shoddy 
than the entire wool clip of Wyoming. 
This is oue reason why wool growers, 
who have for so long boon such obstinate 
aud determined supporters of high tariff, 
have reversed their position.” 


Judge Dutihar. 

It may be necessary to say to those 
people outside of Massachusetts who 
have observed that a charge has been 
made against Judge Dunbar of the 
superior couit for “malfeasance iu office’ 
that nothing is likely to come out of it 
but a full vindication of the judge in 
question, says the boston Herald, it is 
not necessary to make that assurance 
here, where it is known Judge buudar is 
a gentleman of the highest character for 
integrity and of excellent ability for the 
position ho occupies. Any judge accused 
in the way he is would be entitled to tho 
prosurnpliou of rectitude ou his put, 
and those who know Judge Dunbar have 
the firmest conviction that there is uo 
possibility of u stain upon his houor. 
Tho bench and bar may be said to be 
entirely unanimous iu this feeling. 
Judge Duubar was oue of Gov. Ames’ 
appointments, and Gov Ames hud 
especially good judgment in his selec- 
tions for ollice.

HE WOULD NOT LEAVE THE COLONY 


A Prisoner Who Climbed n Cnrnnnot Tre* 
and Defied n Regiment. 

It is tho custom in the Brit.iBh army 
that whenever a regiment in transferred 
from one colony to another prisoner* 
who may bo in tlio jail nro hnndod ovei 
to tho outgoing corps and continue theii 
sentoncoH nt, tho now station. In one 
caflo one of these jailbirds made np hit 
mind that ho would not leave the colony. 

Privoto .Johnson was one of tho smart 
©st men in tho corps, and furthermore 
ho was an oxcellent groom nnd almost 
a "cordon bleu.” He had ono sad fail 
ing. Ho was a thief. His peculation! 
hnd, however, been generally small, and 
ho had escaped serious punishment. One 
night a large store in the town was bro 
ken into and a considerable amount oi 
money stolen. It was conclusively 
proved tliut Johnson was the thief, and 
he was sent to jail. When the regiment 
was leaving tho colony, Johnson, with 
somo other soldier prisoners, waa to be 
handed over according to custom. When, 
however, his cell was visited, it wag 
empty, and there was not a sign of 
Johnson nnywhere. 

A search waa made in every direction, 
and at last a prisoner pointed to a cocoa- 
nut tree which grew in tho middle ol 
the prison yard, and there comfortably 
seated among the tuft of leaves wai 
Johnson. Tho warden nt first tried tc 
got the man down by quiet persuasion, 
then ho threatened, then stormed and 
swore. Johnson laughed contentedly nt 
every mood, but did not move. The fact 
was reported to the colonial secretary, 
who recommended that tho fire engine 
bo culled out and the man washed down. 
The cltief of the fire department hardly 
thought it was consonant with his dig- 
nity to wash a prisoner out of a cocoa- 
nut treo and reported that there was not 
pressuro of water enough to get a stream 
to tho top of the tree. This was proba- 
bly true, lor the treo was a tall ono. 

Tho caso waa aguin referred to tho co- 
lonial secretary, who took it before the 
governor. His excellency was having 
luncheon with some of tho departing 
officers and their friends and was having 
a good time. Ho was vexed that at such 
a time ho should be troubled with official 
work, as hastily glancing over the docu- 
ment ho added the following instruc 
tions: “Cut the fellow dow*. I mean 
tho tree." 

This could only be done by the engi- 
neering department, so orderlies were 
sent out to find the chief engineer. 
While all this was going on, time waa 
slipping away. Almost all the troops 
were onboard the troopship, and asthos* 
vessels wait for no one tho escort which 
had been sent to bring Johnson down to 
the ship hod to hurry off, not to bo late 
itself. Johnson bellowed a farewell, and 
despite tho strong language of tho ward- 
en still laughed and did not move. Be- 
fore the engineer department had come 
to a conclusion as to how to cut down 
the tree and lower it gradually, tho 
troopship had up anchor and was steam- 
ing out of tho harbor. 

Then Johnson climbed down the treo 
and finished his sentence on the island, 
to which ho had taken a fancy. His con- 
viction had carried with it his “discharge 
with ignominy." He settled in the island 
and was soon in easy circumstances. Ho 
had undoubtedly hidden his stolen prop- 
erty, and after his release dug it up and 
started in business. When Johnson was 
last seen, ho was flourishing and had a 
large coeoanut grove around his cottago.

Then follows 
an incantation, aud the spirit proceeds 
to speak through tho medium. The ! 
medium charges sometimes as high as 15 
or 20 cents.

There is no haste about the railway, 
it connects with no other Newton system, 
tho demand for it is from only a few 
citizens, and the railway committee 
should put their second thought first and 
recommend that no railways be granted 
a location on Tretnont or any other street 
which is less than SO feet wide.

A NEW PLAN. 

Tho many and serious objections to a 
street railway on Centre street have 
caused many to ask if that is the only 
possible route for a street railway be- 
tween Newton and Newton Centre. It 
may be the shortest, but with electric 
cars five minutes more would not be a 
serious matter, and a Newton Centre 
gentleman has suggested a route that 
would be only a little longer thau the 
Centre street route, and would also open 
up a large tract of vacant laud to such 
residents as desire street railway accom- 
modations. 

A street, railway company already has 
a location on Beacon street, Newton Cen- 
tre, aud this might be extended to the 
new street passiug through the Ward well 
land. There are no houses on this street, 
so the abutters would not object to a 
railway, and a location could be grauted 
The street railway company would have 
to build a short sectiou of street between 
Everett aud Marshall streets, where they 
could make use of Irviug street as far as 
Ward street. From Ward street to Cot- 
ton another short section of street couid 
be built, and theu the road could run 
down Park avenue, to Sargent street, 
past Mr. Hammett’s house, aud down 
the street through the Hyde laud to 
Frauklio, and then down Centre street 
to the depot. This would save the great- 
er part of Centre street, aud the cost to 
the company of building the connecting 
Btreets need no; be large, as probably 
the laud owners would give them the 
right of way. 

Or the company could follow tho route 
to Ward street, and then follow Waver- 
ley avenue down to Washington street, 
aud have tho terminus at the railroad 
crossing, until the grades are changed, 
when the cars could run into Nouantum 
square and connect with the Cambridge 
and Waltham lines. This route would 
accommodate several of the directors of 
the proposed road, as it would pass by 
their residences, aud it would have a 
splendid chauce to build up the city, as 
there is plenty of vacant laud along the 
route. This plan would also save Centre 
street, and prevent the danger and cou- 
fusiou that would result from having 
electric cars pass on Ceutre street by the 
depot, the street being now hardly wide 
enougu to accommodate the great nuni 
her of private teams that meet tho morn- 
ing aud afternoon trains from Boston. 

The latter route has iniuy advantages, 
as being longer, it tyould accommodite 
more people, and no one is ever in srtch 
a hurry to get from Newton to the Cen- 
tre, or from the Centro to Newton, as to 
object to the longer ride. If a railway 
is a necessity between the two places, 
the location of the road would be im- 
material, 


A number of Newton matters have re- 
ceived attention at the State House this 
week. 

Tho bill allowiug Newton to issue $750,- 
000 of 30 yeat sewer bonds, in excess of 
the debt limit, has gone through one 
stage and will become a law. 

The committee have voted to report 
favorably on granting the uocessiry 
power to change the preseut sewer ordi- 
nance, and the legislature will probably 
be guided by the committee. It will bo 
a joyful day for Newtou when such a 
bill is passed. 

The committee in charge of the matter 
are unanimous in favor of giving Newtou 
the necessary power to take laud in 
Watertown, for the abatement of the 
Boyd’s pond nuisance. At the hearing, 
Wednesday, Watertown was characteris- 
tic in asking that it should be given the 
power to tax Newton for such land, 
although it is to be laid out as a public 
park for the use of Watertown’s own 
citizens. The proposition caused a good 
deni of laughter from tho others preseut, 
but it illustrates the attitude of Water- 
town. 


The Hyde School building at Newton 
Highlands is certaiuly not ornamental 
and according to the report of the special 
committee who have been investigating 
its condition, it is no better than it looks. 
In the first place it appears to have been 
poorly built, with walls that exclude 
neither wind nor rain, three large 
furnaces can not heat it, there are no 
brick chimneys, iron pipes being utilized, 
iu violation of a city ordinance, aud the 
sanitary arrangements are very bad. 
The buildiug has only been used for 
twenty-one years, so that its age does 
not accouut for its defects, aud it cost 
about $14,000. The school board recom- 
mend an eight room brick building, and 
if one is decided on, the committee in 
charge should see to it that it is built to 
last at least for an ordinary lifetime. No 
buildiug that could be erected could fail 
to be an improvement, as far as the 
exterior is concerned, and judging from 
the report of the committee, and the 
testimony of- parents whose children at- 
tend the school, a new buildiug appears 
to be a necessity. 


Speaker Barreit appears to have 
had his usual success aud gets a majori- 
ty of the delegates for the congressional 
nomination iu the 7th district, for he 
has 50 delegates to 52 for Mayor Hayes of 
Lynn, aud one more than half the votes 
in the convention. Mr. Barrett is the 
most prominent Massachusetts example 
of the •‘bustler” in politics, who captures 
an office because he works for it, and be- 
cause he knows how to pull wires better 
thau his opponents. Mr. Hayes would 
do more credit to the state, as a repre- 
sentative iu Washington, but politics are 
just now so uncertain that a Republican 
nomination in the Seventh district is not 
equivalent to an election, especially as 
the district is one in which Mr. Lodge 
was always called upon to spend a great 
deal of mouey, aud neither Mr. Barrett 
nor Mr. Hayes has Mr. Lodge’s long and 
well-filled purse. The contest will serve 
to make the daily papers interesting 
readiug. 


TREMONT AND PARK STREETS. 

The street railway committee have 
voted, it is reported, to grant a location 
for a street railway ou Tremoutaud Park 
streets, with a recommendation that no 
further locatiou be granted except ou 
streets at least 80 feet wide. The latter 
clause is all light, but it is much to he 
hoped that the first part of the report is 
incorrect, aud if such a report is made 
the board of aldermen should consider 
it loug and seriously before granting any 
locatiou. 

There is no such need of baste, and 
such a little brauch of a road, connecting 
with no other Newton System, would be 
useful ouly as an entering wedge to get 
upon Elmwood aud Ceutre street. Tre- 
uiout street was one of the first streets 
referred to the boulevard commission 
for widen ug, aud will probably be oue 
of the first streets in the city to he 
widened, us the work will only disturb 
oue house and the cost would not be 
great. It is the outlet for all the team- 
ing that goes to Boston from tho north 
side of Newtou aud is uoue too wide for 
its preseut travel. To build a railroad, 
before the street is wideued, would he 
foolish on the part of any company, as 
the work would all have to be doue over 
agaiu when the street was wideued. 

In addition, no locatiou should be 
grauted ou Tremout street, uortb of 
Waveiley avenue. There will probably 
be a street railway ou that avenue aud 
down Washington stieet, aud there is uo 
need of eucumburiug our streets with un- 
necessary tracks. All who would go to 
Park street to take the cars would go to 
Waverley avenue, aud the patrons of the 
road would come mostly from south of 
Paik street.

The Huunewell hill improvement as- 
sociation have taken hold of matters iu 
that section with a vigorous baud, and 
a great deal can be accomplished by 
such a society, if the members take 
interest iu the work. Tho improvement 
of Charles River, which is sometimes 
offensive in warm weather, the planting 
of shade trees, aud the beautifying of 
the river bank, a new railroad station, a 
public playground, street lighting aud 
the improvement of the streets are some 
of the things the society will look after. 
That sectiou could be made one of the 
most attractive iu Newtou, but so far 
hut little Ins been done to improve its | 
natural advantages. 


The proposed New tou boulevard seems 
j to hi* regarded with groat favor, judging 
from the comments ou the plan published 
I in last week’s GRAPHIC. It is looked at 
as the beginning of a liberal policy 
towards making Newtou attractive to 
new residents who are williug to pay for 
handsome surroundings, aud who would 
bring enough taxable property to more 
1 than pay the interest ou the sum the city 
would have to expend. Newtou bus so 
far doue so little iu this way, that it 
would seem to be worth while to make 
(lie experiment, aud see if it will not 
prove fully as profitable to Newtou as < 
' the name policy has proved iu Brookline.
